TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 
MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 

January  7,  1946 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  college 
presidents  was  held  at  10:00  A.M.  on  Monday,  January  7,  1946,  in  the  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  Hotel,  Springfield,  Illinois.  Mr.  Frank  G.  Thompson,  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  and  Chairman  of  the  board, 
presided.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Thompson  and  roll 
call  was  taken. 
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Secretary  Nickell  read  a  letter  dated  December  27,  1945  from  Dr. 
Chester  F.  Lay  concerning  errors  which  appeared  in  his  report  to  the 
board  for  the  October  15,  1945  meeting.  Dr. .Lay  requested  that  the  follow- 
ing corrections  be  made: 

The  date  of  resignation  for  Dr.  Judson  T.  Landis 
changed  from  July  20,  1945  to  July  23,  1945. 

The  title  of  Dr.  Sherman  B.  Barnes  changed  from 
Assistant  Professor  of  History  to  Associate  Professor 
of  History. 

Mrs.  Lora    Bosley's  salary  to  be  shown  as  $190  a 
month  for  nine  months,  instead  of  $  100  a  month  for  eight 
months  and  $  190  for  the  ninth  month. 

The  date  of  Mr.  Glenn  J.  McGowan's  appointment 
changed  from  September  10,  1945  to  September  8,  1945. 

Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  Dr.  Lay's  October  report  be  amended  to  in- 
clude these  corrections,  and  that  the  minutes  of  the  October  meeting  be 
approved.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn  and  the  corrected  report 
for  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  for  the  October  board  meeting  and 
the  minutes  of  the  October  meeting  were  approved. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  by  Chairman  Thompson  for  the  work 
being  done  by  the  housing  committees.  He  said  that  the  work  of  the  apprais- 
ers in  valuing  the  land  to  be  purchased  by  the  Teachers  Colleges  and  Nor- 
mal Universities  was  well  under  way  and  that  all  the  appraisers  were  well 
qualified  and  highly  respected  citizens  in  the  communities  where  they  had 
been  selected  to  carry  out  this  important  project.  In  their  informal  reports 
called  for  by  Chairman  Thompson,  Dr.  Fairchild  said  the  work  at  Normal 
was  almost  finished,  and  Dr.  Lay  said  the  work  at  Southern  might  be  com- 
pleted the  day  of  the  board  meeting.  President  Adams  stated  that  three 
appraisers  had  been  selected  for  Northern  and  that  they  would  have  their 
first  meeting  on  January  8  or  9.  Due  to  a  misunderstanding  Dr.  Buzzard  had 
been  waiting  for  approval  of  the  appraisers  selected  for  Eastern.  Dr.  Beu 
reported  that  the  appraisers  selected  for  Western  had  accepted  and  had 
practically  completed  their  work. 

Chairman  Thompson  stated  that  the  appraisers  should  make  a  com- 
prehensive report  to  be  used  in  case  of  condemnation  proceedings.  Dr.  Beu 
said  that  because  of  condemnation  proceedings  it  would  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  appraisers  for  Western.  It  was  agreed  that  under  similar  circumstances 
it  would  be  necessary  to  pay  the  other  appraisers. 

With  regard  to  forms  to  be  used  by  the  appraisers,  Mr.  Dunn  sug- 
gested that  one  similar  to  that  used  for  veterans'  loans  be  adopted.  It  was 
decided  that  Mr.  Re  id  of  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education  be 
asked  to  obtain  one  of  these  forms  for  revision  to  be  used  by  appraisers  for 
the  schools. 

Mr.  Dunn  stated  that  the  general  rule  for  the  appraisal  of  property 
to  be  condemned  is  that  it  shall  be  appraised  at  the  present  fair  cash  market 
value  for  the  best  use  to  which  the  property  is  at  that  time  adaptable,  but 
this  is    not   subject   to  speculation,    and   the  jury    of   a  condemnation  suit  is 
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instructed  by  the  court  to  assume  a  seller  ready  and  willing  to  sell  but  not 
compelled  to  sell,  and  a  buyer  ready  and  willing  to  buy  but  not  compelled  to 
buy. 

Chairman  Thompson  said  he  thought  it  would  be  well  to  release 
some  publicity,  naming  the  appraisers  and  commending  them  for  the  fine 
spirit  they  had  shown  in  serving  the  public,  the  article  to  inform  the 
affected  communities  in  particular  and  the  public  in  general  that  the  work 
in  connection  with  procuring  property  is  proceeding  on  a  high  plane. 

George  McKibbin,  a  member  of  the  Post-War  Planning  Commission, 
was  quoted  by  Chairman  Thompson  as  saying  that  when  the  time  came  there 
would  be  no  delay  in  releasing  funds  for  the  purchase  of  property. 

Chairman  Thompson  announced  the  return  from  military  service  of 
Mr.  Edwin  McDonald  who  has  resumed  his  position  as  Co-ordinator,  and 
that  Mr.  Elmer  P.  Hitter,  who  was  Co-ordinator  in  Mr.  McDonald's  ab- 
sence, now  holds  the  position  of  Assistant  Secretary  to  Governor  Dwight  H. 
Green.  Mr.  Hitter  was  thanked  for  his  fine  work  and  cooperation  when  serv- 
ing the  teachers  colleges. 

Mr.  Hitter  read  a  letter  he  wrote  to  Dr.  Chester  F.  Lay  on  October 
17,  1945  advising  him  that  the  statutes  prohibit  the  placing  of  funds  received 
from  the  federal  government  for  the  operation  of  veterans  guidance  centers 
in  agency  fund  accounts,  making  it  mandatory  that  these  federal  warrants 
be  deposited  in  the  Teachers  College  Income  Fund. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  the  subject  of  the  classification  of  student 
workers.  Mr.  Hitter  read  correspondence  with  Leonard  Belt,  Chief  of  Posi- 
tion Classification  Service,  which  brought  out  the  fact  that  students  working 
part  time,  formerly  listed  as  "faculty  assistants, "  should  henceforth 
appear  on  the  payroll  as  "student  workers. "  These  students  are  to  be  paid 
on  an  hourly  basis  with  a  minimum  hourly  rate  of  thirty -five  cents,  which 
comes  within  the  range  established  for  this  classification  when  figured  on  a 
normal  work  month  of  one  hundred  seventy -four  hours. 

Mr.  Hitter  was  then  asked  for  a  report  on  his  findings  with  regard 
to  employees  being  certified  to  the  University  Retirement  System  of  Illinois. 
He  said  he  believed  all  the  presidents  had  received  complete  information 
from  Lloyd  Morey,  Comptroller  of  the  Retirement  System,  and  explained  to 
the  board  that  in  a  letter  to  him  Mr.  Morey  requested  that  to  meet  the  vari- 
ous problems  presented  and  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Re- 
tirement Board,  the  following  procedure  for  examination  and  certification 
be  followed: 

1.  Examinations  at  the  time  of  employment   should  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  employer. 

2.  Reports  of  such  examinations  should  be  made  to  the  em- 
ployer, and,  if  the  physical  condition  of  the  individual  is 
such  that  he  should  not  be  given  the  right  of  participation 
in  the  Retirement  System,  he  should  be  so  advised  by  the 
examiner.  The  Medical  Director  of  the  System  stands 
ready  to  advise  medical  examiners  as  to  appropriate 
policies  with  respect  to  this  point. 
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3.  The  institution  should  certify  to  the  Retirement  System 
for  participation  only  those  persons  who  are  in  physi- 
cally satisfactory  condition. 

4.  The  Medical  Director  of  the  System  should  be  furnished 
a  report  by  the  medical  examiners  on  only  those  per- 
sons certified  by  the  institution  for  participation. 

Finding  it  necessary  to  leave  the  meeting  Mr.  Hitter  expressed  his 
appreciation  for  the  courtesies  and  cooperation  extended  to  him  while  serv- 
ing as  Co-ordinator,  and  the  pleasure  his  association  with  the  schools  and 
the  board  had  afforded  him.  He  also  offered  his  assistance  if  at  any  time  he 
could  be  of  further  service. 

The  fact  that  a  physical  examination  of  the  employee  must  be  made 
before  certification  to  the  University  Retirement  System  was  stressed  by 
Chairman  Thompson,  who  added  that  if  the  services  of  a  local  doctor  are 
utilized  he  must  be  selected  by  the  president  of  the  college  and  must  be 
familiar  with  the  standards  to  be  met.  He  also  stated  that  the  physical 
examination  must  be  passed  before  signing  a  contract,  but  in  the  event  the 
prospective  employee  does  not  pass  the  physical  examination  he  can  be 
hired  provided  he  waives  all  rights  under  the  University  Retirement  System. 
It  was  agreed  that  a  form  to  be  used  by  employees  would  be  furnished  by 
the  board. 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  veterans'  counseling  and  testing 
services  in  the  colleges.  Chairman  Thompson  said  that  it  is  one  of  the 
most  essential  services  to  be  given  veterans,  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  the  public  at  large,  and  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  employ 
additional  personnel  to  handle  the  work  properly.  Dr.  Buzzard  said  he  had 
been  unable  to  get  any  action  from  the  Veterans  Administration  and  that 
Eastern  would,  therefore,  be  limited  to  counseling  veterans.  Chairman 
Thompson  suggested  that  Dr.  Buzzard  set  forth  in  a  letter  to  him  the  need 
for  this  service  at  Eastern  so  that  he  could  take  the  matter  up  with  Mr. 
Hostetler  of  the  Veterans  Administration.  Secretary  Nickell  and  Chairman 
Thompson  remarked  that  every  sacrifice  should  be  made  to  assist  the  re- 
turning servicemen  not  only  because  the  sentiment  of  the  people  would  be 
affected  for  years  to  come  but  as  an  expression  of  gratitude. 

Dr.  Chester  F.  Lay  informed  the  board  that  a  returned  veteran,  a 
former  member  of  the  faculty  at  Southern,  had  been  assigned  to  counsel 
and  test  veterans  because  the  position  he  had  formerly  occupied  no  longer 
existed.  It  was  agreed  by  the  board  that  this  person  should  be  restored  to 
his  original  position  as  soon  as  the  work  was  available,  and  Dr.  Lay  said 
the  veteran  had  been  advised  this  would  be  done. 

In  a  brief  discussion  concerning  the  cost  of  counseling  and  testing 
of  veterans  the  board  agreed  that  there  was  no  objection  to  paying  this  cost 
out  of  the  Income  Fund.  Chairman  Thompson  remarked  that  this  service 
must  be  rendered  without  a  deficiency  appropriation  being  requested. 

The  shortage  of  faculty  personnel  was  then  brought  up  and  Chairman 
Thompson  expressed  the  thought  that  some  of  these  persons  might  not  be 
serving  sufficient  time  and  that,  in  his  opinion,  they  should  serve  full  time. 
It  was  the  general  opinion  of  the  board  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to 
eliminate  the  wasting  of  time  among  faculty  members. 
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Dr.  Adams,  speaking  of  the  cost  of  counseling  and  testing  veterans 
at  Northern,  said  that  the  actual  expense  was  $19.94' for  each  person. 

Mr.  Dunn  was  called  upon  for  his  report  on  housing.  On  the  strength 
of  an  opinion  given  by  Mr.  Reid  the  Housing  Committee  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  apartments  and  dormitories  could  not  be  financed  on  a  self  - 
liquidating  basis,  that  there  would  have  to  be  legislation  which  would  permit 
this  system  of  financing  to  be  used,  or  secure  from  the  Legislature  appro- 
priations sufficient  to  cover  these  projects. 

After  a  brief  discussion  on  the  problem  of  housing  the  presidents 
were  requested  to  give  the  minimum  number  of  students  for  which  addi- 
tional housing  would  be  needed.    These  figures  follow: 

Northern      300  men  Western        300  men 

400  women  300  women 

50  married  couples  75  married  couples 

Eastern       300  men  Normal  480  men 

250  women  700  women 

75  married  couples  200  married  couples 

Southern      900  men 

650  women 

225  married  couples 

In  considering  the  educational  problems  of  veterans,  Mr.  Dunn  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  the  board  should  have  a  definite  policy  in  admitting 
veterans  to  the  teachers  colleges  in  preference  to  high  school  graduates  if 
the  lack  of  facilities  made  discrimination  necessary.  Chairman  Thompson 
suggested  a  time  limit  in  the  matriculation  of  veterans  so  that  no  high  school 
graduate  would  have  to  be  turned  away  after  his  enrollment. 

There  followed  a  discussion  concerning  veterans  who  are  not  high 
school  graduates  who  desire  a  high  school  diploma.  Those  who  expressed 
opinions  favored  granting  credit  for  various  phases  of  military  service  and 
completion  of  high  school  work  without  regular  high  school  attendance,  and 
the  issuance  of  high  school  diplomas  whether  or  not  the  veteran  intends  to 
enter  college. 

The  subject  of  housing  was  again  brought  up  and  Mr.  Dunn  made  the 
following  statement:  "It  is  the  sense  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  that 
although  the  housing  problem  for  students  at  the  Illinois  State  Teachers 
Colleges  is  a  problem  of  this  board,  yet  furnishing  of  such  housing  is  an  in- 
viting field  for  private  finances  and  this  board  desires  to  encourage  the  in- 
vestment of  private  capital  in  private  housing  projects  in  the  communities 
where  the  five  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities  are  located." 

Mr.  Guin,  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  a  revised  salary  schedule, 
reported  that  he  had  conferred  with  Professor  Holmes,  that  the  faculty  com- 
mittees would  make  recommendations  with  the  approval  of  the  college 
presidents,  after  which  all  five  committees  would  report  to  the  board  com- 
mittee, and  the  final  proposals  agreed  upon  would  be  presented  to  the  board. 

President  Adams  had  not  completed  his  report  on  a  new  form  to  be 
used  by  the  presidents  in  reporting  to  the  board. 
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REPORT  FOR  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Adams  presented  the  report  for  Northern  and  requested 
that  the  following  changes  be  made:  In  the  heading,  "Chicago"  changed  to 
' 'Springfield";  under  item  I,  2,  the  figure  "631"  changed  to  "640"  and  the 
figure  "187"  changed  to  "196". 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Nickell  to  approve  the  report  with  the  fore- 
going corrections.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn,  carried,  and  the 
report  for  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  approved. 


REPORT  FOR  EASTERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Buzzard  presented  the  report  for  Eastern. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Guin  to  approve  the  report.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn,  carried,  and  the  report  for  Eastern  Illinois 
State  Teachers  College  was  approved. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Secretary  Nickell,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Pege- 
low,  and  carried  by  unanimous  vote,  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 
Permission  to  secure  housing  facilities  under  the  federal  plan  to  dismantle, 
transport  and  reassemble  complete,  temporary  housing  facilities  for  the 
use  of  veterans,  be  granted  to  the  colleges. 

REPORT  FOR  ILLINOIS  STATE  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

President  Fairchild  presented  the  report  for  Normal  with  the  re- 
quest that  the  following  changes  be  made:  *  Under  item  II,  sub -heading  4, 
add  "e"  "Mr.  John  Foy,  Instructor  of  Health  and  Physical  Education  at  the 
Illinois  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens  School.  This  position  is  on  the  pay- 
roll of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare."  Also  under  item  II,  add  sub- 
heading "7"  "New  Positions  to  be  Created";  "a"  "Additional  Educational 
Tester  at  the  Veterans  Center,  to  be  paid  from  the  University  Income  Fund." 
Under  Item  III,  sub-heading  3,  add  "d"  "One  additional  Trades  Helper, 
effective  February  1,  1946."'  Under  item  IX,  sub-heading  2,  re-word  the 
first  sentence  as  follows:  "Students,  faculty,  and  other  employees  of  the 
University  as  a  part  of  the  Schools  Division  lead  the  community  in  reaching 
their  established  quota  of  gifts  to  the  Bloomington -Normal  Community 
Chest  to  the  extent  of  $4,090."  Under  item  X,  sub-headings  from  8  through 
14  renumbered  so  that  the  following  sub -headings  may  be  inserted:  "8" 
"Authorization  of  a  position  of  Educational  Tester  at  the  Veterans  Center  to 
be  paid  from  the  Income  Fund."  "13"  "Creation  of  an  Additional  Trades 
Helper  Position."  In  the  supplementary  report  on  the  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  Foundation  Constitution  the  following  changes  were  requested: 
Under  Article  I,  Section  "5"  corrected  to  Section  "4."  Under  Article  V, 
Section  3,  "Executive  Director"  changed  to  "Secretary -Treasurer."  Under 
By-Laws  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  Foundation,  Article  I,  In- 
vestment, Section  5,  the  word  "written"  inserted  before  the  word 
"approval." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Guin  to  approve  President  Fan-child*  s 
report  with  the  corrections  requested.  Mr.  Nickell  seconded  the  motion,  it 
carried,  and  the  report  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  was  approved. 
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The  purchase  of  surplus  property  from  the  federal  government  was 
discussed,  and  the  board  learned  that  Dr.  Charles  Elliott  of  Eastern  Illinois 
State  Teachers  College,  who  was  representing  the  colleges  and  expediting 
purchases,  would  be  leaving  immediately.  Mr.  Emil  A.  Anderson,  Business 
Manager,  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College,  was  selected  to  succeed 
Dr.  Elliott,  this  work  to  be  in  addition  to  his  regular  duties. 


REPORT  FOR  WESTERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Beu  gave  the  report  for  Western  and  requested  that  the 
following  corrections  be  shown:  Under  item  I  add  "B"  "I  wish  to  present 
the  list  of  state  scholarship  holders  for  the  fall  quarter."  Under  item  II, 
sub-heading  2,  change  "January"  to  "February"  in  each  instance,  and 
change  the  figure  "$2,000"  to  "$1,600."  Under  item  X  add  sub-headings 
as  follows:  S<H"  "The  approval  of  the  list  of  scholarship  holders  for  the 
fall  quarter."  "I"  "To  secure  housing  facilities  under  Title  V,  The  Lan- 
ham  Act,  for  the  use  of  veterans." 

Mr.  Dunn  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  with  the  corrections  as 
shown.  Mrs.  Pegelow  seconded  the  motion,  it  carried,  and  the  report  for 
Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  approved. 


REPORT  FOR  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

President  Lay  presented  the  report  for  Southern,  and  the  following 
changes  were  made  in  the  supplementary  report  on  scholarships:  Under 
item  I  delete  "Second  Summer  Session,  1945,  Military  Scholarships, 
$87.75";  "Fall,  1945,  Military  Scholarships,  $1,571.65"  and  "TOTAL 
$2,371.90."  Under  item  I,  sub-heading  J,  change  the  total  "$  1,571.65"  to 
"$789.55." 

Motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Guin  to  approve  the  report  as  here  given 
by  President  Lay  with  the  above  corrections.  Seconded  by  Mrs.  Pegelow, 
the  motion  carried  and  the  report  for  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University 
was  approved. 

Chairman  Thompson  presented  the  following  resolution,  passed  by 
the  Carbondale  Garden  Study  Club,  which  paid  tribute  to  the  late  Dr.  Delia 
Caldwell,  Emerita  Professor  of  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University:

The  board  accepted  the  resolution  with  thanks. 

April  22,  1946  was  set  as  the  date  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 

Mr.  Nickell  made  a  motion  that  Chairman  Thompson  be  authorized 
to  provide  for  a  study  to  be  made  in  the  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal 
Universities  of  the  faculty  load  and  any  problems  pertaining  thereto,  in 
order  to  have  a  comparable  basis  for  recommendations  for  action.  Second- 
ed by  Mr.  Guin  the  motion  carried. 

A  motion  made  by  Mr.  Guin  to  adjourn  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Nickell 
and  carried.

2.  The  enrollment  for  the  winter  quarter  is  at  present  640.  This 
includes  196  men  and  444  women.  There  are  several  very  signifi- 
cant factors  in  these  numbers.  The  first  is  that  our  fall  enrollment 
was  582.  This  increase  in  the  winter  quarter  over  the  enrollment  in 
the  fall  quarter  in  a  given  year  is  something  quite  significant  in 
college  attendance  in  northern  Illinois.  In  the  seventeen  years  I  have 
been  associated  with  this  college,  this  has  never  happened.  We  have 
always  started  our  college  year  with  the  registration  in  the  fall 
which  has  decreased  in  the  winter  and  still  further  in  the  spring. 
Another  very  significant  factor  is  the  difference  existing  between 
the  enrollment  of  men  and  women  as  compared  with  the  fall  enroll- 
ment of  men  and  women.  The  returning  veterans  of  whom  we  now 
have  106,  are  causing  the  increased  enrollment. 

3.  I  wish  to  present  for  approval  the  list  of  scholarship  holders  for 
the  fall  quarter.  This  approval  is  necessary  at  the  end  of  each  quar- 
ter to  make  it  possible  for  these  students  to  receive  their  money 
from  the  state  under  the  new  scholarship  law. 

II.    FACULTY 

1.    Request  for  Leave  of  Absence 


It  was  necessary  for  Miss  Muriel  Duus,  dietition  and  assistant  direc- 
tor of  Williston  Hall,  to  give  up  her  work  at  the  college  on  December 
15  in  order  to  assume  responsibilities  in  her  home  at  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan.  These  responsibilities  were  brought  on  by  the  sudden 
death  of  her  mother  and  the  fact  that  her  father's  health  at  the  pre- 
sent time  is  such  that  he  needs  her  immediate  attention.  After  three 
weeks  of  desperate  search,  I  have  been  able  to  find  some  one  to  take 
Miss  Duus'  place.  However, as  we  plan  to  expand  our  dormitory  pro- 
gram, I  should  like  if  possible  to  keep  Miss  Duus  in  mind  for  future 
employment.  I  should  like  to  offer  Miss  Duus  a  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  with  the  possibility  of  her  returning  to  work  at  the  col- 
lege some  time  later.  I  should  like  the  board's  approval  to  offer  her 
a  leave  of  absence,  subject  to  these  conditions. 

2.    New  Appointments 


a.  I  should  like  to  report  for  approval  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Lisbeth  Montgomery  as  dietitian  and  assistant  director  of  Williston  • 
Hall  to  replace  Miss  Muriel  Duus.  Mrs.  Montgomery  is  a  graduate 
of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa.  She  began  her 
training  in  the  Home  Economics  Department  at  the  college  of  Ames, 
Iowa,  but  completed  her  training  for  her  degree  at  the  State  Teachers 
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College  at  Cedar  Falls.  Her  experience  in  foods  management  in- 
cludes work  with  the  Statler  Hotel  chain,  with  one  of  the  war  pro- 
duction units  in  Texas,  and  with  high  school  and  junior  high  school 
cafeteria  work  at  Dallas,  Taxas.  Mrs.  Montgomery  has  a  fine  per- 
sonality, is  an  enthusiastic  worker  and  with  her  training  and  experi- 
ence, should  fit  into  this  assignment  very  nicely.  She  began  work  on 
December  1  and  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2200  plus  maintenance 
on  the  eleven  months  basis. 

b.  Because  of  the  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Guidance  Center  at  the  college,  it  has  been  necessary  for  us  to 
secure  the  services  of  full  time  vocational  appraisers  who  have  the 
college  training  and  background  to  handle  this  work  adequately.  I 
wish  to  recommend  for  approval  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Melvin  A. 
Anderson  of  DeKalb  as  a  vocational  appriaser  to  devote  his  full  time 
to  the  veterans  administration  guidance  work.  Mr.  Anderson  has 
his  baccalaureate- degree  from  this  college  and  his  master's  degree 
in  personnel  work  and  vocational  counseling  at  Northwestern  Univ- 
ersity. He  has  had  seven  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  public 
schools  of  northern  Illinois.  He  has  spent  the  last  two  and  one -half 
years  as  a  field  director  in  the  American  Red  Cross.  His  last  ex- 
perience has  fitted  him  especially  for  this  counseling.  He  was  direc- 
tor more  than  a  year  of  the  largest  Red  Cross  office  in  the  Pacific 
area  -  -  the  office  at  Pearl  Harbor  where  more  than  5,000  cases 
dealing  with  navy  personnel  were  processed  each  month.  In  this 
office  he  had  twenty -six  persons  working  under  him.  Mr.  Anderson 
will  receive  $300  a  month  for  this  work  and  the  continuity  of  his  em- 
ployment is  based  upon  the  continuity  of  this  need.  He  began  work  on_ 
December  1.  The  people  employed  for  these  positions  will  work  by 
the  calendar  month  throughout  the  year.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

I  wish  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  board  that  the  planning 
for  our  college  library  has  advanced  to  the  point  where  we  could 
easily  present  the  completed  plans  for  bids  and  the  letting  of  con- 
tracts in  a  very  short  time.  The  basic  planning  for  our  college  dor- 
mitories has  already  been  made,  but  the  detail  work  which  has  been 
transferred  to  an  associate  architect,  is  still  in  its  beginning  stage. 
The  planning  for  our  heating  plant  expansion  and  for  our  electrical 
reconversion  and  transmission  is  still  in  a  planning  stage.  This 
third  unit  is  being  handled  very  largely  by  associate  architects.  We 
have  secured  all  the  data  and  information  necessary  for  the  purchase 
of  our  additional  land.  I  hope,  by  the  time  this  board  meets,  the 
appraisers  will  have  been  appointed  and  our  first  official  contact 
with  these  sellers  will  have  been  made.  It  has  seemed  to  this  col- 
lege the  purchase  of  land  is  a  starting  point  that  will  make  the  ex- 
pansion program  seem  real  although  latest  reports  from  the  state 
architect's  office  concerning  building  costs  have  been  most  discon- 
certing. I  want  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  to  President 
Thompson  for  the  help  he  has  given  us  in  having  these  funds  allo- 
cated for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  appropriated.

2.  Comments:  on  Attendance 

In  the  foregoing  tabulation  of  attendance  for  the  first  semester  of 
the  1945-1946  school  year,  as  compared  with  a  year  ago,  it  will 
be  noted  that  there  was  a  gain  from  869  civilian  students  to  1008 
this  fall.  This  does  not  take  into  consideration  333  Navy  students 
shown  as  a  part  of  the  attendance  report  of  a  year  ago. 

Since  Illinois  State  Normal  University  is  on  a  semester  basis,  and 
since  registration  for  the  second  semester  is  not  until  January  28, 
1946,  the  only  comment  that  may  be  made  is  the  probable  increase 
in  the  number  of  veterans  attending  the  University.  During  this 
first  semester  there  have  been  62  veterans  enrolled  in  the  Univ- 
ersity proper  and  27  in  the  Veterans  School,  which  is  the  inter- 
mediate area  between  the  University  High  School  and  the  Univer- 
sity. If  one  may  judge  from  the  consistent  increases  in  the  veter- 
ans from  the  fall  to  the  winter  quarter  in  the  other  four  teachers 
colleges,  it  would  be  presumed  that  we  would  have  approximately 
200  veterans  when  the  second  semester  opens  January  28. 

3.  Extension 

a.  The  extension  service  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  for 
the  first  semester  of  the  1945-1946  school  year  indicates  a  total 
of  243  persons  in  twelve  classes  in  nine  centers.  This  is  a  de- 
crease from  314  in  extension  work  a  year  ago,  but  most  of  this 
decrease  may  be  attributed  to  inability  to  provide  instructors  for 
certain  classes  where  the  demand  for  such  instructors  could  not 
be  met.  It  has  been  necessary  to  utilize  most  of  the  available 
teaching  force  on  the  campus  and  staff  members  were  not  avail- 
able to  send  to  extension  centers. 

b.  Enrollment  in  extension  courses,  the  departmental  courses 
offered,  the  centers,  and  the  instructor,  are  here  presented  for 
the  first  semester  of  the  1945-1946  school  year.

b.  Mr.  Russell  Hodge,  Stationary  Fireman  at  the  University  Heat- 
ing Plant,  effective  November  17,  due  to  health  reasons. 

2.  Deaths 

a.  Miss  Anna  Akin,  Cook  at  Fell  Hall  since  May  1929,  died  Nov- 
ember 5,  1945. 

3.  New  Positions  to  be  Created 

a.  In  place  of  a  position  as  Laborer,  which  has  already  been 
authorized  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  is  not  needed,  it  is 
desired  to  have  additional  janitor  help  and  therefore  it  is  recom- 
mended that  a  position  as  Janitor  be  substituted  for  that  as 
Laborer,  thus  canceling  the  authorized  Laborer  position. 

b.  Two  new  Janitor  positions  are  needed  in  connection  with  the 
work  at  Fell  Hall  and  Smith  Hall,  especially  with  reference  to 
food  services.  It  is  recommended  that  two  positions  as  Janitor  I 
be  created  for  which  there  are  ample  funds  for  payment  of  sal- 
aries. 
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c.  In  connection  with  the  new  cafeteria  an  additional  position 
calling  for  a  Domestic  is  naeded  and  it  is  recommended  that  this 
position  bs  authorized. 

d.  Additional  Trades  Helper  -  February  J,  1946. 
4.    New  Positions  Filled 

a.  Mr.  Walter  Pierson,  Stationary  Fireman  at  the  University 
Heating  Plant,  effective  Tacember  4,  at  a  salary  rate  of  $200 
per  month. 

b.  Mrs.  Carrie  M.  Wakefield,  Janitress,  effective  December  1, 
at  a  salary  rate  of  $115  per  month. 

c.  Mr.  Leonard  Lee  Mallory,  Janitor,  effective  November  21,  at 
a  salary  rate  of  $  135  per  month. 

d.  Mr.  Chester  Redding,  Janitor,  effective  November  20,  at  a  sal- 
ary rate  of  $  135  per  month. 

e.  Mr.  Everett  Long,  Laborer  (Maintenance),  effective  December 
5,  at  a  salary  rate  of  $  135  per  month. 

f.  Mrs.  C.  A.  Paul,  Domestic,  effective  January  7,  1946,  at  a  sal- 
ary rate  of  $115  per  month. 

All  of  these  appointments  have  been  made  and  approved  through 
proper  channels  as  stipulated  in  Teachers  College  Board  regula- 
tions. 

IV.  THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.    The  Veterans  School 

The  Veterans  School,  an  intermediate  area  between  the  Univer- 
sity High  School  and  the  University  proper,  continues  to  meet  a 
real  need  as  veterans  who  feel  they  are  too  old  for  regular  high 
school  work  and  who  would  like  to  complete  courses  as  rapidly  as 
their  ability  permits,  are  making  good  use  of  this  service.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  34  veterans  registered  for  this  accelerated 
program  and  a  number  of  applications  on  file  indicate  a  further 
interest  after  January  7,  1946.  It  is  presumed  that  there  may  be 
as  many  as  100  of  these  veterans  by  the  close  of  the  present 
school  year.  The  courses  are  being  taught  by  regular  members 
of  the  faculty  whose  teaching  loads  will  permit  this  additional  ser- 
vice. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM  -  No  report. 
VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.    Old  Work 

a.  It  is  hoped  within  the  next  sixty  days  that  the  rehabilitation  of 
Smith  Hall  and  Fell  Hall,  the  campus  residences  for  men  and 
women  respectively,  may  be  completed.     The  labor  situation,  and 
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especially  inavailability  of  materials,  have  delayed  the  work  so 
that  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  maximum  use  of  these  facili- 
ties this  school  year.  The  needs  at  Fell  Hall  are  largely  in  the 
nature  of  rugs  and  furniture,  and  the  needs  at  Smith  Hall  are  for 
dining  room  and  kitchen  equipment,  rugs  and  some  furniture. 
The  women  students  have  been  using  Fell  Hall  since  school 
opened,  but  it  was  not  until  November  17  that  we  were  able  to 
get  the  men  into  Smith  Hall.  This  was  just  a  little  over  a  year 
from  the  time  that  the  Navy  vacated  the  Hall,  which  indicates  the 
difficulties  under  which  we  have  had  to  operate  on  this  $40,000 
rehabilitation  job. 

The  University  cafeteria  is  not  entirely  complete,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  this  will  be  completed  by  January  7.  This  has  been  in  use 
since  November  12  and  is  meeting  a  real  need. 

All  of  the  expense  for  the  work  in  Smith  and  Fell  Halls,  including 
the  cafeteria  and  totaling  almost  $60,000,  has  been  and  is  being 
paid  for  from  Navy  funds  and  without  any  expense  to  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

2.  New  Work 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  plans  for  the  Auditorium,  Music, 
Speech,  and  Administration  buildings  have  reached  the  point 
where  we  are  about  ready  to  submit  final  ideas  for  the  working 
drawings,  from  which  specifications  will  be  prepared.  The  re- 
quest has  been  made  to  provide  suggestions  for  the  building  for 
Special  Education  and  these  will  be  discussed  at  a  conference 
with  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  in  the  very 
near  future. 

The  acquisition  of  land  is  proceeding  in  satisfactory  manner  with 
most  of  the  work  completedon  securing  all  data  and  information 
such  as  abstracts  that  are  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  this 
land.  The  appointment  of  appraisers  has  been  authorized  and  it 
is  expected  that  before  long  some  pieces  of  property  of  immedi- 
ate value  to  the  University  may  be  purchased. 

Appreciation  is  due  Mr.  Thompson,  Chairman  of  the  Teachers 
College  Board,  for  securing  the  release  of  funds  for  the  draw- 
ing of  plans  and  for  taking  steps  to  expedite  the  purchase  of  land. 

VH.     AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES  -  No  report. 

Vm.    STUDENT  LIFE 

1.    Future  Teachers  of  America 

A  chapter  of  this  very  important  and  significant  organization  has. 
recently  been  organized  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  Normal  I 
University.  An  unusual  amount  of  interest  has  been  displayed  in 
the  organization,  with  over  100  students  indicating  an  interest  in 
becoming  members.  When  the  charter  was  presented  there  were 
41  active  and  interested  members  present.  Using  this  campus 
chapter  as  a  nucleus,  it  is  hoped  that  chapters  of  the  Future 
Teachers  of  America  may   be  organized   in  a  number  of  the  high 
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schools  of  central  Illinois,  in  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the 
teaching  profession. 

2.  Student  Housing 

Illinois  State  Normal  University  faces  the  same  situation  which 
confronts  most  colleges  and  universities  in  the  shortage  of  hous- 
ing for  students,  especially  married  veterans.  Since  it  is  the 
understanding  that  the  Teachers  College  Board  does  not  look  with 
favor  upon  the  use  of  trailers  for  such  housing,  it  is  hoped  that 
authorization  may  be  granted  to  negotiate  for  any  other  type  of 
housing  that  might  be  available.  Application  has  been  filed  with 
the  Federal  Housing  Authority,  201  North  Wells  Street,  Chicago, 
for  consideration  in  connection  with  the  federal  bill  providing 
$  191 ,000,000  for  the  obtaining  and  locating  of  available  housing 
for  veterans  at  colleges  and  universities. 

The  place  has  been  reached  where  additional  students,  either  men 
or  women,  cannot  be  accommodated  and  the  demand  is  such  that 
we  must  locate  additional  housing  facilities  or  be  unable  to 
accommodate  students  applying  for  admission  to  the  University. 

IX.    MISCELLANEOUS 

1.  Bond  Purchases 

Recently  a  report  was  made  to  Springfield  indicating  that  bonds 
had  been  purchased  by  staff  members  of  the  University  from  July 
1,  1945  to  December  1,  1945  in  the  amount  of  $26,064.50.  During 
the  time  that  bonds  have  been  purchased  and  reported  through  the 
University  to  the  State  of  Illinois  almost  $260,000  have  been  pur- 
chased. 

2.  Community  Chest 

Students,  faculty,  and  other  employees  of  the  University  lead  the 
community  in  gifts  to  the  Bloomington-Normal  Community  Chest 
to  the  extent  of  $4,090.  From  the  standpoint  of  the  faculty  and 
other  employees  of  the  University  this  represented  an  average 
gift  of  $13.98. 

3.  N.  E.  A.  Memberships 

Again  and  for  a  twelfth  consecutive  year  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  has  a  100  per  cent  faculty  membership  in  the  National 
Education  Association.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  this  active  pro- 
fessional interest  on  the  part  of  staff  members. 

4.  Veterans  Guidance  Center 

The  work  at  the  Veterans  Guidance  Center  continues  to  operate 
in  such  volume  that  it  is  difficult  for  the  University  to  find  time 
enough  for  staff  members  to  aid  in  the  testing.  At  the  present 
time  five  members  of  the  psychology  staff  are  giving  time  to  this 
work,  but  if  the  work  continues  as  at  the  present  time,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  either  provide  additional  help  or  be  unable  to  pro- 
perly care  for  the  increasingly  large  number  of  requests  for 
testing  service. 
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5.  University  Foundation 

Following  the  example  of  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University 
and  Western  State  Teachers  College  at  Macomb,  it  seems  desir- 
able, if  not  necessary,  for  Illinois  State  Normal  University  to 
establish  a  "Foundation"  in  order  to  accept  gifts  that  are  being 
made  possible  for  the  University.  This  plan,  including  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws,  is  being  submitted  with  this  report  and  in  time 
for  consideration  at  the  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board 
in  Springfield  January  7,  1946.  The  provisions  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  Foundation  are  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  this  re- 
port and  favorable  action  will  be  requested  from  the  Board  on  an 
organization  that  is  patterned  very  closely  after  the  Foundations 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University, 
and  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College. 

6.  Surplus  Property 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Elliott  of  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teach- 
ers College  is  giving  some  time  to  coordinating  the  activities  of 
the  teachers  colleges  in  their  quest  for  surplus  war  property. 
This  is  an  excellent  idea  and  it  is  hoped  it  may  be  forcefully  pro- 
moted so  that  each  of  the  teachers  colleges  may  have  equal 
opportunities  to  obtain  such  property  on  a  basis  comparable  with 
other  colleges  and  universities.

1.  Dr.  John  Welker  of  the  English  Department  resigned  on  Dec^ 
ember  13,  1945,  to  enter  the  commercial  field. 

B.  Faculty  Members  Who  Have  Returned  from  Military  Service 

1.  Mr.  Ralph  E.  Barclay,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical  Educa- 
tion, returned  to  duty  December  1;  1945,  following  his  discharge 
from  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve.  His  salary  is  $295  per 
month  or  a  total  of  $1,770  for  the  remainder  of  the  college  year 
1945-46  (December  to  May,  inclusive). 

2.  Mr.  Raymond  W.  Hanson,  Associate  Professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physical  Education,  was  released  from  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  in  December  and  returned  to  his  duties  at 
Western  on  February  1,  1946.  His  salary  is  $400  per  month,  or  a 
total  of  $1,600  for  the  remainder  of  the  1945-46  college  year 
(February  to  May,  inclusive). 

C.  New  Appointments 

1.  Mrs.  Lila  S.  Linder  was  employed,  effective  October  1,  1945, 
as  substitute  instructor  in  the  Department  of  English  at  a  salary 
of  $225  per  month, or  a  total  of  $1,800  for  the  eight  months,  Octo- 
ber to  May,  inclusive.  Mrs.  Linder's  degrees  are:  B.  Ed., 
Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College;  M.A.,  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University.  Mrs.  Linder  replaced  Dr.  Irving  G.  Gar- 
wood who  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  October  1,  1945. 

D.  Death  of  Faculty  Member 

1.  Dr.  Charles  H.  Oathout,  head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
who  retired   on  August  31,  1945,    died  suddenly  on  October  30,  due 
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to  heart  failure.  Dr.  Oathout's  death  is  a  serious  loss  to  the  col- 
lege, to  the  City  of  Macomb,  and  to  the  State  of  Illinois. 

III.  Other  College  Employees 

A.    Employees  Who  Have  Returned  from  Military  Service 

1.    Mr.  Kenneth  Hodges,  Janitor  I,    returned   to  duty  on  December 

1,  1945,  following  his  discharge  from  the  Army.  His  salary  is 
$144  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $1,008  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
1945-46  (December  to  June,  inclusive). 

2.  Mr.  Donald  S.  Foreman,  Grounds  Foreman,  has  been  dis- 
charged from  the  Seabees  and  returned  to  the  campus  January  1, 
1946.  His  salary  is  $  190  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $  1,140  for  the 
period  January  to  June,  inclusive. 

IV.  Organization 

Just  as  a  matter  of  record,  we  wish  to  state  that  our  college,  high 
school,  and  grade  school  are  organized  in  such  a  matter  that  vet- 
erans who  wish  to  attend  our  institution  on  any  of  thase  three  levels 
to  further  their  education  may  do  so  and  that  a  program  will  be 
arranged  for  each  individual. 

We  are  now  taking  care  of  the  testing  and  guidance  of  veterans  who 
are  sent  to  us  by  the  Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
as  wall  as  the  G.I.'s  sent  to  us  from  Hines,  Illinois. 

V.  Curriculum 

The  fifth  year  plan  for  teacher -education,  which  was  inaugurated  at 
the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  commencing  with  the 
first  six -weeks  summer  term,  1944,  is  being  well  received  by  the 
teachers  in  the  western  part  of  the  state.  During  the  present  quarter 
we  have  thirty -nine  public  school  teachers  who  are  taking  work  on 
campus  toward  a  Master  of  Science  in  Education  degree.  The  follow- 
ing additional  courses,  which  are  needed  in  the  various  fields,  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Graduate  Committee  in  more  detail;  we  are 
merely  listing  them  here  by  number  and  title:

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VI.         Buildings  and  Grounds 

Progress  in  the  preparation  of  blueprints  and  plans  for  the  Western 
Illinois  State  Teachers  College  has  been  stopped  for  the  time  being 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  for  Project 
#B~1,  based  upon  a  forty -two  per  cent  increase  by  the  Departmen 
of  Architecture  and  Engineering,  will  not  provide  the  type  of  build- 
ings in  respect  to  space,  facilities,  structure,  etc.,  as  Mr.  Booton 
of  the  Department  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  now  informs  us 
that,  based  upon  contracts  let  for  buildings  at  Elgin  and  Jacksonville. 
Illinois,  the  increase  may  be  seventy -two  per  cent  over  the  pre-war 
figures.

This  presents  a  serious  problem  for  Western  as  we  are  badly  in  need 
of  the  dormitory  space  and  the  additions  to  the  two  gymnasiums.  We 
hope  that  there  will  be  some  way  of  using  money  allotted  for  Project 
#B-2,  which  it  does  not  seem  possible  to  expend  before  the  end  of  the 
biennium,  to  carry  out  Project  #B-1.  If  this  is  not  possible,  we  will 
revice  our  blueprints  as  originally  drawn  by  the  Department  of  Archi- 
tecture and  Engineering  to  come  within  he  sum  appropriated  for 
Project  #B   1. 

VII.  Auxiliary  Enterprises  -  No  report. 

VIII.  Student  Life 

As  is  true  on  all  college  campuses,  the  number  of  men  enrolled  at 
Western  has  increased  greatly.  Out  of  the  student  enrollment  of  545 
on  campus,  183  are  men.    Included  in  this  number  are  81  G.I.'s. 

Housing  is  still  the  most  acute  problem  which  we  have  to  deal  with  in 
respect  to  the  student  body. 

IX.  Miscellaneous 

A.    Annual  Audit 

The  annual  audit  of  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College 
was  made  by  the  firm  of  Ernest  J.  Hochfelder  and  Company,  Cer- 
tified Public  Accountants.  This  firm  has  made  the  audit  at 
Western  for  the  last  four  years.  Their  audit  of '  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  institution  indicated  no  changes  in  the  way  of  vari 
ous  funds  are  handled  and  stated  that  the  finances  were  in  excel- 
lent condition.

B.  Enrollments  for  Winter  Quarters  of  1945 -46  and  1944-45 

The  current  Winter  Quarter  opened  on  Monday,  December  3, 
1945.  The  total  enrollment  of  University  students  (exclusive  of 
extension)  as  of  December  27,  1945,  is  1147,  as  compared  to 
795  students  at  the  same  time  in  the  Winter  Quarter  of  1944-45. 
This  represents  an  increase  of  44.2%.  Of  the  total  increase  of 
352  students,  225  are  veterans  and  127  are  non-veterans.  In 
other  words,  36%  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the  enrollment  of 
students  other  than  veterans.

The  enrollment  in  extension  courses  for  the  Fall  Term  of  1945- 
46  was  578,  duplicates  excluded,  as  compared  to  an  enrollment 
of  660  for  the  Fall  Term  of  1944-45.  These  figures  show  a 
slight  loss  (12.4%)  in  the  number  of  extension  students  served 
this  year.  As  soon  as  commuting  to  extension  centers  becomes 
less  difficult,  we  anticipate  a  growth  of  this  work.

II.    FACULTY 


A.     Deaths  and  Resignations 

1.  With  regret  we  report  the  death  of  Mr.  George  W.  Smith, 
Emeritus  Professor  of  History,  who  died  on  November  20,  1945.  He 
came  to  the  University  in  1890  and  was  retired  in  1935.  He  contri- 
buted greatly  to  the  establishemnt  of  the  History  Department  and 
brought  renown  to  this  institution  through  his  personal  research  and 
writings.  The  most  outstanding  of  his  writings  and  the  dates  of  pub- 
lication are  History  of  Illinois,  1906,  (a  school  text),  History  of 
Southern  Illinois,  1911,  (three  volumes)  History  of  Illinois,  1927, 
(six  volumes),  When  Lincoln  Came  to  Egypt,  1935.     He  continued  his 
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work  in  research  until  the  time  of  his  death.  A  memorial  service 
was  held  for  Professor  Smith  in  student  assembly  on  December  13, 
1945. 

2.  With  regret  we  report  the  death  of  Dr.  Delia  Caldwell, 
Assistant  Professor  and  College  Physician  for  many  years,  on 
November  27,  1945.  at  her  home  in  Carbondale.  A  member  of  the 
faculty  since  1922,  Dr.  Caldwell  attained  emeritus  status  in  1935. 
The  University  recognizes  its  deep  obligations  for  her  efforts  in 
establishing  the  position  of  College  Physician.  A  memorial  service 
was  held  for  Dr.  Caldwell  in  student  assembly  on  December  13, 1945. 

3.  We  regretfully  report  the  resignation,  effective  March  9, 
1946,  of  a  valued  member  of  our  staff,  Dr.  Charles  H.  Stinson, 
Associate  Professor  of  Agriculture.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Univ- 
ersity faculty  without  rank  at  the  Board  meeting  of  September  27, 
1943.  In  the  Board  report  of  the  meeting  on  April  3,  1944,  he  was 
listed  as  an  Assistant  Professor.  At  the  Board  meeting  of  May  10, 
1945,  he  was  recommended  for  a  promotion  to  an  Associate  Pro- 
fessorship with  a  raise  in  salary.  We  understand  that  Dr.  Stinson, 
after  leaving  the  University,  will  engage  in  farming  near  Mattoon. 

B.    New  Appointments,  Return  of  Faculty  from  Military  Service 
and  Other  Types  of  Leave. 

1.  Mr.  William  Randle  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  has  been  appointed 
Appraiser  and  Counsellor,  working  at  present  in  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration Guidance  Center  on  this  campus,  with  rank  of  Faculty 
Assistant  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $235.00,  effective  November  1, 
1945.  Mr.  Randle  received  his  bachelor's  degree  from  this  Univer- 
sity and  has  done  graduate  work  at  Northwestern  University,  the 
University  of  Michigan,  and  George  Williams  College.  He  worked 
for  six  and  one -half  years  as  an  educational  adviser  in  the  Civilian 
Conservation  Corps  and  comes  to  the  University  from  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Hotel  in  Chicago,  where  he  was  Program  Director. 

2.  Mr.  John  Jacobs  of  Murphy sboro,  Illinois,  was  appointed  as 
Faculty  Assistant  and  Supervisor  of  Vocational  Agriculture  in  the 
University  High  School  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $225.00,  effective  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Winter  Quarter,  December  3,  1945.  Mr.  Jacobs, 
who  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  agriculture  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  and  was  discharged  recently  after  serving  for  three 
years  in  the  Armed  Forces,  replaces  Mr.  Lloyd  J.  Phipps,  Instructor 
in  agriculture,  who  left  in  September,  1945,  to  work  toward  his  doc- 
tor's degree  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Jacobs'  present  ap- 
pointment is  for  the  remainder  of  the  1945-46  school  year  only. 

3.  Mrs.  Edna  Bradley  of  Carbondale,  Illinois,  has  been  appoint- 
ed Nurse  in  the  Physiology  and  Health  Education  Department  and  in 
the  Campus  Laboratory  Schools  as  Faculty  Assistant  at  a  salary  of 
$150.00  per  month,  effective  October  16,  1945.  Mrs.  Bradley  is  a 
registered  nurse,  having  been  graduated  from  the  Olney  Hospital. 
She  has  had  ten  years  of  nursing  experience. 

4.  Mrs.  Minnie  Mae  Pitkin  of  Carbondale,  Illinois,  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  Faculty  Assistant  with  responsibility  for  educational  per- 
sonnel   records    in   the    President's   Office    at   a    monthly  salary  of 
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$200.00,  effective  October  9,  1945.  Her  experience  as  an  instructor 
at  McMurray  College  for  a  period  of  six  years  especially  qualifies 
her  for  this  work.  Mrs.  Pitkin  has  a  bachelor's  degree  from  the 
Texas  State  College  for  Women  and  a  master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Colorado. 

5.  Mr.  William  Horrell  of  Anna,  Illinois,  was  appointed  as  a 
part-time  Faculty  Assistant  in  the  Photographic  Service  effective 
October  1,  1945,  at  a  salary  of  $75.00  per  month.  He  helped  to  set 
up  the  Photographic  Service  when  he  was  an  undergraduate  student 
on  the  campus  and  has  an  excellent  reputation  as  a  photographer.  He 
will  spend  two  or  three  days  each  week  on  work  for  the  University. 
Mr.  Horrell  has  his  bachelor's  degree  from  Southern  and  has  done 
work  toward  a  master's  degree  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

6.  Miss  Mary  Anna  Robertson  has  been  appointed  on  the  twelve- 
month basis  as  Executive  Assistant  in  Education  and  Administration 
and  Secretary  to  the  President  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $330.00,  effec- 
tive December  15,  1945.  Miss  Robertson  has  been  in  the  WAVES  for 
the  past  three  years,  serving  as  Assistant  to  the  Manager  of  the  U.S. 
Navy  Yard,  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  Before  that  time  she  was 
for  two  years  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Education  of  the  University 
of  Alabama  and  for  thirteen  years  General  University  Registrar. 
She  holds  both  the  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  from  that  insti- 
tution, and  has  studied  further  at  Smith  College  and  George  Washing- 
ton University. 

7.  Miss  Madeleine  Smith  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  in 
the  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter 
Quarter,  December  3,  1945,  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $260.00.  Miss 
Smith  left  the  University  on  April  9,  1943,  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
War  Department  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

8.  Miss  Martha  H.  Scott  returned  to  the  position  of  Assistant 
Professor  of  Zoology  on  November  9,  1945,  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$295.00.  She  left  the  University  in  December,  1944,  to  enter  the 
Women's  Army  Corps. 

9.  Dr.  Victor  Randolph  returned  to  the  University  on  November 
26,  1945,  after  serving  in  the  U.  S.  Army  since  August,  1943.  He  re- 
turned to  his  former  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  at  a  monthly  salary 
of  $280.00.  His  duties  as  planned  for  the  remainder  of  the  current 
school  year  are  those  of  an  Appraiser  and  Counsellor  at  the  Veterans 
Guidance  Center. 

10.  Mr.  J.  Ward  Dillow  returned  to  the  University  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  Winter  Quarter,  December  3,  1945,  after  being  on  military 
leave  since  July,  1943.  He  returned  to  the  rank  of  Assistant  Profes- 
sor with  a  monthly  salary  of  $280.00.  Mr.  Dillow,  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  College  of  Education,  will  teach  extension  courses  in 
Education  and  aid  in  the  field  work  and  surveys. 

11.  Mr.  Robert  D.  Faner  resumed  his  work  in  the  English  De- 
partment at  the  beginning  of  the  Winter  Quarter,  December  3,  1945. 
He  had  been  on  military  leave  since  April,  1942.  He  returned  to  the 
rank  of  Associate  Professor  with  a  monthly  salary  of  $320.00. 
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12.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Stull,  Instructor  and  a  member  of  the  Lib- 
rary staff,  returned  to  her  duties  December  1,  1945,  at  a  monthly 
salary  of  $200.00  as  approved  by  the  Board  last  spring.  Mrs. 
Stull  was  on  maternity  leave  from  June  11,  1945,  until  December  1, 
1945. 

13.  Dr.  Fred  R.  Cagle  returned  to  the  University  on  Decem- 
ber 1,  1945,  after  having  served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  since  August  2, 
1943.  He  is  assuming  his  former  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  with 
a  monthly  salary  of  $300.00.  For  the  present  he  is  assigned  duties 
in  the  biological  section  of  the  Museum  and  research  and  extension 
work  in  Zoology. 

14.  Mr.  Rockwell  McCreight  returned  to  the  University  on  Dec- 
ember 21,  1945,  after  having  served  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  since  Novem- 
ber  1,  1943.  He  will  resume  his  former  rank  of  Instructor  with  a 
monthly  salary  of  $270.00.  For  the  present  he  will  devote  full  time 
to  his  duties  as  Director  of  the  Physical  Plant. 

C.  Changes  in  Duties 

1.  Miss  Lucy  K.  vVoody,  who  for  the  past  twenty -one  years  has 
served  with  distinction  as  Dean  of  Women  and  Chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Home  Economics,  asked  some  time  ago  to  be  relieved 
of  her  duties  as  Dean  of  Women  in  order  that  she  might  be  able  to 
devote  full  time  to  the  work  in  Home  Economics.

2.  Miss  Helen  A.  Shuman,  who  has  rendered  valued  service  as 
Administrative  Assistant  to  the  President  since  April  1,  1945,  took 
over  the  duties  of  the  Dean  of  Wonnen.  on  December  1,  1945,  at  no 
change  in  salary  or  in  her  rank  as  Associate  Professor  and  Execu- 
tive Assistant  in  Education  and  Administration.  Miss  Shuman  has 
had  extensive  training  in  guidance  and  personnel  work.  She  has 
served  as  Dean  of  Girls  in  some  of  the  large  high  schools  of  Illinois 
and  more  recently  at  High  Point  College,  High  Point,  North  Carolina. 

3.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor  of  English  and  Philo- 
sophy and  Acting  Head  of  the  Department  of  Art,  Dr.  Charles  D. 
Tenney  was  appointed  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  President, 
effective  December  1,  1945,  with  no  present  change  in  salary.  For 
payroll  purposes,  it  is  requested  that  the  additional  title  of  Executive 
Assistant  in  Education  and  Administration   be  approved  for  Dr.  Ten- 

~ney. 

4.  Miss  Anna  K.  Neufeld,  Instructor  in  Foreign  Languages,  who 
was  appointed  to  the  staff  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Quarter,  1945, 
on  a  three -fourths  time  basis  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $200.00,  was 
assigned  full-time  duties  effective  December  3,  1945,  the  beginning 
of  the  Winter  Quarter,  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $265.00. 

D.  Leaves  of  Absence 

Dr.  Fred  R.  Cagle,  Assistant  Professor,  has  been  granted  a 
leave  of  absence  effective  February  1,  1946,  and  continuing  until  Sep- 
tember 1,  1946,  to  lecture  in  zoology  at  Tulane  University.     We  have 
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recommended  Dr.  Cagle's  leave,  in  spite  of  his  recent  return  from 
military  service,  not  only  because  the  invitation  from  Tulane  honors 
both  him  and  Southern,  but  also  because  it  will  make  possible  further 
consideration  of  a  suitable  assignment  for  him  upon  his  return. 

E.  Miscellaneous  Adjustments 

1.  Miss  Lorena  Drummond,  Director  of  Information  Service, 
received  only  three -fourths  salary  for  the  month  of  November,  1945, 
since  she  was  away  from  the  campus  a  week  in  November  to  attend 
to  personal  business  affairs. 

2.  At  the  Board  meeting  of  October  15,  1945,  new  appointments 
and  changes  of  duty  were  requested  for  Dr.  Eugene  R.  Fair,  Profes- 
sor and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Education;  Dr.  Henry  J.  Rehn,  Pro- 
fessor and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions;  Dr.  T. 
W.  Abbott,  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Lib- 
eral Arts  and  Sciences;  and  Miss  Lorena  Drummond,  Director  of 
Publicity  and  Counsellor  on  Public  Relations.  For  payroll  purposes, 
it  is  requested  that  the  additional  title  of  Executive  Assistant  in  Edu- 
cation and  Administration  be  approved  for  these  people.

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

A  major  repair  project  mentioned  in  the  Board  report  of  October 
15,  1945,  (steam  lines  affecting  three  buildings)  has  been  partially 
carried  out.  Tunnel  work  has  been  completed,  but  non -availability  of 
steam  pipe  has  prevented  further  work. 

Tentative  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the  new  Training  School 
Unit.  However,  tha  Chief  of  Design  of  the  State  Division  of  Architec- 
ture and  Engineering  has    recently    reported   that  they  are  refraining 
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from  further  work  until  additional  information  concerning  increased 
price  levels  has  been  procured.  Conferences  have  been  held  at  both 
Carbondale  and  Chicago  with  representatives  of  the  State  Division  of 
Architecture  and  Engineering,  and  all  requested  work  for  both  the 
Laboratory  School  Building  and  the  Power  Plant  has  been  furnished 
by  Southern's  administration  and  staff. 

There  are  two  critical  shortages  of  space  developing  on  the 
campus.  As  members  of  our  staff  return  from  the  war  and  as  new 
members  are  added,  both  office  and  classroom  space  are  at  a  pre- 
mium. A  committee  on  utilization  of  present  space  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  consider  possible  solutions  of  this  problem.  Equally  ser- 
ious is  the  acute  situation  with  regard  to  housing  for  veterans  and 
other  students.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  military  authorities 
on  our  requests  for  buildings  and  equipment  at  the  Illinois  Ordnance 
Plant,  for  the  use  of  our  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions. 
There  is  a  proposal  before  the  city  of  Carbondale  to  amend  the  zon- 
ing ordinance  to  include  in  the  business  area  certain  properties  we 
intend  to  acquire.    We  are  protesting  this  move. 

We  have  bettered  the  space  situation  slightly  by  arranging  to 
lease  a  private  residence  for  the  offices  of  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion Guidance  Center. 

Possession  of  several  other  private  residances  could  be  ob- 
tained immediately  within  the  property  to  be  acquired  through  our 
land-buying  program.  In  this  connection,  we  very  much  appreciate 
the  efforts  of  Director  Thompson  and  Mr.  Sturgis  in  arranging  for 
the  appraisal  of  property  to  be  purchased.  We  have  supplied  them 
with  all  data  requested  and  hope  that  actual  purchasing  of  land  will 
'soon  be  under  way. 

In  view  of  our  space  difficulties,  we  request  general  permission 
to  acquire  additional  student  housing  facilities,  especially  under  the 
federal  plan  for  veterans'  housing.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

A.  Student  Employment 

On  authorization  of  the  Director,  since  the  last  report  to  the 
Board,  the  basic  hourly  rate  for  student  employees  has  been  raised 
from  $.30  to  $.35.  There  were  184  students  on  the  November,  1945, 
student  employee  payroll  at  rates  from  $.35  to  $.74  per  hour.  A  re- 
cent survey  reveals  that  over  85%  of  students  employed  are  rated  as 
"superior".  This  indicates  a  high  degree  of  efficiency,  morale,  and 
willingness  to  perform  assigned  duties. 

B.  Fraternities 

The  four  campus  fraternities  which  were  revived  during  the  fall 
quarter  have  secured  houses  and  are  now  well  organized.  The  steady 
influx  of  male  enrollment  during  the  winter  quarter  has  tended  to  re- 
vitalize fraternity  life.  A  large  increase  is  expected  in  Alpha  Chap- 
ter of  Gamma  Iota  Alpha,  veterans'  fraternity. 
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C.  Student  Housing 

The  housing  shortage  for  students  at  Southern  has  reached  the 
acute  stage.  The  increase  in  enrollment  of  married  and  single  vet- 
erans has  practically  depleted  the  available  list  of  vacancies.  The 
Student  Housing  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Mabel  Pulliam  is  Chair- 
man, is  to  be  commended  for  its  fine  work  in  surveying  Carbondale 
for  rooms  and  apartments.  The  outlook  for  new  construction  in 
Carbondale  at  present  is  not  promising.  Various  civic  committees 
in  Carbondale,  however,  are  working  toward  improvement  of  the 
present  housing  situation. 

D.  Veterans  Guidance  Center 

The  Veterans  Guidance  Center  at  the  University  was  opened  in 
May,  1945,  by  virtue  of  our  contract  with  the  U.  S.  Veterans  Admini- 
stration, Hines,  Illinois.  The  Center  serves  thirty -nine  counties  in 
Southern  Illinois. '  Veterans  who  are  suffering  from  any  type  of  dis- 
ability and  are  desirous  of  rehabilitation  through  vocational  educa- 
tion are  scheduled  through  the  Veterans  Administration  for  complete 
counselling  and  testing  service.  The  Veterans  Administration  fur- 
nishes a  Director  and  one  assistant  for  the  Center  together  with  a 
secretary  to  handle  the  administration.  Southern  furnishes  three 
full-time  faculty  members  and  one  half-time  member  to  handle  test- 
ing and  counselling  cases. 

There  are  249  veterans  enrolled  in  the  University  for  the  winter 
quarter,  an  increase  of  159  over  the  fall  quarter.  Some  veterans 
were  unable  to  enroll  at  Southern  this  quarter  because  of  shortage  of 
housing.  An  off -campus  residence  is  being  leased  to  handle  the  ex- 
panded activities  of  the  Guidance  Center,  and  occupancy  is  hoped  for 
at  an  early  date. 

The  scholarship  average  of    returning   veterans  is  satisfactory, 
and  the  morale  among  them  is  good.    Southern  is  attempting  to  coop 
erate  in  all  ways  for  the  welfare  of  returning  veterans.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 

April  22,  1946 

The  regular  meeting  of  the    Teachers    College  Board  and  the  college 
presidents    was    held    at    10:00   A.    M.    on    Monday,    April    22,   1946,  in  the 
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LaSalle  Hotel,  Chicago,  Illinois.  Frank  G.  Thompson,  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Registration  and  Education  and  Chairman  of  the  board,  pre- 
sided.

Chairman  Thompson  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  roll  call  was 
taken. 

Three  new  members  of  the  board,  Robert  W.  Davis,  Ira  M.  Means, 
and  Lewis  M.  Walker,  were  welcomed  by  Chairman  Thompson  on  behalf  of 
Governor  Dwight  H.  Green  and  the  board.  He  explained  the  duties  of  the 
board  members  with  relation  to  the  operation  of  the  teachers  colleges  and 
gave  a  resume  of  the  most  important  problems  currently  confronting  the 
board. 

There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the  diversion  of  funds  allotted  to 
the  colleges  for  a  veterans'  bonus.  Although  the  members  were  in  favor  of  a 
bonus  to  war  veterans,  it  was  the  general  opinion  that  the  post-war  plans  of 
the  colleges  were  of  such  importance  to  the  veterans  that  these  funds  should 
be  retained.     It  was    explained    that  the    greatly  increased   enrollment  at  all 
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the  schools  was  primarily  caused  by  veterans  taking  advantage  of  the  edu- 
cational benefits  of  the  G.  I.  Bill.  Mr.  Nickell  pointed  out  the  fact  that  the 
facilities  of  the  colleges  were  used  by  veterans  as  well  as  by  other  students. 
It  was  agreed  that  members  of  the  Legislature,  alumni  associations  of  the 
teachers  colleges  and  other  organizations  should  be  informed  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  colleges  in  an  effort  to  forestall  use  of  allotted  funds  for  the 
veterans'  bonus. 

Chairman  Thompson  asked  all  of  the  presidents  to  speed  up  their 
approvals  of  plans  and  specifications  submitted  by  the  State  Architect  for 
post-war  building. 

Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January 
7,  1946,  be  approved.  Mrs.  Pegelow  seconded  the  motion  and  it  carried  by 
unanimous  vote. 

President  Adams  said  he  was  unable  to  make  a  report  on  a  "form 
for  presidents'  reports"'since  other  matters  of  more  importance  had  con- 
sumed his  time. 

President  Adams  then  presented  the  report  on  a  new  salary  sched- 
ule, saying  that  all  the  presidents  and  faculty  committees  had  met  and 
agreed  on  the  schedule.  There  was  considerable  discussion  regarding  the 
new  schedule  and  the  presidents  were  asked  by  Chairman  Thompson  to 
state  the  amount  of  increase  over  this  year's  salary  schedule  in  the  event 
the  new  schedule  should  be  adopted.  Following  are  the  figures  showing 
amount  necessary  to  increase  salaries  at  all  the  colleges  except  Southern: 
Northern,  $4,990;  Eastern,  $4,860,  Western  $1,265;  Normal,  $7,110.  Dr. 
Lay  said  he  was  not  prepared  at  this  time  to  give  a  figure,  and  Dr.  Fair- 
child  stated  that  his  university  does  not  have  sufficient  money  to  put  the  new 
salary  schedule  into  effect  this  biennium.  Dr.  Lay  explained  that  it  was  his 
opinion  that  Southern's  problems  as  to  salary  schedule  required  more  study 
and  some  individual  treatment  because  of  its  increased  scope  as  a  univer- 
sity. 

Dr.  Bradley  was  excused  from  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Adams  explained  that  none  of  the  colleges  could  put  the  new  sal- 
ary schedule  into  full  effect  during  the  present  biennium,  but  that  adoption 
of  the  schedule  would  allow  some  inequalities  in  salaries  to  be  corrected. 
It  was  stated  that  in  many  cases  the  title  "Administrative  Assistant"  is  a 
misnomer  and  should  be  clarified  in  the  new  salary  schedule.  No  motion 
for  recommendation  was  forthcoming  from  the  board  committee  on  the  new 
salary  schedule. 

Following  the  recess  for  lunch  Secretary  Nickell  presided  over  the 
meeting  for  a  short  time.

That  the  Board  shall  enter  into  an  Agreement  for  the 
construction  of  Project  No.  ILL -11260  substantially  in  the  form  of 
the  FPHA  construction  contract  dated  7/15/44  (a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and  has  been  reviewed  by  this  body 
and  found  satisfactory  in  all  respects). 

Section  2.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  in  quintuplicate  the  Agreement  covering  the 
construction  of  said  facilities,  in  the  form  referred  to  in  Section  1 
hereof,  and  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall  impress  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  thereon  and  to 
attest  the  same  and  that  the  appropriate  officers  and  representatives 
of  the  Board  are  hereby  authorized  to  comply  with  all  requirements 
of  such  contract. 
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Section  3.    This  resolution  shall    take    effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Mr.  Guin  moved  that  Resolution  No.  1  for  Western  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College  be  approved.  Mr.  Means  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Guin  moved  that  Resolution  No.  2  for  Western  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College  be  approved.  Mr.  Means  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Guin  moved  that  Resolution  No.  3  for  Western  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College  be  approved.  Mr.  Means  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
carried  unanimously. 

The  next  subject  on  the  agenda  related  to  the  approval  of  scho- 
larship lists,  and  the  following  resolution  was  offered: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  State  Teachers  College  Board  here- 
with authorizes  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  approve  scho- 
larship lists  under  Chapter  122,  Article  30-4  and  30-5  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  in  the  interim  between  meetings  of  said  Board. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dunn,  seconded  by  Miss  Mclntire,  to 
approve  the  resolution.    The  motion  carried. 

Chairman  Thompson  read  a  letter  dated  March  14,  1946, 
addressed  to  him  by  Roland  Cross,  Director  of  Public  Health,  concerning 
sanitary,  sewage,  health,  and  other  inspections  and  examinations  of  the 
Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health.  All  of  the  presidents  voiced  a  desire  to  have  an  inspection  made, 
and  no  objections  were  reaised  by  members  of  the  Board. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Guin,  seconded  by  Secretary  Nickell, 
to  approve  and  welcome  sanitary  inspections  of  the  Teachers  Colleges  and 
Normal  Universities.    The  motion  carried. 

There  followed  a  short  discussion  of  problems  pertaining  to  the 
University  Retirement  System.  It  was  brought  out  that  those  employees  un- 
able to  pass  the  physical  examination  could  be  listed  on  the  payroll  as  "tem- 
porary," but  that  they  would  have  no  rights  under  the  System.  Those  em- 
ployees under  the  age  of  thirty  may  be  listed  as  "optional". 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  the  payment  of  expenses  of  ap- 
plicants appearing  for  interviews.  A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Davis  that 
with  reference  to  hiring  instructors  a  policy  be  adopted  by  the  Board  where- 
by the  presidents  be  required  to  advise  a  candidate  that  in  case  he  is 
accepted  and  given  a  position  all  travel  will  be  at  his  own  expense;  and  in 
case  the  candidate  is  not  employed  the  college  shall  bear  all  necessary  tra- 
vel expense;  and  no  expense  shall  be  paid  except  where  the  president  re- 
quests the  candidate  to  come  for  an  interview.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Sturgis  and  carried  by  unanimous  vote. 

It  was  moved  by  Secretary  Nickell  that  the  approval  of  the  advis- 
ory committee  of  the  institution  must  be  obtained  before  any  travel  expense 
of  alumni  groups  is  paid  out  of  appropriated  money  for  that  institution's  tra- 
vel expense.    Mr.  Guin  seconded  the  motion  and  it  carried. 
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There  was  a  brief  discussion  relative  to  sabbatical  leaves,  par- 
ticularly concerning  employees  who  have  served  in  the  armed  forces.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Secretary  Nickell  that  where  sabbatical  leaves  are  re- 
quested, time  of  service  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  is  to  be 
considered  as  equivalent  to  the  time  of  service  that  would  have  been  ren- 
dered in  the  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Sturgis  and  carried. 

Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  those  scheduled  to  take  a  sabbati- 
cal leave,  or  those  on  sabbatical  leave, be  given  the  same  consideration  with 
reference  to  the  salary  schedule  and  their  respective  contracts  thereunder 
as  though  they  were  in  active  service  in  the  school.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn, 
the  motion  carried. 

There  was  a  general  discussion  of  contracts  with  the  Veterans 
Administration  for  tuition  under  the  G.  I.  Bill.  The  following  resolution  was 
offered:  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  business  managers  of  the  Teachers  Col- 
leges and  Normal  Universities,  and  the  co-ordinator,  shall  work  out  the  form 
of  contract  with  the  Veterans  Administration  for  each  of  the  respective 
schools.  The  contract  to  be  executed  between  the  Veterans  Administration 
and  the  Teachers  College  Board  is  to  be  approved  by  the  president  of  the 
college  and  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  Teachers  College  Board. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dunn  to  approve  the  resolution. 
Seconded  by  Mr.  Sturgis  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Notice  of  the  dismissal  of  instructors  was  the  next  topic,  and  it 
was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  a  ruling  on  the 
subject. 

Mr.  Nickell  then  read  a  letter  he  received  from  William  M. 
Pierce,  a  former  faculty  member  at  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College. 
Dr.  Buzzard  explained  in  some  detail  the  circumstances  of  the  case  of  Mr. 
Pierce.  Following  is  a  resume  of  Dr.  Buzzard's  statements:  A  few  years 
ago  when  the  enrollment  of  the  school  lessened  and  the  head  of  the  Physics 
Department,  Ora  L.  Railsback,  joined  the  military  services  of  the  United 
States,  Mr.  Pierce  was  made  acting  head  of  the  Physics  Department.  Some 
time  later  when  home  on  furlough  Mr.  Railsback  told  Mr.  Pierce  that  he 
would  be  coming  back  to  Eastern  the  following  year.  Dr.  Buzzard  explained 
to  Mr.  Pierce  that  the  position  belonged  to  Railsback.  On  April  1,  1946,  Mr. 
Pierce  wrote  a  letter  saying  he  would  accept  a  position  under  an  agreement 
previously  arrived  at,  but  on  the  17th  of  April  he  wrote  another  letter  com- 
plaining about  getting  a  raw  deal.  Mr.  Pierce  had  been  notified  in  January 
1945  that  his  services  would  not  be  required  after  August  1945.  He  was  to 
return  to  the  staff  in  the  Physics  Department  under  conditions  of  probation 
as  stated  in  letters  written  by  Dr.  Buzzard  to  Pierce  dated  January  24,  1944, 
and  April  1,  1946,  and  Pierce's  letter  of  acceptance  dated  April  12,  1946. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  that  Mr.  Pierce  had  called  on  him  in  his  office 
last  winter  and  had  asked  for  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  Board.  He  again 
called  on  Mr.  Dunn  two  weeks  prior  to  the  Board  meeting  of  April  22,  and 
was  advised  to  write  Chairman  Thompson. 

Secretary  Nickell  was  excused  to  attend  another  meeting. 

The  discussion  of  a  new  salary  schedule  was  resumed.  Mr.  Guin 
moved  that  the  salary  schedule  committee  be    completed  to  be  empowered  by 
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the  Board  to  act,  and  that  the  Board  meet  with  the  chairman  and  secretary 
to  render  a  decision  as  soon  as  possible  after  May  12,  giving  the  committee 
the  power  to  act.    Mr.  Dunn  seconded  the  motion  and  it  carried. 

Chairman  Thompson  appointed  the  following  persons  to  serve 
on  the  salary  schedule  committee  with  Russell  L.  Guin  and  Dr.  Preston 
Bradley:

It  was  necessary  for  Chairman  Thompson  to  be  absent  from  the 
meeting  for  a  time  and  Mr.  Dunn  presided.

X,  SUMMARY,  delete  all  of  number  1  and  renumber  remaining  requests 
"1"  through  "15":  in  "3"  delete  the  name  "Miss  Alma  Anderson";  change 
"8"  to  read  "Approval  of  the  personnel  for  the  faculty,  administration,  and 
employees  for  the  year  1946  1947,  compensation  not  to  be  fixed  until  action 
of  special  committee." 

Mr.  Walker  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  as  amended.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Miss  Mclntire,  carried  unanimously,  and  the  report 
for  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  approved.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  Normal  has  caused  a  request  to  be  pre- 
sented to  this  board  for  an  Easement  across  a  portion  of  the  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  Farm  for  the  purpose  of  extending  and  improving  the 
sewerage  system  of  Normal,  Illinois,  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  board  has  been  cognizant  of  the  need  for  an  im- 
proved sewerage  system  in  Normal  and  has  been  advised  that  the  proposed 
extensions  and  improvements  to  the  sewerage  system  of  Normal  will  be  of 
great  benefit  to  the  property  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  in  its 
future  expansion  and  development,  and, 

WHEREAS,  this  board  has   further   been   advised  that  to  secure 
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the  needed  improvements  and  extensions    of  the  Normal  Sewerage  System  it 
is  imperative  that  this  Easement  be  granted  as  requested. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD  OF  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS  at  its 
regular  meeting  held  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  April  22,  A.  D.  1946,  that  in 
consideration  of  the  mutual  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  proposed  improve- 
ments and  extensions  of  the  sewerage  system  of  Normal,  Illinois,  by  both 
the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  the  Town  of  Normal,  a  Municipal 
Corporation,  of  the  County  of  McLean  and  State  of  Illinois,  an  Easement  or 
right-of-way  to  said  Town  of  Normal  is  hereby  granted  and  conveyed 
through,  over  and  across  the  following  described  premises; 

A  part  of  Lot  Two  (2)  in  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section 
Twenty -eight  (28),  Township  Twenty -four  (24)  North,  Range  Two  (2)  East  of 
the  Third  Principal  Meridian  of  the  Normal  Town  Survey  of  1898. 

The  Easement  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  embodied  within  and 
across  the  premises  above  described  shall  be  a  tract  or  strip  of  land  One 
hundred  (100)  feet  in  equal  width,  and  shall  extend  Fifty  (50)  feet  on  each 
side  of  a  center  line,  which  said  line  shall  be  the  center  line  of  a  proposed 
sewer  to  be  constructed  across  said  premises.  The  center  line  of  the  pro- 
posed sewer  is  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  West  side  of  Main  Street  in  Normal, 
Illinois,  Three  hundred  fifty -six  (356)  feet  South  of  the  South  line  of  Gregory 
Street,  thence  Westerly  to  the  West  end  of  the  proposed  improvement.  The 
exact  location,  size  and  type  of  construction,  as  well  as  the  profile  view  of 
the  depth  of  the  sewer  is  set  out  upon  the  two  (2)  attached  blue  prints  or 
plats,  which,  by  reference  hereto,  are  made  a  part  of  this  Easement.  Said 
blue  prints  are  marked  Exhibits  "A"  and  "B". 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Easement  herein  granted 
shall  be  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

The  Town  of  Normal  shall  have  the  right,  either  in  itself  or 
through  contractors  employed  by  the  Town,  to  construct,  operate  and  main- 
tain therein  and  thereon  an  enclosed  storm  water  sewer  and  accessories 
pertaining  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  storm  or  surface  waters. 
Said  Grantee  shall  be  permitted  to  use  the  aforesaid  One  Hundred  (100)  foot 
strip  of  ground  described  in  the  description  hereinbefore  given  for  the  pur- 
pose of  construction  and  perpetual  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
sewer  as  contemplated  by  blue  prints  hereto  attached. 

The  said  Town  of  Normal  shall  have  a  perpetual  right  of  ingress 
and  egress  for  the  purpose  of  making  inspections  and  necessary  repairs  or 
alterations  whenever  the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  said  Town, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  retaining,  however,  in  the  Grantors  all  other 
right,  title  and  interest  in,  to,  or  arising  out  of  said  above  described  real 
estate,  for  any  usa  or  purpose  whatsoever  not  inconsistent  with  the  said 
Easement  rights  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  right-of-way  only  do  hereby 
release  all  rights  under  the  Laws  of  this  State.  Inspections,  necessary  re- 
pairs or  alterations  shall  be  made  so  as  not  to  unnecessarily  interfere  with 
the  use  of  the  premises,  or  if  such  use  shall  be  unnecessarily  interfered 
with,  then  further  reasonable  consideration  for  the  actual  damage  to  such 
use  shall  be  paid  by  said  Town  whenever  such  damage  occurs.

The  Town  of  Normal  or  its  agents  or  contractors  doing  work  for 
said  Town  are  hereby  given  the  right  to  haul  onto  and  store  upon  said  prem- 
ises all  dirt,  materials,  machinery,  tools,  equipment,  etc.,  as  may  be  need- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  completing  such  sewer.  The  back- 
filling of  all  excavated  trenches  which  said  Town  of  Normal  may  cause  by 
reason  of  said  construction  shall  in  all  cases  be  left  with  a  smooth  rounding 
surface.  The  said  Town  of  Normal  shall  cause  to  be  repaired  at  its  own  ex- 
pense all  fences  through  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  cut  openings  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  the  work  above  contemplated. 

In  the  event  any  damage  is  done  to  fences  or  property  or  to  any 
crop  upon  the  above  premises  in  entering  or  departing  therefrom  at  any 
future  time  after  the  period  of  construction,  in  the  making  of  inspections,  or 
in  the  making  of  repairs,  the  Town  of  Normal  may  be  required  to  compen- 
sate the  owners  of  said  premises  for  such  reasonable  damages  sustained. 

The  granting  of  this  Easement  shall  prohibit  the  present  and 
future  owners  from  constructing  or  operating  any  building  which  requires  a 
foundation  or  footing  below  the  frost  line  either  over  or  within  ten  (10)  feet 
adjacent  to  said  sewer.  This  Easement  shall  not,  however,  prevent  the  pre- 
sent or  future  owner  from  constructing  and  operating  portable  buildings 
either  over  or  adjacent  to  said  sewer,  provided  that  in  the  construction 
thereof  no  damage  is  done  to  said  sewer  or  the  operating  or  maintenance 
thereof. 

In  the  event  the  Town  of  Normal,  its  agents  or  contractors,  shall 
break  or  cut  through  any  drains,  water  mains  or  sewers  upon  the  above  pro- 
perty while  constructing,  inspecting  or  repairing  said  sewer,  the  said  Town 
of  Normal  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  repaired  at  its  expense,  putting  the 
same  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  said  damage  was  done,  and  re- 
pair or  replace  the  same  if  at  any  time  hereafter  said  drains,  water  mains 
or  sewers  shall  be  damaged  as  a  result  of  the -construction  of  this  project. 

It  is  further  understood  that  all  dirt  removed  by  reason  of  the 
excavation  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  to  be  constructed 
under  the  terms  of  this  grant  shall  be  distributed  over  or  removed  from  the 
premises  in  accordance  with  the  direction  given  by  the  Grantors  herein  while 
the  construction  of  the  work  is  in  progress.  The  black  dirt  from  the  top  of 
the  ground  shall  be  placed  at  one  side  of  the  excavation  and  when  the  backfill 
is  made  the  same  shall  be  distributed  on  the  surface  top  of  the  excavation. 

The  Grantee  assumes  the  responsibility  for  injury  or  damage  to* 
any  and  all  persons  or  property  lawfully  upon  said  premises  occupied  by  the 
Grantee  herein    or    its    agent   or    contractor    during    the  time  said  sewer  is 
under  construction  and  at  any  time    thereafter    resulting  from  the  existence, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  said  sewer. 

It  is  further  understood  that  this  grant  shall  not  be  construed  at 
any  time  in  the  future  to  prevent  the  Grantors  herein  or  their  assigns,  heirs, 
devisees  or  legatees  from  constructing  such  sewers  and  drains,  water  mains, 
gas  mains,  etc.,  as  they  may  desire  over,  above,  under  and  across  the  line 
of  the  sewer  to  be  constructed  under  the  terms  of  this  grant,  provided  that 
in  the  construction  thereof  no  damage  is  done  to  said  sewer  or  the  operation 
or  maintenance  thereof. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolution,  con- 
stituting   an    Easement,    be    sent    to    the    Town    of    Normal,    and   all  terms,

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  special  benefits  to  accrue  to  Illi- 
nois State  Normal  University,  Normal,  Illinois,  through  the  construction  of 
the  improvement  hereinafter  mentioned,  hereby  grants  to  the  Bloomington 
and  Normal  Sanitary  District,  a  municipal  corporation,  of  the  County  of 
McLean  and  State  of  Illinois,  an  easement  or  right  of  way  through,  over  and 
across  the  premises  known  as  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  Farm, 
legally  described  as: 

Lot  Two  (2)  in  the  Subdivision  of  the  Northwest  Quarter 
(NW1/4)  of  Section  Twenty -eight  (28),  Township  Twenty- 
four  (24)  North,  Range  Two  (2)  East  of  the  Third  Princi- 
pal Meridian,  McLean  County,  Illinois. 

being  a  strip  of  land  one  hundred  (100)  feet  across  said  Lot  Two  (2)  more 
fully  detailed  in  certain  plans  of  J.  J.  Woltmann,  engineer  for  said  Blooming- 
ton  and  Normal  Sanitary  District,  hereto  attached  and  by  reference  incor- 
porated herein,  and  that  the  terms  of  said  grant  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  said  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District  is  hereby 
given  the  right  to  enter,  said  property  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  pre- 
sent natural  water  course  on  said  premises  by  constructing,  operating  and 
maintaining  therein  and  thereon  an  improved  open  storm  water  channel  and 
face  water.  Said  one  hundred  (100)  foot  strip  is  to  be  used  for  working  space 
during  construction  only,  after  which  the  said  right  of  way  or  easement  shall 
cover  only  the  necessary  channel  and  side  walls  of  the  channel  to  be  built 
thereon. 

2.  Said  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District  shall  have  the 
perpetual  right  of  ingress  and  egress  for  the  purposes  of  making  inspections 
and  necessary  repairs  or  alterations  whenever  same  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary by  grantees  herein,  retaining  in  the  grantors  all  other  right,  title  and 
interest  in,  to  or  arising  out  of  said  above  described  real  estate  for  any  use 
or  purpose  whatsoever  not  inconsistent  with  said  easement  rights.  Inspec- 
tions shall  be  made  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  premises. 
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3.  The  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District,  or  its  agent 
or  contractor  doing  work  for  said  District,  are  hereby  given  the  right  to 
haul  on  to  said  premises  all  materials,  machinery,  tools,  equipment,  etc., 
as  may  be  needed  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  said  improvement.  The 
channel  banks  on  either  side  of  said  improved  channel  which  said  Sanitary 
District  may  cause  to  be  made  shall  in  all  cases  be  left  with  a  smooth,  well 
graded  surface.  The  said  Sanitary  District  shall  repair  at  its  expense  all 
fences  through  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  cut  openings  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses. 

4.  In  the  event  any  damage  is  done  to  fences  or  property  or  to 
any  crops  on  the  above  premises  in  entering  or  departing  therefrom  at  any 
future  time  after  the  period  of  construction  in  making  inspections  or  repairs 
the  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District  shall  compensate  the  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  for  such  damages.  The  granting  of  this  easement 
shall  in  no  way  be  construed  as  preventing  the  present  or  future  owner  from 
constructing  and  operating  any  building  or  buildings  on  the  premises  cover  - 
ed  by  said  easement,  either  over  or  adjacent  to  said  sewer,  providing  that 
in  the  construction  thereof  no  damage  shall  be  done  to  said  channel  or  the 
operation  or  maintenance  of  said  channel  or  the  accessories  thereof. 

5.  In  the  event  the  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District, 
its  agents  or  contractor,  should  break  or  cut  through  any  drains,  water 
mains,  or  sewers  on  the  above  premises  while  constructing,  inspecting  or 
repairing  said  sewer,  said  Bloomington  and  Normal  Sanitary  District  shall 
repair  same  at  its  own  expense  putting  same  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was 
before  such  damage  was  done. 

6.  Blue  Print  showing  the  line  of  the  proposed  channel  to  be 
constructed  under  the  terms  of  this  grant  as  well  as  a  profile  view  of  the 
same  is  attached  hereto  and  marked  "Exhibit-A,"  It  is  understood  by  the 
grantee  that  the  grant  of  this  easement  does  not  in  any  way  bind  the  grantors 
herein  to  make  any  conveyance  for  any  future  extension  any  more  than  if 
this  easement  had  never  been  granted. 

7.  All  dirt  removed  from  the  excavation  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  channel  to  be  constructed  under  the  terms  of  this  grant  shall 
be  distributed  evenly  over  the  remainder  of  said  premises  as  the  grantors 
may  direct,  providing  such  directions  are  given  while  the  construction  work 
is  in  progress  and  are  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  the  improvement. 

8.  The  grantees  herein  assume  all  responsibility  for  injury  to 
live  stock  on  the  premises  while  the  said  premises  are  occupied  by  the 
grantee  herein  or  its  agents  or  its  contractor  during  the  time  said  channel  is 
under  construction. 

9.  All  terms,  conditions,  reservations,  recitals,  etc.,  of  this 
grant  become  binding  upon  the  grantees  herein  upon  its  acceptance  of  this 
easement,  which  acceptance  must  be  in  writing.

2.  The  enrollment  for  the  spring  quarter  is  at  present  762.  This  in- 
cludes 321  men  and  441  women.  It  may  interest  the  members  of  the 
board  to  know  that  this  ratio  --  321  to  441  --is  the  highest  ratio  of 
men  to  women  we  have  had  at  the  college  in  the  seventeen  years  I 
have  been  connected  with  the  institution.  It  may  also  be  a  matter  of 
interest  that  240  of  the  321  men  are  veterans.  In  spite  of  serious 
housing  difficulties,  I  do  not  believe  there  were  any  students  except 
those  with  families  who  could  not  enroll  during  the  spring  quarter. 
However,  there  is  very  little  slack  left  and  our  enrollment  of  married 
veterans  is  suffering  very  seriously. 

II.    FACULTY 


1.    Honors 

I  wish  to  report  for  the  information  of  the  board  that  Miss  E.  Ruth 
Taylor,  member  of  the  English  Department,  completed  her  final 
examination  for  the  doctor's  degree  at  Northwestern  University  in 
the  field  of  English  last  week.  Miss  Taylor's  thesis  deals  with  a 
study  of  "Mutual  Criticism  in  the  Modern  Irish  School  of  Literature." 
She  will  receive  her  degree  officially  at  the  June  commencement. 
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2.  Promotions  in  Rank 

This  college  has  been  experimenting  in  an  effort  to  produce  a  sound 
cooperative  method  for  selecting  faculty  personnel  to  be  promoted  to 
the  full  professorship  rank.  As  a  result  of  this  experimentation  and 
study,  no  promotions  to  the  rank  of  full  professor  have  been  made  in 
this  college  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  committee  of  the  faculty,  appointed  by  the  president  to  super- 
vise this  study,  reported  its  findings  and  its  recommendations  to  the 
college  faculty  for  discussion  and  criticism.  This  report  was  con- 
sidered at  two  faculty  meetings  and  it  was  approved  with  minor 
changes.  The  one  requirement  that  was  made  quite  specific  and 
which  caused  considerable  discussion,  was  the  requirement  of  an 
earned  doctor's  degree  for  promotion  to  this  rank.  The  president  of 
the  college  with  the  help  of  the  heads  of  departments  and  the  dean  of 
the  faculty  canvassed  the  entire  situation  and  reported  their  own  per- 
sonal recommendations  to  the  Faculty  Council  where  the  matter  was 
discussed  in  some  detail.  From  these  discussions,  the  president 
selected  four  members  who  ranked  highest  in  all  those  qualities  set 
up  for  consideration. 

These  names  are  being  presented  to  the  board,  representing  the  best 
judgment  of  our  administration  and  our  faculty  for  this  honor  which 
is  recognized  as  a  major  academic  honor  in  the  institution:

I  wish  to  submit  for  approval  the  salaries  for  faculty,  administration, 
and  employees.  These  salaries  have  been  set  up  on  separate  bases.

They  will  average  less  than  ten  percent.  The  faculty  increases  have 
been  based  upon  a  general  policy  of  a  flat  increase  to  absorb  par- 
tially the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  and  certain  merit  increases 
in  an  attempt  to  adjust  various  differences  that  have  developed  in  our 
staff  which  have  now  become  acute.  I  have  discussed  all  of  these 
figures  with  the  members  of  my  Advisory  Committee  and  have  re- 
ceived their  approval  to  the  conditions  as  made.  These  salaries  can 
all  be  paid  from  budget  figures  that  are  now  available.

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b.    Change  in  Registration  procedure 

At  the  present  time  this  college  is  experimenting  with  a  number  of 
matters  of  organization.  At  the  time  of  registration  for  the  spring 
quarter,  we  set  up  alphabetical  groups  to  register  at  different  hours 
during  the  day  as  a  means  of  making  it  possible  to  advise  students 
more  adequately  at  the  time  of  their  registration.  While  it  did  not 
work  out  100%  as  we  expected,  it  improved  the  individual  coun- 
selling and  it  will  probably  continue  with  minor  modifications.  We 
are  also  considering  changing  the  class  period  schedule  so  as  to 
make  more  effective  use  of  the  entire  week  and  to  make  it  less  de- 
sirable to  cut  classes  either  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  week.  A 
report  of  this  change  will  appear  in  our  new  catalog  as  soon  as  it  is 
published. 

V.    THE  CURRICULUM 

I  reported  to  the 'board  some  time  ago  the  addition  of  a  general  edu- 
cation curriculum  set  up  to  serve  the  needs  of  students  on  the  junior 
college  level,  particularly  students  who  were  not  at  the  time  planning 
to  become  teachers. 

The  addition  of  a  general  education  curriculum  to  our  college  offer- 
ings will  not  only  improve  the  teacher  education  program,  but  make 
it  possible  for  us  to  draw  more  students  into  our  junior  college  pro- 
gram and  in  turn,  indoctrinate  many  of  those  into  teacher  education. 
We  have  had  repeated  experiences  in  this  college  of  brilliant  students 
coming  to  this  college,  in  many  cases  against  their  own  personal 
wishes  because  of  family  conditions,  sure  of  not  planning  to  become 
teachers,  and  at  the  end  of  two  years,  definitely  set  on  teacher  edu- 
cation. When  they  graduate,  they  make  some  of  our  best  teaching 
records.  For  the  information  of  the  board  and  to  counteract  some 
misinformation  that  is  receiving  considerable  publicity,  I  wish  to 
call  attention  to  the  figures  for  1945  and  to  the  prospective  figures 
for  1946  as  an  indication  of  the  service  this  college  is  making  in  the 
education  of  elementary  school  teachers:

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 
General  Repairs 
The  college  is  glad   to    report   that  its    major  repair  program  on  the 
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main  Administration  Building  involving  a  new  roof,  the  rebuilding  of 
much  of  the  parapet  walls,  new  down  spouts,  new  gutters,  removal 
of  the  sky  lights  in  the  library  and  student  lounge,  and  the  complete 
repointing  of  all  stone  work  on  the  outside  of  the  building,  is  now 
under  way.  The  contract  for  this  work,  totaling  $42,000,  had  been 
let  for  some  time  but  shortages  of  labor  and  materials  as  well  as 
winter  weather  conditions,  prohibited  an  earlier  start. 


The  college  is  still  faced  with  major  repairs  on  the  campus  training 
school  and  also  in  the  Industrial  Arts  Building.  Time  and  weather 
are  making  serious  inroads  into  the  outside  surfaces  and  walls  of 
our  college  buildings.  The  budget  of  this  college  will,  of  course, 
over  a  period  of  the  next  ten  years,  need  to  give  serious  attention  to 
major  repairs  of  this  type.  It  seems  to  be  a  large  expenditure  but 
it  must  be  taken  care  of.  Otherwise  the  buildings  themselves  will 
become  hazardous  for  use. 


Postwar  Program 


I  should  like  to  bring  the  board  up  to  date  on  the  expenditures  and 
plans  for  our  postwar  building  program.  The  land  acquisition  has 
run  into  a  real  estate  boom  in  DeKalb,very  similar  to  the  conditions 
in  the  other  college  campuses.  This  has  made  all  procedures  diffi- 
cult to  administer.  There  is  probably  not  one  of  the  parcels  of  pro- 
perty that  we  expected  to  purchase  that  the  owner  is  desirous  of  sell- 
ing at  the  present  time!  The  negotiation  for  this  property  has  un- 
covered some  very  interesting  conditions.  However,  we  have  at 
present  purchased  four  out  of  the  seven  parcels  with  valid  options. 
The  purchase  of  these  immediately  would  help  to  bring  the  others 
into  line.  We  are  receiving  fine  cooperation  from  our  department  as 
well  as  the  Department  of  Finance.  Because  of  the  extreme  housing 
difficulties,  our  present  plans  for  the  library  building  have  been 
allowed  to  remain  much  as  they  were  at  the  time  of  my  last  report 
to  the  board.  However,  they  are  in  such  condition  that  they  could 
easily  be  prepared  for  contracts  in  less  than  a  month. 


Our  dormitory  for  women  is  taking  precedence  over  our  dormitory 
for  men  because  the  latter  is  to  be  located  on  the  new  land  and  is  now 
in  its  final  stage.  I  may  be  able  to  present  to  this  board  at  the  time 
of  the  meeting,  elevation  plans  as  well  as  floor  plans  for  this  new 
dormitory  to  house  120  women.  Our  men's  dormitory  is  waiting  the 
acquisition  of  the  land  before  the  plans  are  carried  beyond  the  be- 
ginning stage.  However,  our  power  plant  conversion  program  cover- 
ing the  expenditure  of  nearly  one -half  million  dollars,  is  at  present 
still  in  the  planning  stage.  The  associate  architects  in  charge  of  our 
dormitories  and  our  power  plant  conversion,  are  working  directly 
with  us  and  with  the  office  of  the  state  architect  in  Chicago.  The  lib- 
rary building  is  being  handled  directly  by  the  state  architect  in  coop- 
eration with  these  agencies.  Our  only  difficulty  at  the  present  time 
is  tied  up  with  a  general  national  program  of  industrial  expansion. 
We  expect  to  let  contracts  in  DaKalb  for  at  least  two  of  these  units 
before  fall.

VIII.    STUDENT  LIFE 

Housing 

No  report  can  be  presented  to  this  board  about  student  life  without 
immediately  discussing  again  the  housing  situation.  A  careful  evalu- 
ation of  the  educational  pattern  would  lead  one  to  believe  that  we  have 
not  reached  the  peak  in  college  enrollment,  that  this  peak  will  prob- 
ably appear  some  time  during  the  next  college  year,  perhaps  in  the 
fall  or  spring  or  the  following  fall. 

The  college  at  DeKalb  has  practically  exhausted  its  housing  facilities. 
We  are  planning  to  make    two    modifications  in  our  present  buildings 
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to  help  this.  We  are  planning  to  get  additional  help  from  the  federal 
government  for  our  married  veterans  and  we  are  making  every  ef- 
fort to  get  a  dormitory  from  a  private  boys'  school  which  has  not 
been  in  use  for  several  years.  This  is  located  in  Sycamore,  five 
miles  from  the  college.  All  of  these  have  complications,  both  legal 
and  otherwise. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  made  arrangements  to  house  approxi- 
mately fifty  unmarried  men,  nearly  all  veterans,  on  the  fifth  floor  of 
our  science  building.  This  is  a  floor  that  was  not  completed  for 
science  purposes  because  of  the  shortage  in  the  appropriations.  We 
have  been  able  to  make  some  very  satisfactory  arrangements  to  take 
care  of  these  young  men  in  this  location.  It  is  not  best  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  it  is  much  to  be  preferred  to  basement  rooms  and  attic 
rooms  around  DeKalb.  We  are  also  planning  to  make  further  expan- 
sion in  the  use  of  our  present  women's  dormitory.  This  will  add 
twenty  to  twenty -five  additional  beds  for  women  students.  All  this 
will  crowd  our  eating  facilities  which  are  now  becoming  critical. 
The  new  college  dormitory  for  women  which  should  be  available  for 
the  fall  of  1947  will  remove  some  of  the  pressure  but  it  will  in  no 
sense  solve  the  situation.  Our  arrangement  with  Sycamore  would 
solve  some  of  the  difficulty  for  next  fall  for  the  men  but  it  would  also 
add  others  such  as  transportation  and  supervision.  Our  present  con- 
tract with  the  federal  housing  administration  for  24  family  units  to 
be  installed  in  time  for  use  during  the  summer  session,  will  remove 
some  of  the  pressure  from  our  married  veterans.  We  hope  that  the 
City  of  DeKalb  will  get  its  community  effort  in  operation  by  fall  and 
that  we  may  find  some  additional  houses  in  the  city. 

This  report  will  give  the  board  some  idea  of  what  a  college  president 
does  with  his  time. 

Student  Affairs  Committee 


One  of  the  more  interesting  matters  dealing  with  student  life  is  the 
use  this  year  of  a  Student  Affairs  Committee  composed  of  eight  fac- 
ulty persons  appointed  by  the  president  and  eight  students,  a  man  and 
a  woman  from  each  of  the  four  classes  selected  by  vote  of  the 
classes.  This  committee  has  become  a  very  important  agency  in 
counselling  the  administration  concerning  student  attitudes  and  in 
developing  cooperative  relationships  between  the  students  and  the 
administration.    Its  results  have,  on  the  whole,  been  beneficial. 

I  should  like  to  present  to  the  board  some  matters  that  seem  to  me 
are  of  a  general  nature  for  all  the  colleges  and  should  receive  board 
counsel  and  approval. 

1.  The  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority  (FP HA)  desires  this  board 
to  pass  a  resolution  dealing  with  the  contracts  entered  into  on 
the  part  of  each  of  the  colleges  for  the  use  of  federal  housing  on 
the  college  campuses  for  returning  veterans.  I  shall  present  at 
this  board  meeting  a  resolution  of  the  type  desired  by  this 
agency. 

2.  According  to  the  figures  presented  by  General  Bradley,  there  is 
strong  likelihood  that  three  times  as  many  veterans  will  wish  to 
enroll   for    college    next   fall    or    during    next   year  as  are  now 
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enrolled  in  the  colleges  of  the  country.  As  far  as  the  five 
teachers  colleges  in  Illinois  are  concerned,  this  will  not  seri- 
ously overcrowd  our  teaching  plants,  but  it  will  most  seriously 
overcrowd  our  housing  facilities.  I  believe  that  this  board 
should  request  enabling  legislation  for  private  financing  of  hous- 
ing in  the  different  communities  where  these  colleges  are  lo- 
cated. We  have  a  specific  pattern  which  we  could  follow—name- 
ly, the  one  used  by  the  University  of  Illinois.  Their  enabling 
legislation  was  passed  at  the  last  session. 

3.  I  believe  that  this  board  should  request  added  appropriations  in 
the  Income  Fund  to  cover  funds  paid  into  the  colleges  by  the  re- 
turning veterans.  These,  under  the  amended  G.I.  Bill  of  Rights 
and  new  directives  will  produce  revenue  that  will  exceed  $300 
per  year.  At  present  our  revenue  per  student  is  less  than  $75. 
The  new  charge  is  based  upon  the  per  capita  cost  of  instruction 
with  the  institution  paying  the  entire  cost  of  administration.  A 
request  for  added  appropriation  in  the  Income  Fund  should  in  no 
sense  be  considered  a  deficiency  appropriation  as  all  the  funds 
to  cover  this  will  come  from  specific  sources  and  not  from  gen- 
eral taxation. 

4.  I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  board  the  present  status  of 
our  success  in  acquiring  surplus  war  property.  This  has  been  a 
difficult  procedure  to  control  but  on  the  whole,  the  results  have 
been  beneficial. 

5.  I  should  like  the  members  of  this  board  to  recognize  the  position 
of  leadership  maintained  by  our  five  colleges  in  national  organi- 
zations of  teacher  training  institutions.  At  the  recent  annual 
meeting  of  our  association  in  Cleveland,  one  of  our  presidents 
received  a  five-year  assignment  as  a  member  of  the  Accrediting 
Committee.  Another  was  at  that  meeting  selected  for  a  four-year 
term  to  the  Executive  Committee.  We  had  representatives  from 
the  others  on  the  Resolutions  Committee  and  on  two  special  com- 
mittees. I  mention  this  because  it  probably  was  the  best  repre- 
sentation that  our  colleges  had  in  the  history  of  the  organization 
and  we  are  quite  proud  of  it. 

6.  One  of  the  procedures  developed  by  the  American  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges  for  improving  the  administration  of  teacher 
training  institutions  has  been  the  national  workshop  for  execu- 
tives. The  first  was  held  at  Clear  Lake,  Michigan  approximately 
five  years  ago.  Two  years  later,  one  was  held  at  Jackson's  Mill, 
West  Virginia,  and  this  year,  the  workshop  is  to  be  held  at 
Chautauqua,  New  York  from  June  17  to  27,  inclusive.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  colleges  send  their  president  and  if  possible,  the 
deans  of  the  faculty  should  attend.  I  should  like  to  recommend 
to  the  board  that  it  approve  the  presidents'  and  deans'  attendance 
at  such  a  workshop.  I  believe  it  will  produce  valuable  dividends 
for  the  institutions.

A  RESOLUTION,  approving  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  an 
Agreement  providing  for  the  development  and  administration  of  an  emer- 
gency housing  project  for  distressed  families  of  servicemen  and  for  veter- 
ans and  their  families,  between  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority. 

WHEREAS,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  additional  dwelling  units 
for  the  housing  of  servicemen,  veterans  and  their  families  enrolled 
at  the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  atCharleston,  Illinois: 
and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  possible  to  secure  some  dwelling  facilities  from 
the  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Title  V  of  the  Lanham  Act  (Public  Law  849,  76th  Congress  as  amend- 
ed, particularly  by  the  amendment  embodied  in  Public  Law  292,  79th 
Congress,  1st  Sess.):  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  Faderal  Public 
Housing  Authority  desire  to  enter  into  an  Agreement  with  respect  to 
the  utilization  of  the  aforesaid  facilities.

In  view  of  the  fore- 
going, Dr.  Buzzard  is  authorized  to  execute  all  contracts  connected 
therewith  in  the  name  of  the  Board. 

Section  2^  That  all  action  taken  and  things  done  by:  Dr.  Robert 
G.  Buzzard  in  connection  with  Project  No.  ILL -V -11260  prior  to  the 
date  hereof  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

Section  3.  That  Dr.  Robert  G.  Buzzard  be  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  all  necessary  action  in  connection  with  the  management 
and  administration  of  Projects  Nos.  ILL-11245,  11247,  11253,  and  to 
execute  all  contracts  connected  therewith  in  the  name  of  the  Board. 
All  action  taken  and  things  done  heretofore  by  Dr.  Buzzard  in  con- 
nection therewith  are  hereby  ratified,  confirmed  and  approved. 

Section_4.    That  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Resolution  No.  3 

A  RESOLUTION,  approving  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  an 
Agreement  providing  for  the  construction  of  an  emergency  trailer  project 
for  distressed  families  of  servicemen,  and  for  veterans  and  their  families, 
between  the  Teachers  College  Board  for  the  Use  and  Benefit  of  the  Eastern 
Illinois  State  College  at  Charleston  and  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Author- 
ity. 

WHEREAS,    the    Teachers   College    Board    (herein   called   the 
"Board")  has  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  development  and  admin- 
istration of  Project  No.  ILL -11260;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  and  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority 
desire  to  enter  into  an  Agreement  with  respect  to  the  construction  of 
the  aforesaid  project: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Board  shall  enter  into  an  Agreement  for  the 
construction  of  Project  No.  ILL-11260  substantially  in  the  form  of 
the  FPHA  construction  contract  dated  7/15/44  (a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  and  has  been  reviewed  by  this  body 
and  found  satisfactory  in  all  respects.) 

Section  2.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  in  quintuplicate  the  Agreement  covering  the 
construction   of    said  facilities,  in  the  form    referred   to  in  Section  1 
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hereof,  and  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall  impress  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  thereon  and  to 
attest  the  same  and  that  the  appropriate  officers  and  representatives 
of  the  Board  are  hereby  authorized  to  comply  with  all  requirements 
of  such  contract. 

Section  3.    This  resolution  shall    take    effect  from  and  after  its 

passage. 

2.  Purchase  of  land  for  campus  extension  under  Illinois  Post-War 
Construction  Program. 

The  securing  of  options  for  purchase  at  the  value  set  on  the  vari- 
ous parcels  of  land  is  proceeding  slowly.  Most  owners  feel  that  a  somewhat 
higher  figure  than  the  offered  price  is  the  fair  value.  The  total  appraisal 
value  is  approximately  $12,000  more  than  funds  allotted,  hence  three  items 
totalling  that  value  have  been  eliminated. 

Should  the  special  session  of  the  next  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  or  the  Post-War  Planning  Commission,  consider  the  allotment  of 
funds  for  land  purchase,  Eastern  desires  to  present  a  request  for  (1) 
$22,500  to  complete  the  purchase  of  present  listed  land,  and  (2)  $128,500 
additional  for  the  purchase  of  the  block  of  land  bounded  by  Grant,  Ninth, 
Hayes  and  Seventh  Streets,  involving  eleven  residences  and  several  vacant 
lots,  for  the  Elementary  School  Recreational  Field  planned  by  Landscape 
Architect  Hill. 

3.  The  study  plans  for  the  proposed  Laboratory  School  have  now 
gone  through  the  third  study  stage  of  progress,  and  are  in  process  of  being 
considered  by  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering,  before  being 
allocated  to  an  Associate  Architect. 

4.  Notice  of  the  progress  of  plans  for  the  Addition  to  the  Heating 
Plant  comes  from  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  raze  the  stucco  building  immediately  south  of  the  present  Heating 
Plant  to  make  way  for  the  new  addition.  Opportunity  for  sale  of  the  building 
at  approximately  $  1500  will  probably  arise  within  a  few  days,  and  authority 
for  such  disposal  is  requested. 

5.  Need  for  space  to  house  (1)  carpenter  shop,  (2)  paint  shop,  (3) 
pipe  fitting  shop,  and  (4)  tool  and  grounds  repair  shop  and  garage,  now  quar- 
tered in  the  above  mentioned  stucco  building,  makes  a  temporary  structure 
necessary.  Permission  to  use  sufficient  funds  from  the  Educational  Opera- 
tions portion  of  the  Income  Fund,  to  purchase  and  install  a  "Quonset  20" 
temporary  building,  forty  (40)  feet  wide  and  one  hundred  sixty  (160)  feet 
long,  is  hereby  requested.  This  temporary  building  will  be  located  parallel 
to  and  immediately  south  of  the  Practical  Arts  Building.

3.    Admission  of  Students 

During  the  period  when  the  enrollment  of  the  University  was 
very  low  and  there  was  room  to  accommodate  more  students, 
the  policy  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  in  taking  only  per- 
sons who  were  preparing  to  teach  was  set  aside  and  special  stu- 
dents were  admitted.  Although  such  special  students  as  are  now 
registered  will  be  permitted  to  continue  in  such  special  work  for 
the  relatively  brief  period  they  are  here,  new  students  must  def- 
initely plan  to  teach  and  sign  the  pledge  indicating  such  expecta- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  the  few  students  living  in  Bloomington 
and  Normal  who  may  wish  special  work  and  where  the  provision 
of  living  quarters  away  from  home  is  not  a  factor.  The  Univer- 
sity is  again  on  the  teacher  training  basis,  as  a  few  years  ago, 
with  the  exception  of  certain  courses  offered  to  nurses  in  train- 
ing at  the  Mennonite  Hospital.  The  reason  for  this  exception  is 
to  maintain  an  affiliation  with  the  hospital  for  the  purpose  of  edu- 
cating school  nurses.  Our  first  consideration  must  now  be  to 
veterans  returning  to  the  campus  who  are  expecting  to  teach  and 
to  high  school  graduates  who  expect  to  enter  the  teaching  profes- 
sion. It  is  only  in  this  way  that  this  University  can  aid  in  meet- 
ing the  teacher  shortage. 
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4.  Teachers  College  Scholarships 

a.  There  were  two  students  that  should  have  been  included  in 
the  list  of  teachers  college  scholarships  submitted  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  on  January  7,  1946. 
Since  these  people  have  qualified  for  scholarships  and  since 
the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  asks  that  they  be  placed  on  a 
separate  list  for  certification,  following  approval  of  the 
Teachers  College  Board,  it  is  recommended  that  Miss 
Marietta  Fitzpatrick  and  Mrs.  Bernadine  Dorsey  Herhamer 
be  approved  as  presented  on  a  special  list  to  the  Coordinator 
for  $32.50  each,  covering  the  amount  due  them  for  the  first 
semester  of  the  1945-1946  school  year. 

b.  A  list  of  students  who  are  attending  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  on  teachers  college  scholarships  and  are  to  be 
refunded  under  the  provisions  of  Section  30-4  of  ''The  School 
Code"  is  being  provided  ii  duplicate  to  file  with  the  Teachers 
College  Board,  since  the  listing  of  341  names,  double  spaced 
as  requested,  would  be  too  bulky  to  include  in  this  mimeo- 
graphed report.  The  total  amount  these  students  will  receive 
is  $9932.50  with  a  very  similar  amount  received  for  the 
first  semester. 

c.  The  list  is  certified  as  persons  who  will  probably  complete 
in  satisfactory  manner  their  work  as  of  May  30,  1946.  The 
action  requested  at  this  time  is  to  have  this  list,  as  checked 
later  by  the  Teachers  College  Advisory  Committee  for  Illi- 
nois State  Normal  University,  certified  in  order  that  these 
students  may  receive  reimbursement  June  1,  1946,  following 
action  at  this  April  22  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board,  without  waiting  for  the  July  8  meeting. 

5.  Military  Scholarships 

a.  According  to  law  a  transfer  of  General  Revenue  Funds  to  the 
Income  Fund  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  to  cover 
military  scholarships  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  in  order  that  the  charges  for  those  attending  the  inter- 
session  may  be  included.  These  scholarships  differ  in  that  a 
state  warrant  is  not  sent  to  the  recipient  of  the  scholarship, 
but  that  there  is  an  exemption  from  fees  to  be  covered  by 
transfer  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  fis- 
cal year.  A  report  on  these  scholarships  will  be  made  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board. 

It  is  hoped  that  some  satisfactory  plan  may  be  devised  for 
requisitioning  from  the  Income  Fund  the  amount  of  money  due 
the  Student  Activities  Account  of  the  University  from  the  mili- 
tary scholarships.  Since,  under  the  new  law,  all  of  this  goes 
into  the  Income  Fund,  it  is  believed,  using  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration Account  procedure  as  a  precedent,  that  such  re- 
quisitions will  be  approved.

d.  Miss  Mary  Fran  Ford,  Secretary  to  the  Director  of  Integra- 
tion and  Director  of  Veterans  Services,  effective  April  30, 
1946,  for  reasons  undisclosed. 

2.  Deaths 

a.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  death  of  Miss  Jassie  M.  Dillon, 
Instructor  Emerita,  is  reported.  Miss  Dillon  had  been  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  Hlinois  State  Normal  University 
since  1900  and  retired  from  active  service  in  1935.  Her 
death  occurred  April  14,  1946.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.    Old  Main 

On  February  21  at  a  conference  in  the  office  of  Director  Thomp- 
son in  Springfield,  which  conference  was  attended  by  Mr.  Richard 
F.  Dunn,  Resident  Board  Member,  Director  Frank  G.  Thompson, 
Chairman  of  the  Teachers  College  Board,  Mr.  C.  Herrick  Ham- 
mond and  Mr.  J.  H.  Stockmar  from  the  Division  of  Architecture 
and  Engineering,  Mr.  Preston  Ensign,  Business  Manager,  and  R. 
W.  Fairchild,  President  of  the  University,  information  was  dis- 
closed as  to  the  unsatisfactory  and  dangerous  condition  of  Old 
Main  and  the  request  was  made  that  the  building  be  abandoned  for 
use  as  a  classroom  structure.  Within  a  period  of  thirty -six  hours 
of  school  time,  the  134  classes  were  removed,  largely  from  the 
second  and  third  floors,  together  with  seventeen  offices.  Two 
other  classrooms  on  the  first  floor  and  all  student  activities  from 
the  Student  Lounge  and  similar  areas  were  removed  within  the 
following  few  days.  Since  that  time  the  building  has  not  been  oc- 
cupied by  students  but  it  has  continued  in  use  for  general  admini- 
strative office  purposes  under  very  careful  regulations  and  super- 
vision. 

Since  the  foregoing  action  was  taken  there  have  been  numerous 
conferences  and   considerable    thought   given  as  to  the  disposition 
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of  the  buildings.  It  is  now  apparently  understood  that  the  tower, 
roof ,  and  probably  the  third  floor  of  the  building  must  be  re- 
moved as  a  matter  of  safety  and  that  for  an  indefinite  period  of 
time  a  flat  roof  will  be  placed  over  the  second  story  and  certain 
portions  of  the  building  strengthened  in  order  to  make  available 
the  basement  and  first  and  second  floors  for  use  as  an  office  and 
classroom  structure,. 

Obviously  this  reduced  use  of  Old  Main  comes  as  a  severe  handi- 
cap at  a  time  when  there  is  a  great  deal  of  demand  for  admission 
to  the  University  and  the  program  of  the  University  will  be  handi- 
capped. By  using  any  and  all  available  quarters,  regardless  of 
how  well  adapted  they  are  for  certain  purposes,  we  are  keeping 
the  class  activities  of  the  University  in  operation  without  having 
to  rent  quarters  off  campus.  Increased  enrollment  may  make  it 
necessary  to  seek  additional  quarters  or  to  deny  admission  to 
persons  desiring  to  attend  the  University.  Information  will  be 
available  in  the  near  future  as  to  the  further  disposition  of  Old 
Main  on  both  a  temporary  and  more  permanent  basis. 

2.    Building  Program 

Especially  due  to  the  limitation  of  office,  classroom,  and  labora- 
tory facilities,  on  account  of  the  present  condition  of  Old  Main, 
immediate  further  action  is  urged  on  the  building  program.  This 
program  includes  an  administration  building,  which  will  remove 
such  offices  from  Old  Main  as  temporarily  reconditioned,  and  the 
completion  of  the  auditorium  will  make  it  possible  to  locate  addi- 
tional needed  classrooms  in  the  space  now  occupied  by  the  pre- 
sent Capen  Auditorium.  The  construction  of  the  special  education 
building  will  likewise  remove  some  classes  from  other  parts  of 
the  University  and  will  prove  of  assistance  in  this  emergency. 

VH.    AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES  -  No  report. 
Vin.    STUDENT  LIFE 

1.    Housing 

Housing  for  students  continues  to  be  the  major  problem  of  the 
University  so  far  as  immediate  and  future  development  is  con- 
cerned. This  affects  housing  for  both  ex-service  and  non-service 
students. 

There  will  be  delivered  to  the  campus  within  the  next  four  weeks 
seven  structures  of  sufficient  size  and  arrangement  to  take  care 
of  twenty-five  married  veterans  and  fifty  of  those  unmarried.  A 
supplemental  application  has  been  filed  requesting  immediate 
housing  for  eighty -eight  more  married  veterans  and  125  more 
single  men.  The  engineer  from  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Auth- 
ority has  visited  the  campus  and  approved  a  site  that  is  now  being 
developed  on  the  south  end  of  the  University  Farm.  This  is  an 
excellent   location   with   good    drainage     and     surroundings    and 
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accessible  to  transportation,  business  district,  University 
classes,  and  other  activities,  and  will  permit  of  ample  expansion 
to  take  care  of  future  units  that  may  be  located  here. 

Fell  Hall,  residence  for  women,  has  103  places  and  at  the  pre- 
sent date  application  has  been  made  for  eighty -three  of  these 
places.  Long  before  the  present  school  year  closes,  the  Hall 
will  be  filled  to  capacity  for  next  year.  The  same  situation  pre- 
vails at  Smith  Hall  and  it  is  evident  that  housing  in  the  community 
is  not  going  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs,  despite  every  pos- 
sible effort  to  locate  additional  facilities.  Whatever  the  enroll- 
ment next  fall  may  be,  it  is  evident  that  the  limit  will  be  the  re- 
sult of  lack  of  available  housing. 

There  is  also  the  problem,  mentioned  in  this  report  under  Build- 
ings and  Grounds,  as  to  available  classroom  space  in  view  of 
classes  being  removed  from  Old  Main.  All  of  these  conditions 
point  most  emphatically  to  the  need  for  giving  primary  and  sole 
consideration  to  the  education  of  teachers  in  order  to  help  meet 
the  teacher  shortage  in  Illinois. 

IX.    MISCELLANEOUS 

1 .    The  Need  for  Teachers 

Thinking,  that  the  Teachers  College  Board  might  be  interested  in 
some  of  the  latest  information  that  has  come  from  the  Illinois 
State  Examining  Board,  the  following  is  quoted  from  the  minutes 
of  our  last  meeting  February  25,  1946. 

"Mr.  Black  also  made  a  report  of  the  training  and  experience  and 
age  of  the  emergency  teachers  that  are  employed  in  the  various 
counties  of  the  state.  The  report  was  rather  revealing  in  that  it 
showed  to  date  4,078  emergency  certificates  had  been  issued. 
1,073  of  these  certificates  were  issued  to  teachers  who  had  no 
training;  933  were  issued  to  teachers  with  less  than  one  year  of 
training;  856  were  issued  to  teachers  with  only  one  year  of  train- 
ing; 666  were  issued  to  persons  with  two  years  of  training;  260 
with  three  years;  290  with  four  years;  159  with  Bachelor's  de- 
grees, 8  with  Masters'  degrees,  and  one  with  a  Doctor's  degree. 

"He  further  reported  that  1,100  of  the  emergency  teachers  had  no 
teaching  experience;  44  had  less  than  one  year;  611  had  one 
year's  experience;  424  had  2  years'  experience;  335  had  3  years' 
experience;  294  had  4  years'  experience;  266  had  5  years'  experi- 
ence; 688  had  between  5  and  10  years'  experience;  255  had  between 
10  and  20  years'  experience;  61  had  over  20  years'  experience. 

"Mr.  Schmitt  suggested  that  the  information  obtained  should  be 
included  in  the  minutes  and  sent  out  to  all  members  of  the  Board. 
After  considerable  discussion  concerning  the  emergency  certifi- 
cate, Mr.  Schmitt  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Mr.  Melton,  that 
the  Teachers  Examining  Board  authorize  the  issuance  or  reissu- 
ance of  emergency  certificates  as  of  June  first  of  this  year  on  the 
following  conditions/ 
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"1.  That  the, applicant  must  have  earned  a  minimum  of  five  sem- 
ester hours  of  college  credit  subsequent  to  September  1, 
1945  and  prior  to  September  1,  1946.  If  credit  is  not  com- 
pleted prior  to  July  1,  1946,  then  the  applicant  must  present 
evidence  that  he  or  she  is  enrolled  in  a  course  or  courses 
which  carry  a  minimum  of  five  semester  hours  of  credit  be- 
fore the  issuance  or  reissuance  of  the  emergency  certificate 
can  be  authorized. 

((2.  No  emergency  certificate  can  be  issued   or  reissued  prior  to 
August  1,  1946.     Even  though  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  be 
authorized  as  of  June  first,   it  cannot  be  issued  until  August  1, 
1946. 

i(3.  That  no  emergency  certificate  be  authorized  to  a  teacher  that 
has  been  employed  in  a  district  with  an  average  daily  attend- 
ance of  fewer  than  seven  pupils  during  the  1945-1946  school 
term." 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  as  to  why  there  will  be  a  shortage 
of  teachers  for  some  years  to  come  and  why  efforts  should  be 
made  by  teachers  colleges  to  concentrate  their  efforts  on  the  edu- 
cation of  teachers,  now  more  than  at  any  time  in  the  past. 

2.  Surplus  Property 

Illinois  State  Normal  University  has  been  fortunate  in  acquiring 
considerable  government  surplus  property,  especially  in  the  area 
of  industrial  arts.  The  total  value  placed  upon  this  special  equip- 
ment, some  of  which  is  absolutely  new  and  has  never  been  out  of 
the  original  crate,  and  much  of  which  is  very  large  and  valuable, 
is  close  to  $60,000.  There  is  still  on  the  campus  some  such 
equipment,  with  a  value  of  approximately  $30,000,  that  has  not 
been  formally  turned  over  to  the  University  and  is  not  included  in 
the  above  figure.  In  addition  to  materials  in  this  area,  other  ma- 
terials have  come  to  the  University  in  the  fields  of  geology,  geog- 
raphy, and  mathematics. 

None  of  these  materials  is  considered  of  a  "white  elephant"  type, 
but  can  be  used  to  excellent  advantage'  in  the  present  and  future 
program  of  the  University. 

3.  Catalogs,  Bulletins,  and  Other  Literature 

The  Summer  Session  Bulletin  recently  came  from  the  press  and 
copies  were  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Teachers  College  Board 
and  the  presidents  of  the  other  four  schools.  This  bulletin  was  on 
the  press  at  the  time  that  three  new  members  of  the  Board  were 
appointed  and  we  were  able  to  get  the  new  personnel  listed,  as  is 
also  true  in  the  new  General  Catalog  of  the  University  that  came 
from  the  press  Friday,  April  19,  first  copy  of  which  is  being 
brought  to  this  meeting. 

These  publications,  together  withfolders  concerned  with  a  prelim- 
inary announcement   of    the  summer  session  and  a  similar  folder 
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announcing  the  program  of  the  University  to  high  school  gradu- 
ates, are  a  part  of  materials  of  more  special  nature  covering  the 
clinics  offered  during  the  summer  session,  workshops,  geography 
field  course,  the  education  of  teacher -librarians,  and  similar 
teacher  education  programs. 

4.  Health  Center 

For  a  second  summer,  Illinois  State  Normal  University  will  offer 
a  Health  Center,  in  cooperation  with  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  the  Illinois  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  Kellogg  Foun- 
dation. This  program,  granting  stipends  of  $100  each  to  seventy- 
five  or  more  applicants  presumably  from  ten  counties  of  Central 
and  North  Central  Illinois,  should  attack  the  important  considera- 
tion of  health  in  effective  manner.  For  the  first  time  administra- 
tors will  be  brought  into  this  program  to  work  with  their  teachers 
and  with  each  other  in  planning  projects  and  avenues  through  which 
these  projects  may  be  utilized  in  local  communities.  The  response 
to  this  opportunity  has  been  excellent  and  it  appears  that  even  the 
very  successful  workshop  of  last  summer  will  be  far  surpassed 
in  the  nature  of  the  program  and  probable  results  in  the  1946  sum- 
mer session.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  this  same  program 
has  been  extended  to  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  and  that 
the  Kellogg  Foundation  activities  are  operating  through  Eastern. 
In  the  interest  of  a  complete  health  program  in  the  State,  it  is 
hoped  that  these  opportunities  may  be  furthered  by  these  various 
federal  and  state  authorities  in  all  teacher  education  institutions 
of  the  state. 

5.  Meetings 

At  this  season  of   the   year   and   because    of    the  great  interest  in 
problems  of  immediate  concern,  such  as  the  education  of  veterans, 
there  are  numerous  meetings  that  are  being  called,    many  of  them 
in  Chicago.     On  April  11,  12  and  13,    in  Chicago,    one  of  the  most 
effective  meetings  arranged  attracted  approximately  200  represen- 
tatives from  forty -six   of  the   forty -eight  states.     Six  of  us  were 
present  from  the  faculty  of    Illinois  State  Normal  University,  with 
one  person   assigned   to   each   of   the   following    group  meetings: 
Facilities;  Admissions  and  Credits;  Personnel  and  Guidance;  Fin- 
ancing and  Business  Administration;  Staff  and  Instruction;    Curri- 
culum.    All  of    this    had   to  do   with  the  education  of  veterans  and 
many  excellent  ideas  were  obtained  of  practical  use  on  our  campus. 

6.  Salary  Schedule 

Since  the  matter  of  a  possible  revised  salary  schedule  has  been 
under  consideration  by  faculty  committees  of  the  various  teachers 
colleges  and  has  been  discussed  by  an  executive  committee  of  that 
group  with  a  committee  from  the  Teachers  College  Board,  it  is 
assumed  that  considerable  interest  is  in  evidence  at, this  time. 
Looking  toward  necessary  changes  in  our  present  salary  schedule, 
regardless  of  the  availability  of  funds  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
of  such  a  schedule  at,  this  time,    it   is    hoped  that  avenues  may  be 
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opened  whereby  new  faculty  personnel  may  be  employed  under 
different  conditions  than  the  difficult  restrictions  of  the  present 
schedule.  It  is  impossible  to  compete  for  teachers  with  even 
small  sized  high  schools,  on  the  level  of  the  master's  degree, 
since  the  present  schedule  does  not  permit  payment  of  a  salary 
that  will  attract  anyone  to  the  campuses  of  the  teachers  colleges. 
At  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  it  has  been  absolutely  impos- 
sible to  employ  teachers  of  special  education,  who,  on  the  basis 
of  qualifications  generally  possessed  by  that  group,  can  obtain 
much  better  salaries  in  public  school  systems.  The  same  diffi- 
culty prevails  in  such  special  fields  as  health  and  physical  educa- 
tion, home  economics,  industrial  arts,  music,  business  education, 
and  agriculture.  Some  immediate  and  favorable  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Teachers  College  Board  will  save  the  situation  so  far  as 
teacher  employment  is  concerned  in  the  teachers  colleges,  look- 
ing toward  employment  for  next  September.  This  is  the  time  of 
year  when  teachers  are  being  employed  and  it  is  fortunate  that  the 
Teachers  College  Board  is  in  session  at  this  time  with  the  possi- 
bility of  some  action  that  will  save  the  day  for  teacher  education 
in  Illinois. 

X.    SUMMARY

II.    Faculty 
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A.    New  Appointments 

1.  Dr.  Robert  A.  Shiley  will  replace  Dr.  Irving  G.  Garwood,  who 
was  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  as  Associate  Professor  and 
Head  of  the  Department  of  English,  effective  June  1,  1946,  at  a 
salary  of  $350  per  month.  Dr.  Shiley  received  the  A.  B.  and 
A.M.  degrees  from  the  State  University  of  Iowa;  Ph.D.  from 
Yale  University;  and  has  done  additional  graduate  study  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  the  University  of  Paris.  From  1931 
to  1942  he  was  Associate  Professor  of  English  and  Speech  at 
the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  and  has  served  in 
the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  since  1942.

IV.      Organization 


The  General  College  organization  under  Dr.  Glenn  Ayre's  direction  is 
flourishing  as  twenty-five  per  cent  of  our  freshmen  are  enrolled  in  the 
general  college  curriculum. 

V.      Curriculum! 

The  Curriculum  Committee  has  devoted  the  entire  year  to  making  the 
teacher-education  and  general  college  curriculums  more  functional  to 
meet  the  needs  of  teachers  and  society.  For  example,  the  Men's  and 
Women's  Physical  Education  Departments  have  added  practical  work 
in  Girl  Scouts  and  Boy  Scouts  as  required  work  of  Physical  Education 
majors. 

VI.      Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  three  C.C.C.  barracks  obtained  from  Camp  Custer,  Michigan,  have 
been  erected  as  temporary  men's  dormitories.  Twenty-five  houses  for 
married  veterans  are  in  the  process  of  being  shipped  to  be  erected  on 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  campus. 

Building  plans  for  the  swimming  pool,  girls'  dormitory,  and  the  train- 
ing school  gymnasiums  are  practically  ready  for  bids..  These  buildings 
are  urgently  needed,  and  we  hope  contracts  may  be  let  for  these  build- 
ings in  the  near  future. 
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Options  on  land  purchases  are  progressing  very  satisfactorily  through 
the  joint  efforts  of  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Downing,  and  members  of  the 
Post-War  Planning  Commission. 

VII.  Auxiliary  Enterprises 

A  Gold  Star  Scholarship  Fund  has  been  established  to  commemorate 
the  memory  of  the  men  and  women  who  sacrificed  their  lives  in  World 
vVar  I  and  vVorld  War  II.  To  date  nearly  $1,000  has  been  received 
from  gifts  by  individuals,  sororities,  fraternities,  and  clubs.  Gover- 
nor Dwight  H.  Green's  backing  of  the  project  aided  the  fund  a  great 
deal. 

VIII.  Student  Life 

Guest  Day  for  high  school  seniors  was  revived  this  year.  It  was  held 
on  March  29,  1946,  and  brought  over  eight  hundred  prospective  teach- 
ers to  visit  our  campus. 

IX.  Miscellaneous 

A.  Starting  with  the  fall  of  1946,  vVestern  plans  to  offer  a  counseling 
and  guidance  service  to  students  based  upon  the  plan  of  Cornell 
University.  According  to  this  plan,  members  of  the  Psychology, 
Home  Economics,  Health,  Biology,  and  Physical  Education  De- 
partments pool  their  efforts  in  counseling  students  relative  to 
food,  health,  clothes,  mental  hygiene,  and  physical  hygiene.

292,  79th  Congress  1st  Sess.).

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B.  Enrollment  for  Spring  Quarter,  1945-46 

The  current  spring  quarter  opened  on  Monday,  March  11,  1946. 
The  total  enrollment  of  University  students  (exclusive  of  exten- 
sion) as  of  March  28,  1946,  is  1527,  as  compared  to  749  students 
in  the  spring  quarter  of  1945.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
103  per  cent.

Mr.  Fligor  returned  from  military 
service  on  February  1,  1946,  and  has  assumed  his  former 
position. 

2.  Mr.  R.  D.  Bowden,  then  Head  of  the  Sociology  Department,  was 
granted  a  leave  of  absence  on  July  15,1943,  to  serve  as  a  civi- 
lian administrator  with  the  Red  Cross  in  occupied  territory  in 
Europe.  In  the  Board  Report  of  June  6,  1944,  a  statement  was 
made  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Bowden  was  notified  by  President 
Pulliam  of  irregularities  in  his  scholastic  record  and  was 
asked  to  resign.  This  fact  was  mentioned  for  the  information 
of  the  Board.  On  February  2,  1946,  Mr.  Bowden  submitted  a 
letter  of  resignation. 

3.  Mr.  William  Horrell  has  been  serving  as  a  part-time  Faculty 
Assistant  in  our  Photographic  Service.  Mr.  Horrell  resigned 
as  of  March  1,  1946.  He  has  opened  his  own  photographic  shop 
in  Anna. 

4.  Miss  Wanda  Ruth  Kiel,  Faculty  Assistant  who  served  as  .Acting 
Secretary  to  the  President,  resigned  her  position,  effective 
February  1,  1946.  Miss  Kiel  was  married  on  February  2,  1946. 

5.  Dr.  Esther  M.  Power,  Associate  Professor  of  English  who  has 
been  on  leave  doing  Government  work  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
since  February,  1943,  resigned  her  position  in  the  English  De- 
partment as  of  February  24,  1946.  She  is  continuing  her  Gov- 
ernment duties  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

6.  In  the  Board  Report  for  May  18,  1942,  Dr.  Joseph  Van  Riper 
was  recommended  for  a  leave  of  absence  to  accept  a  position 
in  the  Geographic  Section  of  the  War  Department  General 
Staff  in  the  Military  Intelligence  Division  G-2.  On  January  21, 
1946,  Dr.  Van  Riper  indicated  that  he  could  not  return  to  our 
staff. 

7.  Dr.  Richard  E.  Watson,  Associate  Professor  in  Physics  and 
Astronomy,  joined  the  armed  forces  in  1943  and  was  on  mili- 
tary leave  until  March  6,  1946,  at  which  time  he  resigned  to 
continue  his  work  at  Leeds  and  Northrup  Company,  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania. 

B.  New  Appointments,  Return  of    Faculty    from    Military  Service  and 
Other  Types  of  Leave 

1.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Abram,  Metropolis,  Illinois,  Home  Economics 
Instructor  in  the  Metropolis  Community  High  School,    has  been 
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appointed  to  supervise  off-campus  practice  teaching  at  Metro- 
polis of  students  majoring  in  Home  Economics,  for  the  twelve 
weeks  of  the  spring  quarter,  1946,  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$25.00,  at  the  rank  of  faculty  Assistant. 

2.  Dr.  Orville  Alexander  returned  to  the  University  on  March  11, 
1946,  after  being  on  leave  from  our  faculty  since  August  1, 
1944,  to  the  Illinois  Legislative  Council  in  Springfield.

Miss  Alli- 
son did  her  undergraduate  work  at  Illinois  State  Normal  Univ- 
ersity and  at  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  and  received 
her  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  the  University  of  Missouri. 

4.  Dr.  Eli  L.  Borkon  returned  to  the  University  on  January  21, 
1946,  after  having  served  in  the  United  States  Army  since  Jan- 
uary 5,  1942.  He  has  assumed  his  former  rank  of  Associate 
Professor  of  Physiology  and  Associate  College  Physician,  with 
a  monthly  salary  of  $390.00. 

5.  Mr.  Van  A.  Buboltz  returned  to  the  University  on  March  11, 
1946,  after  being  on  military  leave  of  absence  since  May,  1944. 
He  has  assumed  his  former  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  with  a 
monthly  salary  of  $290.00.

e  effective  March  11,  1946.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Educa- 
tion degree  from  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  and  has 
completed  all  work  for  the  Master's  degree  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  except  the  thesis.

20,  1946,  after  having  served  in  the  United  States  Navy  since 
December  23,  1944.

He  has  assumed  his  former  rank  of  Instructor 
with  a  monthly  salary  of  $270.00.  Mr.  Keefe  was  assigned  to 
the  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions  for  Survey  work  and 
teaching  in  the  field  of  business  and  commerce.

Her  work  in  the  Information  Service  includes  work  as 
typographer,  lay-out  designer,  plate-designer  for  the  Davidson 
Machine  and  other  specialized  art  work. 

12.  Mr.  William  M.Marberry  returned  to  the  University  on  Janu- 
ary 14,  1946,  after  having  served  in  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Corps  since  January  30,  1942.  He  has  assumed  his  former 
rank  of  Assistant  Professor  with  a  monthly  salary  of  $280.00. 
Mr.  Marberry  was  assigned  to  work  on  the  beautification  of  the 
grounds  until  the  spring  quarter  at  which  time  he  resumed  his 
work  as  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Botany.

14.  Miss  May  Sarton,  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  will  come  to 
the  University  as  an  Artist  in  Residence  for  one  month,  June  10, 

1946,  to  July  6,  1946,  at  a  salary  of  $330  plus  a  private  room 
and  meals  in  our  girls'  dormitory.  Miss  Sarton  appeared  on 
our    campus   for    a   lecture    last   fall    and   made   a   favorable 
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impression  upon  the  people  in  our  humanities  departments. 
She  has  written  numerous  books  and  has  lectured  and  taught 
extensively  in  colleges  and  schools  throughout  the  country. 
We  expect  Miss  Sarton  to  be  helpful  to  students  and  teachers 
interested  in  writing. 

15.  Mr.  Ben  P.  Watkins,  Bunkie,  Louisiana,  came  to  the  Univer- 
sity on  March  11,  1946,  and  will  teach  during  the  spring  quar- 
ter and  summer  term  of  1946.  Mr.  Watkins  was  added  to  the 
faculty  with  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department 
of  Art  and  with  a  monthly  salary  of  $300. 00..  Mr.  Watkins  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  Fine  Arts  from  Louisi- 
ana State  University  and  has  served  as  either  assistant,  in- 
structor, or  department  head  in  a  number  of  universities,  in- 
cluding Louisiana  State  University  and  Phillips  University. 

16.  Mr.  Conrad  White,  Unionville,  Missouri,  was  added  to  the  Univ- 
ersity faculty  as  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture on  March  4  to  teach  during  the  spring  quarter  and 
summer  term  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $330.00.  Mr.  White  re- 
ceived the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  the  University  of  Mis- 
souri and  has  taught  vocational  agriculture  in  Unionville, 
Missouri.  He  has  also  had  a  great  deal  of  practical  experience 
in  farming  and  with  agricultural  organizations. 

17.  Judge  C.  E.  Wright,  Carbondale,  Illinois,  was  appointed  as  a 
part-time  Faculty  Assistant  on  March  11,  1946,  to  teach  com- 
mercial law  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $80.00.  He  has  attended 
Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  and  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois and  was  graduated  from  Washington  University  School  of 
Law  with  the  LL.B.  degree. 

C.    Changes  in  Duties 

1.  Effective  February  14,  1946,  Mr.  Willis  G.  Malone's  duties 
were  changed  from  Instructor  and  Rural  Critic  to  Instructor 
in  Education  at  no  change  in  salary.

Dr.  Randolph  is  himself  a  returned  veteran 
and  has  rendered  excellent  services  to  other  veterans  by  test- 
ing and  counseling. 

3.  Dr.  Lawrence  Clark  is  to  be  transferred  to  full-time  services 
to  the  United  States  Veterans  Guidance  Center,  effective  June 
10,  1946,  at  no  change  in  salary  or  rank.  At  present  he  serves 
in  the  Center  one-half  time  and  as  Associate  Professor  of 
Sociology  one-half  time.

b.  Mr.  Charles  Rockwell  McCreight,  Instructor  in  Educa- 
tion, effective  for  the  academic  year  1946-47  (nine  months)  at 
half  pay,  in  order  that  he  may  continue  graduate  work  in  the 
field  of  education  after  having  spent  approximately  twenty-six 
months  in  the  Navy  before  returning  to  the  University  on 
December  21,  1945. 

c.  Dr.  Bruce  W.  Merwin,  Professor  of  Education,  effect- 
ive for  the  academic  year  1946-47  (nine  months)  at  half  pay,  in 
order  that  he  may  complete  refresher  courses  aid  make  a 
study  of  what  other  colleges  are  doing  in  the  field  of  education.

2.  Mr.  Willis  G.  Malone,  of  the  College  of  Education,  from  the 
rank  of  instructor  to  that  of  assistant  professor  at  a  monthly 
salary  of  $310.00.  Mr.  Malone  has  served  the  University  since 
1941  and  has  a  fine  record  in  promotion  of  rural  education.  He 
will  continue  post-graduate  work  at  his  own  expense  this  sum- 
mer. Contingent  upon  his  graduate  work  this  summer,  it  is 
recommended  that  he  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  assistant  pro- 
fessor. 
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3.  Dr.  Sina  M.  Mott,  of  the  College  of  Education,  from  the  rank  of 
assistant  professor  to  that  of  associate  professor  at  a  monthly 
salary  of  $340.00.  Dr.  Mott  has  served  the  University  since 
1936.  She  has  carried  heavy  responsibility  since  she  is  in 
charge  of  the  Kindergarten.  Dr.  Mott  is  one  of  the  few  assist- 
ant professors  who  meets  all  of  the  qualifications  for  an  asso- 
ciate professorship. 

4.  Miss  Anna  K.  Neufeld,  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences, from  the  rank  of  instructor  to  that  of  assistant  profes- 
sor at  a  monthly  salary  of  $300.00.  Miss  Neuf eld's  education- 
al qualifications  are  beyond  many  of  the  assistant  professors. 
She  will  continue  work  toward  her  Ph.  D.  this  summer  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  at  her  own  expense. 

5.  Dr.  Victor  R.  Randolph,  of  the  College  of  Education,  from  the 
rank  of  assistant  professor  to  that  of  associate  professor  at  a 
monthly  salary  of  $330.00.  Dr.  Randolph  is  a  returned  veteran 
who  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  success  of  our  Veterans 
Guidance  Center.  He  entered  the  armed  forces  in  July,  1943, 
and  returned  from  military  leave  on  November  26,  1945.  He 
is  one  of  the  few  assistant  professors  who  meets  the  qualifica- 
tions for  an  associate  professorship.  Dr.  Randolph  has  served 
the  University  since  1935. 

6.  Dr.  William  B.  Schneider,  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  from  the  rank  of  associate  professor  to  that  of  pro- 
fessor at  a  monthly  salary  of  $410.00.  Dr.  Schneider  is  a  val- 
uable member  of  the  faculty  who  has  contributed  to  the  general 
good  of  the  University  and  has  served  on  outstanding  commit- 
tees, such  as  the  Advisory  Council,  Curriculum,  Graduate 
Studies,  Building  and  Grounds,  and  Landscaping.  He  has  served 
the  University  since  1936. 

7.  Dr.  Kenneth  A.  Van  Lente,  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  from  the  rank  of  associate  professor  to  that  of  pro- 
fessor at  a  monthly  salary  of  $410.00.  Dr.  Van  Lente  has 
served  the  University  since  1931  and  is  an  especially  meritori- 
ous member  of  the  faculty.  In  addition  to  his  regular  teaching, 
he  has  rendered  valuable  service  in  aeronautical  training  and 
in  other  ways  has  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  the  University.

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One  feature  of  the  salary  schedule  operates  disadvantageously  to  the 
proper  growth  of  Southern  as  a  university.  This  feature  is  the  present  re- 
quirement that  the  various  ranks  of  faculty  be  held  within  certain  percent- 
ages. For  an  institution  filly  stabilized,  this  is  probably  a  desirable  provi- 
sion. But  as  an  institution  undergoing  growth  and  expansion,  with  a  national 
shortage  of  personnel  suitable  for  faculty  positions,  Southern  would  like  to 
be  temporarily  released  from  this  restriction  or  at  least  permitted  an  upper 
limit  of  thirty  per  cent  for  the  full  professorial  rank. 

Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  is  entirely  in  accord  with  its  four 
sister  institutions  in  desiring  a  revised  salary  schedule.  However,  in  order 
to  establish  a  university,  it  is  necessary  to  think  in  terms  of  salary  sched- 
ules of  the  universities  of  the  caliber  that  we  wish  to  establish.  Therefore, 
if  it  should  prove  that  even  the  new  salary  schedule  is  not  adequate  to  build 
the  type  of  university  which  Southern  Illinois  should  have,  then  this  institu- 
tion feels  it  should  be  permitted  to  come  with  clear  conscience  before  the 
Board  to  seek  the  adjustments  necessary.  This  attitude  on  the  part  of 
Southern  was  brought  before  the  four  other  institutions  of  the  Teachers  Col- 
lege group,  and  they  were  in  complete  accord  with  our  desire  to  make  this 
a  matter  of  record  at  this  time.

B.  Alumni  Acitivities 


Dr.  Orville  Alexander,  who  has  been  on  leave  to  the  Illinois  Legis- 
lative Council  in  Springfield,  has  been  brought  back  to  the  campus 
to  serve  not  only  as  Professor  of  Government,  but  also  as  Director 
of  Alumni  Services.  It  is  hoped  that  his  appointment  will  strengthen 
our  total  organization  by  giving  our  alumni  a  specific  point  of  con- 
tact with  the  campus  at  Carbondale  and  by  drawing  together  the 
various  activities  dependent  upon  their  support.  Immediately  after 
his  appointment  as  Director  of  Alumni  Services  at  Southern,  Dr. 
Alexander  was  honored  by  being  elected  the  first  president  of  the 
recently  organized  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  Alumni  Associ- 
ation. 

C.  Workshops  and  Other  Services 

1.  Health  Education  in-Service  Training 

a.  Workshops:  In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
Illinois  Joint  Committee  on  School  Health  (see  P.  32,  A  Basic 
Plan   for    Student   Health    and    Health     Education   in    Teacher- 
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Training  Institutions)  a  summer  Workshop  in  Health  Education 
was  given  in  the  Department  of  Physiology  and  Health  Education 
in  cooperation  with  the  Illinois  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  in  the  summer  of  1945. 

Such  a  program  is  again  contemplated  for  the  summer  of 
1946  in  cooperation  with  the  Departments  of  Public  Instruction 
and  Public  Health.  This  summer,  however,  credentials  of  can- 
didates for  admission  to  the  course  will  be  approved  by  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service.  Stipends  of  $100  each  are  to  be  made 
available  to  selected  candidates.  It  is  expected  that  approxi- 
mately sixty  candidates  will  be  selected  for  this  course. 

b.  Consultant  Services  to  High  Schools  in  Southern  Illinois: 
This  spring  the  Department  of  Physiology  and  Health  Education 
has  inaugurated  a  consultant  service  in  cooperation  with  the 
Office  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Kellogg  Foundation.  Four 
high  schools  are  participating  (Mt.  Vernon,  Anna-Jonesboro, 
Vienna  and  Mounds  City)  and  one  county  school  group  (Massac 
County)  have  asked  for  consultation  service.  Visits  to  these 
schools  and  conferences  on  the  University  campus  are  planned 
for  spring  and  fall  quarters  of  1946. 

c.  Health  Extension  Courses:  The  Department  of  Physiology 
and  Health  Education  has  had  extension  courses  in  Mt.  Vernon, 
Mounds  City,  and  Vienna,  this  year  and  one  course  was  com- 
pleted last  spring  in  Metropolis.  These  courses  were  especi- 
ally planned  on  a  functional  basis  for  in-service  teachers. 

On  campus,  night  courses  have  also  been  taught  this  year. 
These  courses  are  open  to  in-service  teachers  and  campus  stu- 
dents. 

2.  Workshops  in  the  College  of  Education 

The  College  of  Education  is  again  offering  an  eight-week 
workshop  in  Rural  Education  on  the  campus  during  the  regular 
summer  session.  In  addition,  a  three-week  workshop  of  a  gen- 
eral nature  will  be  offered  at  Mt.  Vernon  in  August  for  the 
teachers  of  Jefferson  County.  Plans  are  also  in  process  for  at 
least  two  one-week  workshops  in  Conservation  in  August;  one  of 
these  in  all  probability  will  be  in  Randolph  County.  Also  on  cam- 
pus during  the  regular  summer  term,  July  10,  11,  and  12,  will 
be  given  an  intensive  workshop  in  Aviation  Education  in  Public 
Schools.  The  College  of  Education  is  also  cooperating  with  the 
workshop  in  Health  Education.

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The  graduate  program  at  Southern  has  continued  to  improve  both  in 
number  of  enrollees  and  in  the  breadth  of  offerings.  The  number  of  gradu- 
ate students,  other  than  post-graduates,  has  increased  from  35  in  the  win- 
ter quarter  to  50  in  the  spring  quarter.  The  50  graduate  students  this 
spring  represent  a  total  of  116  class  registrations,  as  compared  to  11  grad- 
uate students  representing  a  total  of  15  class  registrations  in  the  spring 
quarter  of  1945.  The  first  graduate  bulletin  with  announcements  of  offerings 
in  the  graduate  school  was  made  available  for  distribution  early  in  the  year. 

VI.  Buildings  and  Grounds 

vVith  a  doubled  enrollment  and  a  small  plant,  Southern  is  operating 
with  grossly  inadequate  office  space,  and  classrooms  are  in  such  de- 
mand that  a  special  investigation  is  underway  to  determine  how  to 
schedule  classes  earlier  and  later  in  the  day,  and  at  night.  The  short- 
age of  faculty  housing  makes  it  difficult  to  attract  new  staff  members. 
We  hope  the  Board  can  find  a  way  to  enable  private  financing  of  stu- 
dent dormitories  and  a  student  union  building. 

Our  program  of  appraisal  and  negotiation  for  purchase  of  82  proper- 
ties is  proceeding  successfully  under  the  plan  set  up  by  the  Director. 
We  trust  that  all  possible  influence  will  be  used  to  prevent  Federal 
stoppage  of  our  building  program  as  well  as  our  program  of  repairs. 
Any  delay  in  constructing  the  new  heating  plant  will  be  a  great  handi- 
cap to  any  new  developments.  The  training  school  unit  is  equally  nec- 
essary. 

Requisitions  have  been  submitted  for  all  the  nine  major  repair  projects 
in  our  budget.  Contracts  have  been  awarded,  however,  for  only  four, 
being  under  a  third  of  the  total  amount  requisitioned.  Work  is  almost 
complete  on  tunnels  and  steam  supply  between  the  Auditorium  and  the 
Allyn  Building.  In  process  is  the  contract  for  construction  of  Regist- 
rar's vault  and  alterations  to  the  President's  Office.  We  hope  for  an 
early  letting  of  the  remaining  contracts  since  these  repairs  are  badly 
needed.

VIII.    Student  Life 

A.    Student  Activities 

1.  Southern  Maroons,  by  virtue  of  winning  the  Illinois  Intercollegi- 
ate Athletic  Conference  title,  were  chosen^to  represent  Illinois 
at  the  National  Intercollegiate  Basketball  Tournament  at  Kansas 
City  in  March,  1946.  The  Maroons  won  five  games  in  six  days 
and  were  crowned  the  National  Basketball  Champions  for  1946. 

2.  On  Saturday,  March  2,  1946,  the  Women's  Athletic  Association 
held  its  "Sports  Day".  Representatives  from  Eastern,  Old  Nor- 
mal, Southeastern  Missouri  State  Teachers  College  of  Cape  Gir- 
ardeau, and  Washington  University  of  St.  Louis,  participated  in 
the  various  events.  The  sports  offered  were  bowling,  badminton, 
table  tennis  and  basketball.  The  day  ended  with  a. social  gather- 
ing at  which  there  was  square  and  folk  dancing. 

3.  Since  about  60  per  cent  of  the  spring  enrollees  are  men,  there 
has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  social  events.  One 
unusual  social  event  was  the  benefit  party  given  by  the  girls  of 
Anthony  Hall  for  the  boys  of.  Sigma  Beta  Mu,  who  lost  their  per- 
sonal belongings  when  their  house  partially  burned. 

4.  The  new  Veterans'  Lounge    was    formally    opened    with  a  tea  for 
veterans    and   faculty    members    on     February    14,    1946.    The 
Lounge  is  located  on  the  first   floor    of    Old  Science  building  and 
is  now  the  scene  of  both  activity  and  study. 

5.  Three  Egyptian  delegates  and  their  staff  adviser  attended  the 
twenty-second  annual  contest  of  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press 
Association  which  was  held  in  New  York  at  Columbia  University 
on  March  21,-23,  1946.  The  new  editor  of  The  Egyptian  was 
elected  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  the  teachers  college  section, 
and  their  staff  adviser  was  chosen  as  one  of  two  faculty  sponsors 
for  this  section. 
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6.  Two  women  students,  the  Dean  of  Women,  and  the  Director  of 
Housing  attended  the  Central  Intercollegiate  Association  of 
Women  Students'  conference  held  on  April  4-6,  1946,  at  North- 
western University. 

7.  The  social  fraternity,  Delta  Delta  Chi,  has  been  reorganized 
recently.  The  Inter-Fraternity  Council  has  been  organized  and 
is  functioning  admirably.  A  traveling  scholarship  plaque  is  be- 
ing awarded  each  auarter  to  the  fraternity  with  the  highest 
scholastic  average. 

B.    Student  Housing 

A  house-to-house  canvas  of  all  streets  in  Carbondale,  to  find  va- 
cant rooms  that  could  be  rented,  was  made  in  February  with  fifty 
students,  mainly  veterans,  participating.  As  a  result  of  this  sur- 
vey, sixty  additional  rooms  were  obtained  for  student  housing. 

These  students  reported  an  already  overcrowded  condition  in  most 
of  the  homes  of  Carbondale.  The  population  of  Carbondale  has  in- 
creased thirty  per  cent  since  1940  without  additional  building; 
hence,  the  crowded  condition  which  exists. 

In  general,  the  prices  for  student  rooms  remain  within  the  price 
average  of  the  past  few  years,  but  the  number  of  householders  who 
are  raising  their  rents  is  steadily  increasing.  This  is  especially 
true  for  married  students  who  desire  cooking  privileges. 

At  the  January  7,  1946,  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers  College 
Board,  Chairman  Richard  Dunn  asked  for  an  estimate  of  new  hous- 
ing needs  by  the  fall  of  1946,  which  was  as  follows:  married 
couples,  225;  men,  900;  women  650;  total,  1775. 

This  estimate  was  based  upon  the  following  assumption:  (1)  More 
students  would  register  if  assured  of  satisfactory  housing,  (2)  the 
quality  of  housing  should  be  the  same  at  Southern  as  in  other  cities, 
and  (3)  the  housing  should  be  available  at  Carbondale  thus  eliminat- 
ing the  necessity  of  commuting. 

All  present  evidence  indicates  that  these  estimates  were  much  too 
low.  No  housing  for  veteran  students  has  as  yet  been  provided  un- 
der Federal  Public  Housing  Authority,  but  a  permit  has  been  se- 
cured for  use  of  dormitories  suitable  for  single  veterans  at  the 
Illinois  Ordnance  Plant.  The  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority  is 
actively  at  work  preparing  for  fifty-five  family  units  at  the  same 
location,  about  ten  miles  from  the  University.  Transportation  will 
be  a  serious  difficulty,  but  under  Federal  regulations  it  seems  we 
cannot  secure  any  housing  at  Carbondale  because  an  available  Fed- 
eral facility  exists  within  twenty-five  miles  of  the  University. 

IX.    Miscellaneous 

A.    Veterans  Guidance  Center 

The  Veterans'  Guidance  Center  has  been  moved  from  Old  Science 
building   to    a    residence    which    is    only    a  short  distance  from  the 
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University  campus.  Up  to  February  28,  1946,  the  Veterans'  Guid- 
ance Center  had  counseled  a  total  of  627  cases,  of  this  number  406 
cases  were  counseled  by  faculty  members  of  Southern.  Southern 
furnishes  three  full-time  faculty  members  and  one  half-time  facul- 
ty member  for  the  Veterans'  Guidance  Center.  Morale  at  the  Cen- 
ter is  high  and  the  staff  is  doing  a  fine  job. 

Rather  frequently  a  veteran  who  is  not  a  high  school  graduate  but 
who  possesses  a  high  I.  Q.  is  advised  to  take  the  General  Educa- 
tional Development  Test  for  high  school  work.  When  the  veteran 
passes  this  test  which  is  given  from  the  Dean  of  Men's  Office,  he 
is  permitted  to  enroll  as  a  regular  college  freshman. 

Over  650  veterans  are  now  enrolled  at  Southern.  The  veterans  en- 
rolling in  freshman  classes  emphasize  the  choice  of  business,  en- 
gineering, and  medicine,  whereas  students  who  have  spent  some 
time  in  college  tend  to  complete  the  curricula  which  they  had  begun 
before  entering  the  armed  forces.  Classes  in  mathematics,  com- 
merce, zoology,  chemistry,  and  industrial  education  are  congested. 

B.    Alumni  Directory 

In  early  April  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  Alumni 
Directory  came  off  the  press.  This  directory,  which  contains  the 
names  and  addresses  of  approximately  7000  alumni  since  1876,  is 
being  distributed  with  pride  and  with  the  firm  belief  that  it  will  be 
a  great  factor  in  planning  and  effecting  alumni  activities  and  ser- 
vices.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING 

of  the 
TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 

July  8,  1946 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  college 
presidents  was  held  at  9:30  A.M.  on  Monday,  July  8,  1946,  in  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Hotel,  Springfield,  Illinois.  Frank  G.  Thompson,  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Registration  and  Education  and  Chairman  of  the  Board,  presided.

Chairman  Thompson  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  roll  call  was 
taken. 

Chairman  Thompson  expressed  his  thanks  to  Mr.  Edward  Miles  for 
assuming  the  duties  of  the  Co-ordinator  at  this  meeting,  Mr.  Edwin  McDon- 
ald, former  Co-ordmator,  having  recently  resigned. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April  22,  1946  were  read.  Secretary 
Nickell  said  five  corrections  concerning  primarily  the  dates  of  employment 
of  faculty  members  were  to  be  made  in  the  report  of  Southern  Illinois  Nor- 
mal University.    The  minutes  stood  approved  as  read  and  corrected. 

The  matter  of  testing  students  and  faculty  members  of  the  teachers 
:olleges  for  tuberculosis  was  discussed.  Secretary  Nickell  said  he  had  made 
the  request  to  Dr.  Roland  R.  Cross,  Director  of  Public  Health,  that  these 
tests  be  given  at  the  teachers  colleges.  The  college  presidents  said  that  the 
mobile  unit  had  been  to  the  colleges.  President  Adams  said  that  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty  members  were  very  co-operative  in  taking  these  tests. 

Chairman  Thompson  asked  if  the  unit  would  again  be  available  this  fall 
and  Secretary  Nickell  said  it  would  be  after  the  students  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  are  tested.  Chairman  Thompson  brought  out  the  fact  that  tubercu- 
losis is  on  the  increase  in  the  State  of  Illinois  and  Secretary  Nickell  said  he 
thought  it  should  be  mandatory  that  the  teachers  and  students  be  tested. 
Chairman. Thompson  asked  if  Secretary  Nickell  wished  to  offer  a  resolution 
to  that  effect;  Secretary  Nickell  said  he  would  like  to  talk  with  Dr.  Cross 
about  the  availability  of  the  unit  before  offering  a  resolution.  Although  the 
Board  expressed  no  disapproval  of  the  matter,  it  was  decided  that  no  definite 
action  should  be  taken  until  after  Dr.  Cross  is  consulted. 
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REPORT  FOR  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Adams  presented  the  report  for  Northern,  stressing  Items 
VI  and  IX,  which  deal  with  the  post-war  building  program  and  the  need  for 
increased  appropriation  to  the  Teachers  College  Income  Fund.  In  regard  to 
the  former,  President  Adams  said  that  it  was  not  possible  to  purchase  the 
property  for  the  expansion  program  at  the  estimate  price  made  two  years 
ago.  The  fact  that  the  chances  are  very  slim  that  the  federal  public  housing 
building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  veterans  in  the  fall  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board. 

President  Adams  said  that  at  least  an  additional  $150,000.00  would  be 
needed  to  meet  the  increased  costs  brought  on  by  the  returning  servicemen's 
demand  for  college  education.  Chairman  Thompson  asked  if  this  amount 
would  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  expenses  this  biennium.  President  Adams 
said  it  would  see  them  through  this  biennium.  Secretary  Nickell  said  the 
Finance  Department  should  be  contacted  before  a  resolution  is  made. 

Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Item  IX,  which  section  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  simi- 
lar sections  of  the  other  institutions.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Miss 
Mclntire,  carried  unanimously,  and  the  report  for  Northern  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College  was  approved. 

REPORT  FOR  EASTERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Buzzard  presented  the  report  for  Eastern  with  the  following 
correction:  Under  Item  II  FACULTY,  sub-heading  1,  Section  C-3,  change 
$135.00  to  "$202.50". 

President  Buzzard  said  Eastern's  plans  for  campus  addition  have  been 
held  up  because  of  the  excessive  prices  asked  by  land  owners. 

An  additional  amount  of  $190,000.00  is  needed  in  the  Income  Fund  to 
take  care  of  expenses  this  biennium. 

President  Buzzard  said  Eastern  is  badly  in  need  of  a  large  building  to 
be  used  for  general  storage.  Since  the  structure  is  needed  at  once,  Eastern 
plans  to  erect  an  eight  unit  prefabricated  building  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$18,000.00.  Chairman  Thompson  asked  if  such  a  structure  would  interfere 
with  the  architecture  of  the  campus.    President  Buzzard  said  it  would  not. 

Chairman  Thompson  asked  if  the  new  position  mentioned  in  Item  III, 
OTHER  EMPLOYEES,  sub-heading  6,  section  a,  is  really  necessary.  Presi- 
dent Buzzard  said  he  believed  such  a  position  would  make  for  greater  effi- 
ciency. 

Chairman  Thompson  then  read  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by  Mr.  Rich- 
ard F.  Dunn  emphasizing  the  fact  that  new  classifications  of  labor  should  be 
made  and  asked  that  the  following  corrections  be  made  in  his  letter:  change 
from  farm  hand  to  general  farmer.  Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  Chairman 
Thompson  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Governor  Green  with  the  request  that 
new  classifications  of  labor  be  made.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Guin,  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 
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Secretary  Niekell  moved  that  the  President  of  the  Board  be  authorized 
to  change  or  alter  these  proposed  changes  m  classification  as  the  conditions 
which  are  faced  require  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  approve  the  personnel 
selected  to  fill  such  vacancies.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Pegelow 
and  carried. 

There  was  a  discussion  concerning  the  proper  listing  of  titles  of  col- 
lege employees  on  the  payroll.  Chairman  Thompson  especially  mentioned 
that  employees  should  not  be  listed  as  faculty  assistants  unless  they  actu- 
ally work  in  that  capacity.  Discussed  at  some  length  was  the  suitability  of 
the  title,  Executive  Assistant  in  Administration  and  Education.  The  Board 
concluded  that  the  title  would  be  more  exacting  if  the  first  word  were 
omitted,  but  no  definite  action  was  taken  on  the  matter. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Pegelow  to  accept  the  report  with  the 
exception  of  Item  IV,  ORGANIZATION  and  numbers  20  and  21  under  Item  X, 
SUMMARY.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Walker,  the  motion  carried  unanimously,  and 
the  report  for  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  approved. 

"Mr.  Guin,  Chairman  of  the  Salary  S:hedule  Committee  for  Illinois 
Teachers  Colleges,  reported  to  the  Board  that  on  May  16th,  1946,  the 
Salary  Schedule  Committee  of  this  Board,  appointed  with  power  to  act 
held  a  meeting  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  and  adopted  a  Salary  Schedule 
for  Illinois  Teachers  Colleges.  Mr.  Hitter  handed  a  copy  of  the  Salary 
Schedule,  as  adopted  by  the  Committee,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
which  Salary  Schedule  was  thereupon  examined  by  the  Board  members. 
Mr.  Guin  then  moved  that  the  action  of  the  Salary  Schedule  Committee 
in  approving  the  Salary  Schedule,  and  the  Salary  Schedule  itself,  as 
approved  by  the  Committee,  both  be  approved  by  this  Board.  The  mo- 
tion was  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn,  and  the  motion  was  submitted,  where- 
upon the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted."

Following  the  recess  for  lunch  Secretary  Niekell  presided  over  the 
meeting  for  a  short  time. 

REPORT  FOR  ILLINOIS  STATE  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

President  Fairchild  presented  the  report  for  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  with  the  following  corrections:  Insert  between  sub-headings  1  and 
2  under  Item  II,  FACULTY  the  sub-heading    "1-A.    Retirement"    and  follow 

it  with  "a. 

Miss  May  Goodwin,  Instructor  and  Assistant  Principal  of  the  Affiliated 
Illinois  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens  School  since  1920  has  decided  she 
would  like  to  retire,  effective  date  August  23,  1946." 

Insert  after  Item  II,  FACULTY,  sub-heading  6,  section  c-3  the  follow- 
ing:   "(4)  Mr.  Weldon  Watterson,  Assistant  Professor  of  Geography,  to  fill  a 
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leave  of  absence  position  resulting  from  a  leave  granted  to  Miss  Neva 
McDavitt.  The  salary  for  this  position  is  $335.00  per  month  or  $3,015.00 
for  the  school  year  of  nine  months."'  "(5)  Dr.  G.  Harlowe  Evans,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Physical  Science  (physical  chemistry),  to  fill  an  existing  va- 
cancy that  resulted  from  the  retirement  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Adams  as  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Science  in  August  1945,  at  which  time  Dr.  R.  U. 
Gooding  was  appointed  Head,  the  position  in  the  department  never  having 
been  filled.  This  appointment  to  the  faculty  of  I.  S.  N.  U.  is  effective  Sep- 
tember 1946,  with  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  at  a  salary  of  $375.00 
per  month  or  $3,375.00  for  the  school  year  of  nine  months.'1;  under  Item  II, 
FACULTY,  sub-heading  8,  add  at  the  bottom  of  page  10  the  name  of  "Harry 
Lovelass"  for  the  months  of  July  and  August  at  "$300.00"  per  month  or 
"$600.00"  for  the  two  months.;  under  Item  II,  FACULTY,  sub-heading  10, 
change  the  title  of  Preston  Ensign  from  "Business  Manager"  to  "Executive 
Assistant  in  Administration  and  Education",  change  his  salary  per  month 
from"$360.0D"to"$420. 00";  under  Item  VI,  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS; 
sub-heading  3,  change  "fifteen"  to  "nineteen";  insert  between  numbers  2 
and  3  under  Item  X  SUMMARY  the  number  "2-A"  and  follow  it  with  "The 
approval  of  the  retirement  of  Miss  May  Goodwin.";  under  Item  X  SUMMARY 
number  10,  change  "Fell"  to  "Smith";  insert  between  numbers  12  and  13 
under  Item  X  SUMMARY  the  number  "12- A"  and  follow  it  with  "The  appoint- 
ment of  Weldon  vVatterson  and  G.  Harlowe  Evans  as  Assistant  Professors 
as  indicated." 

President  Fairchild  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  Lake  Bloomington 
Project.  Since  there  is  little  available  land  left  and  since  there  are  so  many 
different  agencies  wishing  to  lease  land  at  Lake  Bloomington,  he  said  it  is 
necessary  to  take  action  soon.  Secretary  Nickell  asked  if  the  planned  struc- 
tures could  be  used  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer.  President  Fairchild 
said  they  could  be  used  in  winter,  but  the  project  is  essentially  a  summer 
one. 

Mr.  Dunn  moved  that  the  Teachers  College  Board  has  no  objection  to  a 
lease  being  obtained  from  the  City  of  Bloomington  to  the  proposed  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  Foundation  for  Privileges  at  Lake  Bloomington  with- 
out cost  to  the  State  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Guin  seconded  the  motion  and  it  carried 
unanimously. 

On  behalf  of  all  the  State  Teachers  Colleges,  President  Fairchild 
brought  up  for  discussion  the  matter  of  resuming  the  practice  of  having  a 
Teachers  College  Conference  in  the  early  fall.  This  conference  was  former- 
ly held  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  during  the  month  of  September.  The  purpose 
of  this  conference,  which  was  attended  by  all  the  faculty  members  of  the 
teachers  colleges,  was  to  stimulate  interest  and  to  provide  for  a  general  ex- 
change of  ideas.  President  Adams  pointed  out  that  such  a  conference  would 
add  to  the  breaks  in  the  school  program  this  fall. 

Mr.  Guin  made  a  motion  that  the  Board  approve  such  a  meeting  if  all 
the  teachers  colleges  agree  unanimously  on  having  it.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Davis 
the  motion  carried. 

Secretary  Nickell  made  the  following  amendment  to  the  report  of  Nor- 
mal: On  page  6,  under  Item  II  FACULTY,  sub-heading  5,  section  b,  1  and  2, 
immediately  following  2,  add  the  following:  "Both  above  positions  are  non- 
faculty  positions."  The  amendment,  seconded  by  Miss  Mclntire,  carried 
unanimously. 
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Mr.  Dunn  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  as  amended.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Guin,  carried  unanimously,  and  the  report  for  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  was  approved. 

REPORT  FOR  WESTERN  ILLINOIS  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

President  Beu  presented  the  report  for  Western.  Special  mention  was 
made  of  the  large  summer  school  enrollment  of  1150  students.  President 
Beu  stressed  the  need  for  four  years  of  general  college  work  at  Western. 
Chairman  Thompson  said  that  a  committee  composed  of  Miss  Mclntire,  Mr. 
Guin,  and  Secretary  Nickell  should    onsider  the  matter. 

Mrs.  Pegelow  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  with  the  exception  of 
number  DD  under  Item  X.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Means,  the  x  motion  arried, 
and  the  report  for  vVestern  Illinois  State  Teachers  college  was  approved. 

REPORT  FOR  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS  NORMAL  UNIVERSITY 

President  Lay  presented  the  report  for  Southern  with  the  following 
corrections:  Under  Item  II  FACULTY,  sub-heading  H,  change  the  annual 
salary  of  J.  Henry  Schroeder  from  "1800.00"  to  "1980.00"  and  his  monthly 
salary  from  "200.00"  to  "220.00";  under  Item  II  FACULTY,  sub-heading  H, 
column  entitled  Number  of  Weeks  Employed  on  page  13,  delete  "6*",  under 
Item  II  FACULTY,  sub-heading  I,  change  the  salary  of  Jean  Stehr  for  the 
month  of  June  from  "162.50"  to  "180.00". 

Motion  was  made  by  Miss  Mclntire  to  approve  the  report.  Seconded 
by  Mr.  Davis,  the  motion  carried,  and  the  report  for  Southern  Illinois  Nor- 
mal University  was  approved. 

With  reference  to  all  the  teachers  colleges,  the  matter  of  supplemen- 
tary appropriations,  which  are  needed  for  the  instruction  and  housing  of  vet- 
erans, was  discussed.    Mr.  Dunn  offered  the  following   resolution: 

WHEREAS,  in  preparation  of  the  biennium  budgets  for  the  Illinois 
Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities  it  is  necessary  to  estimate  for 
two  years  in  advance  the  money  income  expected  to  be  taken  in  at  each  of  the 
Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities,  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  practice  and  custom  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board,  the  Budgetary  Commission,  and  the  General  Assembly  to  include  the 
amount  thereof  as  an  integral  part  of  the  biennium  appropriation  for  each  of 
the  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities,  and, 

WHEREAS,  since  the  estimates  and  subsequent  appropriations  for  each 
of  these  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities  of  Illinois  for  the  pre- 
sent biennium  there  has  been  a  greatly  increased  enrollment  of  students  and 
a  consequent  increase  in  the  actual  income  at  each  of  the  Teachers  Colleges 
and  Normal  Universities  of  Illinois  which  greatly  exceeds  the  estimates  as 
made  in  advance  of  the  biennium,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  increased  enrollment  has  caused  a  proportional  in- 
crease in  operating  costs  for  each  of  the  colleges,  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  additional  expense  caused  by    the  increased  enrollment 
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and  operational  costs  cannot  be  met  unless  the  excess  of  actual  income  over 
estimate  income  is  made  available  to  the  appropriated  funds,  and, 

WHEREAS,  these  excess  funds  have  accumulated  .because  of  the  re- 
turn to  these  institutions  of  hundreds  of  ex-servicemen,  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  necessary  to  use  such  excess  income  funds  to  meet 
the  needs  of  returning  veterans  for  adequate  housing  and  education,  and, 

WHEREAS,  such  funds  can  be  made  available  by  a  supplemental  appro- 
priation by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD  OF  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS  in  regular 
meeting  assembled  that  we  request  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of 
Finance,  the  Budgetary  Commission,  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and 
Governor  Green  to  the  end  that  a  supplemental  appropriation  measure  be 
adopted  for  the  five  Teachers  Colleges  and  Normal  Universities  making 
such  excess  income  available  for  expenditure  by  the  Teachers  Colleges  and 
Normal  Universities  of  Illinois  for  use  during  the  current  biennium. 

Secretary  Nickell  seconded  the  resolution  and  it  carried  unanimously. 

There  was  a  discussion  on  the  preparation  of  the  budgets  of  the 
teachers  colleges.  Chairman  Thompson  said  he  would  appoint  a  Budget 
Committee  in  the  very  near  future.  Budgets  prepared  this  year  will  have  to 
be  subject  to  change.  Since  the  budgets  have  to  be  approved  by  many  agen- 
cies, Chairman  Thompson  urged  the  presidents  of  the  teachers  colleges  to 
get  their  budgets  in  shape  not  later  than  the  middle  of  October. 

Chairman  Thompson  brought  up  the  cfue.stion  of  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Teachers  College  Board  with  the  Board  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  said 
that  Secretary  Nickell  would  arrange  the  details  with  the  members  of  the 
Teachers  College  Board  when  and  if  the  meeting  takes  place. 

After  a  short  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  practice  of  holding  the 
meetings  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  at  the  Teachers  Colleges  should  be 
resumed. 

Secretary  Nickell  moved  that  the  next  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board,  date  of  which  is  October  14,  1946,  be  held  at  Northern  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College,  DeKalb,  Illinois.  Mr.  Guin  seconded  the  motion  and  it 
carried  unanimously. 

In  connection  with  the  building  programs  at  each  of  the  Teachers  Col- 
leges, certain  tracts  and  parcels  of  real  estate  must  be  purchased.  Mr. 
Dunn  offered  the  following  resolution  to  meet  this  situation  at  Illinois  State 
Normal  University; 

WHEREAS,  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  in  regu- 
lar session  assembled  this  8th  day  of  July,  1946,  has,  on  this  date  and  on 
previous  occasions,  approved  certain  plans  for  the  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  at  Normal,  Illinois,  and, 
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WHEREAS,  in  order  to  provide  additional  grounds  for  the  location  of 
buildings  and  the  expansion  of  educational  facilities,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
acquire  tracts  and  parcels  of  real  estate,  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, that  it  is  necessary  for  the  State  of  Illinois  to  acquire  for  the  use  of

The  enrollment  for  the  eight  weeks'  summer  session  of  1946  has 
reached  a  new  high  for  summer  school  work  at  this  college  with 
657  students  on  the  campus.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

I  should  like  to  bring  the  members  of  the  board  up  to  date  on  the  situ- 
ation with  respect  to  our  postwar  building  program.  The  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  new  college  library  are  complete  and  have  been 
approved  by  the  college  and  the  Department  of  Architecture  and  En- 
gineering. The  working  drawings  that  will  accompany  these  plans  are 
nearly  completed.  There  is  no  reason  why  this  project  should  not  be 
advertised  for  bids  within  a  month. 

The  women's  dormitory  plans  are  complete,  have  been  approved  by 
the  college  and  the  Department  of  Architecture  and  Engineering.  The 
specifications  and  drawings  are  to  be  completed  by  August  1.  Since 
this  building  is  located  on  the  main  college  campus,  it  could  be  start- 
ed as  soon  after  these  are  complete  as  is  required  to  let  the  bids. 

The  plans  for  the  modification  in  the  college  power  plant  and  the  re- 
conversion of  our  electrical  distribution  system  are  now  nearly  com- 
plete. The  continuation  of  our  college  program  next  year  is  closely 
tied  up  with  this  reconversion  that  it  is  almost  essential  that  this  pro- 
ject precede  or  accompany  the  college  dormitory. 

We  have  now  completed  the  purchase  of  six  of  our  eight  parcels  of 
property  for  our  expansion  program.  The  two  not  completed  consti- 
tute a  vacant  lot  and  some  farm  land  adjoining  the  main  college  pro- 
ject. The  Department  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  expects  to  let 
a  contract  for  the  landscaping  and  developing  of  this  area  during  the 
present  calendar  year.  We  have  been  receiving  the  finest  cooperation 
from  the  state  agencies  and  our  own  department  but  in  spite  of  all 
this,  not  one  single  contract  has  been  let! 

Recently  I  explained  to  the  board  about  the  federal  public  housing 
buildings  that  were  being  installed  on  the  campus  to  house  112  veter- 
ans, 64  of  these  in  dormitories  for  single  men  and  the  others  in 
apartments  for  married  veterans.  The  first  two  out  of  the  first  eight 
buildings  are  now  being verected.  The  building  most  advanced  at  pre- 
sent will  be  ready  for  occupancy  on  August  1.  Six  of  the  eight  build- 
ings included  in  the  first  contract  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  Septem- 
ber 1.  These  buildings  were  promised  for  June  12.  All  of  the  build- 
ings were  promised  for  September  15.  At  the  present  rate  of  opera- 
tion, they  will  not  be  available  for  the  opening  of  college.

m.  I  wish  to  report  for  approval  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Arthur 
Witt  Blair  as  director  of  training  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  O.  M.  Chute.  Mr.  Blair  earned  his 
bachelor's  degree  at  the  North  Texas  State  Teachers  College, 
his  master's  degree  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  is  a  can- 
didate for  the  doctor's  degree   at  Harvard  University.    He  has 
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had  teaching  experience  in  the  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  of  Texas,  as  principal  and  superintendent  of  an  elemen- 
tary school  system,  as  college  teacher  with  direct  supervision 
of  student  teachers  at  the  National  College  of  Education,  Evan- 
ston,  Illinois,  as  curriculum  director  of  the  Fort  Smith,  Arkan- 
sas public  schools,  and  as  college  instructor  at  Texas  Chris- 
tian University  Fort  Worth  where  he  had  charge  of  the  student 
teaching  program.  He  served  in  the  Army  Air  Corps  from 
1942  until  1945.  He  will  receive  a  salary  of  $4800  for  twelve 
months  and  will  begin  work  on  September  1. 

n.  I  wish  to  report  for  approval  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  J. 
Rohde,  Jr.,  to  take  a  position  in  the  Biological  Science  Depart- 
ment. This  is  a  position  which  has  not  been  filled  for  a  number 
of  years  because  of  lowered  enrollments,  but  at  present  with 
the  increased  student  load,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  another 
faculty  member  in  this  department.  Mr.  Rohde  earned  his 
bachelor's  degree  at  the  State  Teachers  College,  Whitewater, 
Wisconsin  and  his  master's  degree  at  Marquette  University. 
He  has  had  nearly  a  year  of  additional  post  graduate  work  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota.  Mr.  Rohde  has  had  teaching  ex- 
perience at  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  the  field  of  biology 
and  served  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  as  a  biologist.  He 
was  also  a  member  of  the  armed  services  during  the  war.  Mr. 
Rohde  will  receive  a  salary  of  $2800  for  nine  months  and  will 
begin  work  in  September. 

IX.    MISCELLANEOUS 

One  of  the  grave  dangers  facing  a  college  during  this  period  of  unpre- 
dictable enrollments  and  increased  costs  is  the  inability  on  the  part  of 
presidents  to  plan  far  enough  in  advance  concerning  their  estimated  in- 
come to  have  it  included  in  state  appropriations.  There  is  no  part  in 
the  preparation  of  a  budget  that  consumes  as  much  time  or  needs  as 
much  careful  evaluation  as  the  section  on  estimated  income. 

-  Two  factors  concerned  directly  with  the  returning  veterans  and  their 
demand  for  college  education,  have  necessitated  a  complete  replanning 
as  we  finish  the  first  fiscal  year  and  enter  the  second.  These  two  fac- 
tors are  increased  staff  members  because  of  increased  enrollment,  and 
the  increased  fees  which  are  today  being  received  from  the  returning 
G.I.  There  are  supplementary  factors  connected  with  both  of  these, 
such  as  the  expense  of  various  housing  projects  which  must  be  borne 
by  the  college  and  the  fees  from  the  Veterans  Guidance  Center  which, 
while  they  create  no  profit,  do  create  a  budget  difficulty  since  they  are 
paid  out  of  available  money  and  the  income  goes  into  unavailable  money. 
I  am  attaching  with  this  board  report  a  loose  sheet,  giving  a  careful 
estimate  of  the  income  situation  at  the  college  at  DeKalb  for  the  second 
year  of  the  biennium  in  terms  of  what  it  was  estimated  to  be  at  the  time 
of  the  appropriation. 

I  believe  members  of  the  board  will  see  clearly  that  if  a  special  session 
of  the  legislature  is  called,  that  a  request  should  be  made  for  $150,000 
or  thereabouts,  for  this  college  to  have  available  for  spending  in  its  in- 
come fund.     It  is   my   feeling   that   since  all   of  our  colleges  are  facing 
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approximately  the  same  situation,  that  there  will  be  needed  a  propor- 
tionate amount  for  each  of  the  other  colleges.  I  feel  certain  that  this 
bill  should  be  prepared  by  the  department  and  be  ready  in  case  such  a 
session  is  called  or  at  least,  to  have  it  ready  at  the  opening  of  the  re- 
gular session.  I  understand  from  talking  with  the  president  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  that  they  are  planning  a  similar  request  for  sim- 
ilar reasons  to  the  university  appropriation.  While  it  may  be  difficult 
to  explain  that  these  are  not  deficiency  appropriations,  nevertheless, 
since  they  are  caused  almost  entirely  by  the  veterans  situation,  that 
could  not  be  estimated  that  far  in  advance,  they  are  valid  uses  of  the 
state's  fiscal  procedure.  I  should  like  to  recommend  that  this  board 
approve  such  an  action  on  the  part  of  the  administration.

The  following  report  is  submitted  from  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University: 
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I.  STUDENTS 

1.  Attendance 

a.  Second  Semester   . 

(l)The  second  semester  (1945-1946)  attendance  report  was 
submitted  at  the  April  22  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board  and,  since  there  were  no  changes  since  the  time  of 
the  last  report,  any  additional  figures  at  this  time  are  un- 
necessary. 

b.  Summer  Session  1946 

(1)  Intersession.  The  official  report  on  the  Inter  session  regis- 
tration, June  10  -  June  29,  will  be  presented  in  a  later  re- 
port. At  this  time  it  is  interesting  to  comment  on  the  fact 
that  there  was  an  enrollment  of  801  in  the  Intersession. this 
year  as  compared  with  404  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  It  is  evident  that  the  three  weeks  Intersession, 
with  concentration  upon  one  subject  and  three  class  meet- 
ings per  day  and  granting  three  semester  hours  of  credit, 
is  meeting  the  needs  of  many  persons. 

(2)  Regular  Summer  Session.  Although  the  registration  for  the 
regular  eight  weeks  summer  session  is  very  incomplete  at 
this  time  the  figure  at  the  end  of  the  first  day  of  classes 
(July  1)  is  1201,  as  compared  with  740  for  this  same  period 
last  summer.

She  has  had  teaching  experience  in  high  schools  in 
Illinois  with  her  last  teaching  experience  being  in  the  Madi- 
son, Wisconsin,  Public  Schools.  This  is  one  of  three  posi- 
tions at  the  Childrens  School  for  which  the  University  is  fin- 
ancially responsible, --the  position  left  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mrs.  Gertrude  O'Connor. 

(2)  Mrs.  Waneta  Sedgwick  Catey,  Instructor  in  Education,  at  a 
salary  of  $300  per  month  or  $2700  for  the  nine  months  year. 
Mrs.  Catey  has  her  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  her  master's  from  the  Colorado  College  of  Educa- 
tion. She  has  had  teaching  experience  in  Illinois,  part  of 
which  as  late  as  three  years  ago  was  on  the  affiliated  school 
faculty  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University.

IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.   Health  Education  Workshop 

For  a  second  consecutive  summer,  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
is  operating  a  Health  Education  Workshop  in  conjunction  with  the 
Illinois  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  with  55  students  registered  from  21  counties.  The 
interest  in  this  program  continues  and  promises  to  be  even  greater 
this  year  due  to  the  inclusion,  for  one  week,  of  the  administrators  of 
the  teachers  in  attendance.  In  addition  to  these  administrators,  thir- 
ty to  forty  other  administrators  not  having  teachers  in  the  workshop 
will  be  in  attendance  during  the  week  of  August  12  to  16,  with  all 
traveling  and  living  expenses  paid  by  the  federal  government  through 
the    State    Department    of    Public    Health.     This    new   procedure    is 
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designed  to  interest  administrators  in  sending  their  teachers  to  a 
similar  workshop  promised  for  next  year  having  available  for  a 
third  consecutive  summer,  stipends  of  $100  for  each  student  ap- 
proved for  attendance. 

2.  Veterans  Testing  Center 

The  work  in  the  Veterans  Testing  Center  continues  to  be  in  demand 
and  during  the  past  year  (July  1945  to  June  30,  1946)  480  veterans 
have  been  tested.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  480  counseled  and 
tested  a  total  of  325  veterans  have  received  counseling  service  only. 
Thus  official  help  has  been  given  to  805  different  veterans  in  the 
past  twelve  months.  Word  has  been  received  that  the  contract  for 
this  program  will  be  continued  for  another  year  dating  from  July  1, 
1946. 

3.  Veterans  School 

The  program  offered  in  the  Veterans  School  (Intermediate  school  be- 
tween University  High  School  and  the  University  proper)  continues  to 
be  of  interest  and  service.  Thus  far,  since  the  beginning  of  this 
work,  about  a  year  ago,  135  veterans  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  complete  high  school  work  and  many  of  them  have 
gone  to  college.  On  July  3,  1946,  there  were  50  young  men  partici- 
pating in  this  program.  This  work  will  be  continued  as  long  as  there 
is  demand  for  this  service. 

4.  Graduate  Work 

a.  Report  of  Progress 

The  Graduate  School  continues  to  play  an  increasingly  important 
part  in  the  program  of  the  University.  There  was  certainly  no 
mistake  made  in  making  this,  advanced  work  available  to  students 
desiring  graduate  study  in  the  field  of  teacher  education  and  at  a 
University  specializing  exclusively  in  such  professional  work. 
As  evidence  of  the  interest  in  and  acceptance  of  this  program  of 
graduate  study,  it  may  be  noted  that  since  the  summer  of  1944 
there  have  been  202  persons  registered  in  the  Graduate  School  and 
that  at  the  present  time  (summer  session  1946)  there  are  110  stu- 
dents registered  in  23  courses  with  total  course  registrations  num- 
bering 223,  with  20  or  more  students  in  four  courses  and  an  aver- 
age of  approximately  10  students  for  all  courses.  It  is  interesting 
to  compare  the  foregoing  figures  at  the  present  time  with  the  last 
summer  session  of  1945  when  there  were  43  students  registered 
in  15  courses  with  total  class  registrations  numbering  88. 

The  most  important  aspect  of  this  graduate  work  is  the  Consistent 
adherence  to  high  standards  that  would  be  a  credit  to  graduate 
schools  established  for  some  years  in  the  best  colleges  and  univer- 
sities in  the  country.  Library  holdings,  special  materials  and  ser- 
vices, laboratory  equipment,  background  of  preparation  of  staff 
and  duality  of  instruction,  together  with  very  thorough  committee 
work  in  admitting  and  approving  candidates  for  graduation,  have 
all  combined   to    make    the   work  a  credit  to  the  University.    Thus 
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far,  five  persons  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Education, — one  in  June  1945,  one  in  August  1945,  and  three  on 
June  3,  1946.  It  now  appears  that  there  will  be  at  least  six  who 
will  receive  this  graduate  degree  at  the  summer  commencement 
on  August  23,  1946. 

b.   New  Departments 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  University,  through  the  Graduate  Council, 
to  file  with  the  Graduate  Committee  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board  a  request,  together  with  supporting  evidence,  for  the  inclu- 
sion of  two  departments,  not  at  the  present  offering  graduate  work, 
that  appear  to  be  well  qualified  for  such  a  program.  The  depart- 
ments of  Physical  Science  and  of  Health  and  Physical  Education 
for  Women  are  now  able  to  meet  all  standards  and,  since  there  is 
a  very  large  demand  for  teachers  in  these  fields,  especially  in 
health  and  physical  education,  it  is  hoped,  when  these  requests 
are  presented  to  the  Graduate  Committee  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board  prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  that  favorable  action 
may  be  obtained. 

V.  THE  CURRICULUM-  No  report. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Old  Main 

Rapid  progress  has  been  made  on  the  removal  of  the  tower,  roof,  and 
third  story  of  Old  Main  and  at  the  present  time  all  of  the  super- 
structure has  been  removed  and  a  new  roof  is  being  placed  on  the 
floor  of  the  third  story  or  over  the  second  story.  It  is  evident  that 
the  second  story  will  be  ready  to  use  again  when  the  regular  school 
year  opens  in  September.  There  will  still  remain  the  handicap  re- 
sulting from  the  loss  of  the  third  floor  rooms  and  offices.  All  avail- 
able space  of  any  kind  whatsoever  on  the  campus  is  being  utilized 
but  it  may  be  necessary  to  rent  additional  classroom  quarters  near 
the  campus. 

2.  New  Building  Program 

Information  has  now  been  provided  to  the  Division  of  Architecture 
and  Engineering  for  their  completion  of  final  plans  for  the  Admini- 
stration Building  and  the  Auditorium.  Preliminary  work  has  been 
done  on  the  plans  for  the  Special  Education  Building.  This  was  done 
at  a  recent  meeting  on  the  campus  of  Mr.  Booton  and  the  associate 
architects  selected  for  this  building, --the  firms  of  Lundeen  and 
Hilfinger  and  of  Schaeffer,  Hooton,  and  Wilson.  Both  of  these  archi- 
tectural firms,  located  in  Bloomington,  have  now  been  given  informa- 
tion and  the  authority  to  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  plans 
for  this  building. 

3.  Land  Acquisition 

All  reports  on  abstracts  of  the  fifty-eight  pieces  of  property  desired 
and  joint  appraisals  by  three  appraisers  on  each  of  the  above  number

of  properties,  have  been  obtained.  Options  are  in  the  possession  of 
the  University  on  fifty  of  the  fifty -eight  pieces  of  property.  Approval 
of  options  and  recommendations  to  Director  Thompson  on  nineteen 
pieces  of  property  have  been  filed  by  Mr.  Dunn.  It  is  hoped  that, 
within  the  next  ten  days,  another  group  of  ten  properties  may  be 
cleared  in  the  same  manner.  This  will  cover  practically  all  of  the 
territory  immediately  desired  west  of  the  campus.  It  now  appears 
that  there  will  not  be  sufficient  funds,  after  the  purchase  of  land  ad- 
joining the  University  Farm,  to  acquire  much  land  east  of  the  campus. 
There  are  no  immediate  plans  for  this  territory  and  the  most  press- 
ing needs  west  of  the  campus  will  be  met  when  twenty-five  to  thirty 
pieces  of  property  have  been  acquired. 

VII.  AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES 

The  annual  reports  of  the  operation  of  Fell  Hall,  Smith  Hall,  the 
Cafeteria,  and  the  University  Farm  will  be  available  for  the  next 
Board  Report.  The  Cafeteria,  which  was  opened  in  November  1945, 
has  met  a  real  need  and  one  would  hesitate  to  contemplate  the  situa- 
tion regarding  food  services  if  the  University  had  not  opened  this 
place  where  students  and  faculty  could  eat.  The  dining  room  services 
at  Fell  Hall  and  Smith  Hall  have  operated  under  considerable  handi- 
cap, due  to  inability  to  get  certain  equipment  such  as  dishwashers, 
but  all  of  these  services  are  now  able  to  operate  to  capacity,  with 
Fell  Hall  accommodating  160  and  Smith  Hall  50,  aside  from  approxi- 
mately 400  meals  served  each  day  at  the  Cafeteria. 

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

Housing  continues  to  be  the  major  problem  confronting  the  University, 
since  it  controls  not  only  the  number  of  students  who  may  be  admitted 
but  also  the  attitude  and  physical  welfare  of  those  who  are  finally  ac- 
cepted. 

1.  Veterans  Housing 

Units  to  accommodate  85  married  veterans  and  96  single  veterans 
should  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  time  that  school  opens.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  these  students  in  temporary  quar- 
ters for  a  short  period  in  case  all  of  these  facilities  are  not  available. 
Ample  space  has  been  provided  on  the  south  end  of  the  University 
Farm,  facing  Sudduth  Road,  to  accommodate  housing  not  only  for  the 
twenty -seven  buildings  to  be  erected  at  this  time  but  for  a  similar 
additional  number  that  it  is  hoped  may  be  forthcoming  in  the  near  fu- 
ture from  further  appropriations  and  allocations  of  structures  by  the 
federal  government. 

2.  Civilian  Housing 

The  approval  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  position  of  Director 
of  Housing,  which  committee  approval  it  is  hoped  will  be  sanctioned 
by  the  entire  Teachers  College  Board,  will  provide  a  person,  work- 
ing with  the  Housing  Committee  of  the  faculty  and  the  offices  of  the 
Dean  of  Men  and  the  Dean  of  Women,  who  can  devote  full  time  and 
concentrate  upon  the  acquisition  of  additional  housing  and  the  inspec-

tion  and  approval  of  new,  as  well  as  present  existing  facilities  in  the 
community.  The  utilization  of  all  possible  space  has  been  carried 
out  on  the  campus.  Fifty-one  persons  were  added  to  Fell  Hall  by 
the  acquisition  of  equipment  to  be  located  in  rooms  of  sufficient  size 
to  accommodate  more  than  the  number  of  persons  originally  cared 
for.  At  Smith  Hall,  space  for  as  many  as  ten  additional  men  has 
been  provided.  An  appeal  has  been  made  to  citizens  in  the  commu- 
nity of  Normal  and  Bloomingtonto  take  additional  students  or  to  open 
their  homes  if  they  have  not  already  been  taking  students.  When  the 
President  of  the  University  opened  his  home  to  students,  it  made  it 
possible  to  make  a  strong  appeal  to  the  faculty  to  do  the  same  thing 
and  with  the  faculty  actively  interested  and  the  University  using  res- 
idence halls  to  capacity,  pressure  could  be  placed  upon  townspeople. 
It  is  hoped,  although  by  no  means  assured,  that  there  will  be  suffi- 
cient housing  to  care  for  1800  students  by  limiting  the  admissions  to 
those  who  are  preparing  for  teaching  and  will  sign  the  pledge  to 
teach  and  by  taking  into  consideration  the  large  number  of  students 
with  homes  in  Bloomington,  Normal,  and  places  close  enough  where 
they  may  be  able  to  live  at  home. 

3.   Classroom  Housing 

Because  of  the  probable  large  enrollment  this  fall  and  the  decrease 
in  classroom  space  due  to  the  loss  of  part  of  Old  Main,  it  may  be 
necessary,  after  the  utilization  of  all  space  of  any  kind  whatsoever, 
to  resort  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  possible  solutions  of  this 
problem: 

a.  A  longer  school  day  with  classes  during  the  noon  hour  or  an  extra 
period  added  to  the  end  of  the  present  seven-period  day. 

b.  .An  extension  of  the  present  "late  afternoon,  evening  and  Saturday" 
class  program. 

c.  The  renting  of  off-campus  space  in  one  or  more  of  four  churches 
and  a  lodge  hall,  all  of  which  are  located  within  two  blocks  of  the 
campus. 

X.    MISCELLANEOUS 

1.   Educational  Conferences 

Illinois  State  Normal  University  has  been  host  to  three  state  meetings 
since  May  1,  1946,  these  being  the  Illinois  Academy  of  Science,  the 
Illinois  Association  of  Mathematics  Teachers,  and  the  Illinois  Asso- 
ciation of  Speech  Teachers. 

Honors  in  the  nature  of  being  selected  to  serve  in  such  capacities  as 
president,  editor,  vice  chairman,  and  second  vice  president  of  state 
and  national  organizations  have  come  to  eight  members  of  the  faculty. 
Most  of  these  were  listed  in  the  May  issue  of  Education  Today,  which 
has  probably  been  read  by  all  members  of  the  Teachers  College 
Board. 
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2.  Surplus  Property 

The  acquisition  of  surplus  government  property,  especially  in  the 
areas  of  industrial  arts  and  science,  continues  to  be  a  major  contri- 
bution to  the  equipment  of  the  University.  Only  recently  a  large 
aeroplane  motor  that  was  in  its  original  shipping  case  and  had  never 
been  used  was  given  to  the  University.  Any  day  it  is  expected  that  a 
P-51  plane  will  be  flown  into  Chanute  Field  and  from  there  trans- 
ported to  the  campus.  This,  together  with  the  large  Trainer  that  was 
received  some  time  ago  and  other  equipment  in  the  nature  of  motors, 
instruments,  and  other  aeronautical  materials,  will  give  the  Univer- 
sity excellent  facilities  for  work  in  this  area  on  both  the  high  school 
and  university  levels. 

3.  Prospective  Enrollment 

It  now  appears  that  the  enrollment  for  the  school  year  beginning  in 
September  1946  will  reach  a  point  before  the  end  of  August  that  will 
make  it  necessary  to  deny  admission  to  students  even  though  they  are 
definitely  planning  to  teach.  With  a  limitation  of  800  in  the  freshman 
class  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  July  2  there  were  414  applica- 
tions for  admission  as  compared  with  119  a  year  ago  on  this  same 
date.  This  number  does  not  include  the  largest  group  of  entering 
freshmen  that  we  have  ever  had  in  summer  session  now  registered 
and  does  not  include  upper  class  transfer  students.  It  is  evident  that 
places  for  students  to  live  and  classroom  and  laboratory  facilities 
will  keep  the  enrollment  at  not  more  than  1800,  as  compared  with  a 
probable  2500  if  those  limitations  were  not  in  evidence.  If  admission 
were  made  available  to  all  persons  regardless  of  whether  they 
planned  to  teach,  it  would  be  very  "difficult  to  estimate  what  the  en- 
rollment might  be,  because  of  central  location  and  proximity  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  that  will  be  rejecting  a  great  many  students. 

4.  Foreign  Visiting  Professors 

Recently  information  concerning  the  availability  of  certain  foreign 
visiting  professors  was  placed  before  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  the  idea  of  accepting  the  possi- 
bility of  having  these  persons  on  the  campus  for  a  period  of  one  to 
five  days  at  a  time  was  given  approval,  with  the  reservation  that  care 
be  exercised  in  making  sure  that  information  provided  be  such  as  is 
compatible  with  accepted  and  approved  American  ideals.  Most  of 
these  persons  that  are  available  are  from  some  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can countries  and  from  the  Netherlands  and  the  Scandinavian  countries 
of  Europe.  This  seems  to  be  an  excellent  opportunity  to  bring  to  the 
students  of  the  University  some  firsthand  and  valuable  information. 

5.  University  Foundation 

a.  Gifts 

Gifts  in  the  nature  of  materials  in  the  area  of  art,  valuable  pieces 
for  the  museum,  money  in  the  nature  of  scholarships,  and  other 
equally  desirable  contributions,  continue  to  come  to  the  University 
through  the  University  Foundation. 
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b.   Projects 

Several  projects  have  been  proposed  that  might  be  worked  out 
through  the  University  Foundation  and  be  made  of  advantage  to 
the  University.  These  are  such  as  could  be  very  desirable  con- 
tributions through  regular  state  channels  but  because  of  technical 
and  legal  difficulties  would  be  possible  only  through  the  Founda- 
tion.   Only  one  of  these  projects  is  presented  at  this  time. 

(1)     Lake  Bloomington  Project 

Considerable  thought  has  been  given  to  the  leasing  of  land  at 
Lake  Bloomington,  fourteen  miles  from  the  University  cam- 
pus, for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  branch  of  the  Univer- 
sity activities  that  could  be  carried  on  to  much  better  advan- 
tage in  that  area  than  on  the  campus  proper.  The  land  would 
be  made  available  by  the  City  of  Bloomington  and  could  not 
be  purchased  under  any  circumstances.  The  lease  would  be 
a  very  low  figure,  probably  of  the  "one  dollar  and  other  con- 
siderations" type,  but  all  buildings  and  other  capital  invest- 
ments would  have  to  be  provided  for  through  the  resources  of 
the  University  Foundation.  Some  of  the  purposes  of  this 
branch  of  the  University  would  be: 

(a)  Recreational  Center.  This  would  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
camp  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Physical  Education,  similar  to  the  only  other  camp  of 
this  type  used  in  the  United  States,  which  is  connected 
with  New  York  University.  Here  the  development  of  re- 
creational leaders  and  the  furtherance  of  the  health  and 
physical  education  program  could  be  carried  out  to  ex- 
cellent advantage. 

(b)  Music  Camp.  The  establishment  of  facilities  for  music 
on  both  the  high  school  and  college  levels  would  be  work- 
ed out  along  lines  similar  to  those  of  the  well-known 
National  Music  Camp  at  Interlochen,  Michigan,  with  which 
Illinois  State  Normal  University  had  the  only  college 
affiliation  for  a  number  of  years. 

(c)  Art  Colony.  The  opportunity  of  the  Art  Department  to 
establish  in  this  area  facilities  for  art  work  that  could 
be  accomplished  better  in  outdoor  areas  and  along  lines 
similar  to  such  work  in  other  places,  has  been  considered 
as  outstanding. 

(d)  Biological  Station.  The  location  of  a  part  of  the  work  in 
biological  science  on  Lake  Bloomington  could  be  such  as 
to  compare  favorably  with  departments  of  those  colleges 
and  universities  doing  such  work  in  a  few  parts  of  the 
country. 

(e)  Geology  -Geography.  The  territory  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake 
Bloomington  lends  itself  in  excellent  manner  to  intensive 
field  work  in  geology  and  geography. 
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(f)  Health  Center.  Much  of  the  program  in  health  education 
could  be  carried  on  to  advantage  in  such  facilities  as 
could  be  provided  through  the  Lake  Bloomington  project. 
The  provision  of  a  lodge,  dining  hall,  infirmary,  band 
shell,  classrooms,  laboratories,  cabins,  and  other  neces- 
sary buildings  could  make  these  facilities  flexible  enough 
to  meet  many  other  types  of  programs  that  could  be  car- 
ried on  to  much  better  advantage  on  Lake  Bloomington 
than  on  the  campus  proper.  It  is  believed  that  the  neces- 
sary buildings  for  this  project  could  be  provided  for  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $50,000,  this  money  to  be  raised 
through  the  friends  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University  in 
this  vicinity  and  in  general  through  interested  alumni. 

On  June  5  representatives  of  the  various  departments 
concerned,  together  with  the  President,  Dean,  and  Busi- 
ness Manager,  visited  Lake  Bloomington  and  made  the 
nineteen  mile  trip  around  the  lake,  examining  four  differ- 
ent sites  that  were  understood  to  be  available.  TvsO  of 
these  sites,  of  sufficient  acreage"  and  proper  location  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  varied  program  here  outlined,  were 
approved  and  one  of  these  will  be  requested  from  the 
Park  Board  of  the  City  of  Bloomington,  with  final  grant- 
ing of  the  land  through  the  City  Council  in  the  near  future, 
if  this  project  is  approved  by  the  Teachers  College 
Board,  as  well  as  by  the  Advisory  Committee  that  has 
already  indicated  a  favorable  reaction.  There  would  be 
no  capital  expenditure  of  any  type  necessary  by  the  State 
of  Illinois.  This  project,  being  a  branch  of  the  regular 
work  of  the  University,  would  call  for  certain  instruction- 
al staff.  The  cost  of  other  operation,  including  food  ser- 
vice, etc.,  would  be  of  a  self-supporting  nature  handled 
through  the  University  Foundation  or  as  an  auxiliary  en- 
terprise of  the  University,  if  it  seemed  best  that  this  be 
considered  a  part  of  regular  income. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  request  for  going  ahead  with  this 
project  will  be  approved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board 
so  that  steps  may  be  taken  immediately  to  obtain  a  lease 
on  the  available  land  from  the  City  of  Bloomington. 
Sites  for  such  a  project  will  be  available  only  for  a  very 
short  period  of  time  according  to  reliable  information. 


X.    SUMMARY 


Consideration  and  favorable    action   by    the    Teachers  College  Board  is 
requested  and  will  be  appreciated  on  the  following  recommendations:

Men. 

6.  Creation  of  the  positions  of  Director  of  Housing  and  Clerk  in  the 
Business  Office.

IV.    ORGANIZATION 

Eastern  again  calls  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  the  increas- 
ing demand  for  the  organization  of  a  four-year  General  College  with  a 
curriculum  leading  to  a  bachelor's  degree  without  recommendation  for 
teaching  credentials.  The  privilege  of  presenting  this  request  for  a 
change  in  organization  has  been  postponed  during  the  war  emergency, 
and  we  request  permission  to  summarize  the  circumstances  as  now 
existing  in  our  area. 

1.  From  their  beginning  the  State  Normal  Schools  functioned  in 
offering  both  secondary  and  college  education  in  combined  three,  four 
and  five  year  curriculums,  thus  serving  as  regional  institutions.  Not 
until  reorganization  as  four-year  teachers  colleges  did  Eastern,  Nor- 
thern and  Western  require  high  school  graduation  for  entrance.  Con- 
tinuously these  institutions  have  been  used  as  regional  colleges  by  stu- 
dents transferring  credit  before  graduation,  and  by  approximately  25 
per  cent  of  the  persons  who  graduated  but  did  not  teach. 

2.  The  Hill-Brownell  Survey  of  the  Illinois  Teachers  Colleges 
made  for  the  63rd  General  Assembly,  recognized  this  historical  use  of 
these  institutions  by  the  surrounding  areas,  and  recommended  that 
those  institutions  broaden  their  scope  and  openly  become  regional  col- 
leges. 

3.  General  Education  as  a  basis  for  professional  training  is  in- 
creasingly becoming  a  prerequisite.  The  age  area  from  17  to  20  years 
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is  the  period  in  which  General  Education  can  function  while  vocational 
choice  is  being  made.  Employment  opportunity  for  this  age  group 
will  probably  become  less  widespread.  Therefore  General  Education 
can  absorb  youth  interest  at  this  time  with  much  profit  for  all  con- 
cerned. 

4.  The  majority  of  high  school  seniors  have  not  made  vocational 
choice  by  the  time  of  graduation,  except  to  be  certain  of  little  or  no 
interest  in  a  teaching  career.  Were  a  General  College  curriculum 
offered,  students  enrolled  would  meet  teaching  on  a  really  professional 
level  for  the  first  time,  and  many  would  probably  turn  to  teaching  as 
a  desirable  life  work.  Any  aid  in  recruiting  capable  teachers  for  the 
public  schools  is  worthy  of  support. 

5.  The  cost  of  attendance  at  an  Illinois  teachers  college  is  mark- 
edly low,  --  quite  within  the  reach  of  the  middle  class  from  which  a 
surprisingly  high  duality  of  teachers  and  professional  persons  origin- 
ate. Such  low  cost  is  a  factor  now  attracting  veterans  of  World  War 
II,  who  must  live  on  limited  governmental  allowance.  The  teacher- 
training  institutions  can  absorb  an  appreciable  large  number  of  stu- 
dents who  can  only  afford  low-cost  education.  Such  a  policy  of  educa- 
tional offering  is  an  established  policy  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

6.  The  graduate  and  professional  schools  of  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois are  the  climax  areas  for  the  training  of  Illinois  youth.  Immedi- 
ately before  the  war,  one-half  of  the  master's  degrees  conferred 
annually  by  the  University  of  Illinois,  went  to  persons  holding  a  degree 
from  an  Illinois  teachers  college.  Thirty-one  per  cent  of  these  mas- 
ter's degrees  were  not  taken  in  Education.  Such  a  distribution  of  in- 
terest outside  Education,  indicates  that  the  teacher-training  institu- 
tions are  even  now  functioning  as  general  colleges.  Widening  of  oppor- 
tunity for  accomplishing  preliminary  training  on  the  college  level  is  a 
major  obligation  for  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  facilities  Of  the  teacher- 
training  institutions  should  at  least  in  part  be  directed  towards  meet- 
ing this  immediate  need. 

7.  There  is  a  marked  trend  of  the  state  teachers  college  as  an  in- 
stitution to  broaden  its  scope  and  to  become  a  state  college.  On  cam- 
puses where  such  dual  functioning  has  been  taking  place  for  several 
years,  administrative  survey  indicates  the  belief  that  both  Teacher - 
training  and  General  Education  are  strengthened  by  this  close  associa- 
tion. Particularly  satisfactory  has  been  the  increase  in  respect  for  and 
the  change  to  Teacher-training  on  the  part  of  students  who  began  col- 
lege careers  in  the  field  of  General  Education. 

8.  The  area  of  eastern  and  southeastern  Illinois  which  is  served  by 
the  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  is  conspicuous  by  its  lack 
of  college  facilities  other  than  Eastern.  The  youth  of  this  area  are 
handicapped  by  the  general  lack  of  wealth  accompanying  a  poor  soil, 
and  no  back-log  of  college  interest  in  home  communities,  as  well  as  by 
this  lack  of  immediate  opportunity  on  the  college  level.  The  high 
schools  of  the  area  are  not  regarded  as  particularly  good  prospects  for 
the  development  of  the  junior  college  plan.  The  immediate  program  of 
Eastern  should  serve  this  area,  and  should  offer  the  General  Education 
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desired.    County  Superintendent  and  public  school  officials  in  the  area 
almost  unanimously  endorse  such  an  expansion  educationally. 

Such  lines  of  reasoning  as  those  expressed  above,  leads  Eastern  to 
join  with  Western  in  requesting  the  Teachers  College  Board  to  give 
permissive  authority  for  the  organizing  of  a  four-year  General  Col- 
lege curriculum  for  use  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Quarter,  1946,  and 
to  award  the  appropriate  bachelor's  degrees  for  the  completion  of  the 
reauirements  of  such  a  curriculum.  Furthermore,  Eastern  respect- 
fully requests  the  consideration  of  the  Board  in  establishing  a  General 
College  Committee  as  a  standing  committee,  with  duties  in  the  Gener- 
al College  field  similar  to  those  held  by  the  Committee  on  Graduate 
Study  in  that  respective  area.  Such  a  committee  could  work  closely 
with  the  colleges  desiring  this  expansion,  and  insure  the  Board  of  care- 
ful and  intimate  supervision. 

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Eastern  reports  the  installation  and  use  of  forty-six  family 
units  in  "Trailer  Village",  with  three  additional  trailers  in  such  a 
damaged  condition  that  major  repairs  must  be  made  before  either  can 
be  occupied.  Two  toilet-bath  and  one  laundry  utility  trailer  completes 
the  physical  portion  of  this  housing  project. 

2.  Only  a  part  of  the  land  desired  for  campus  addition  can  be  pur- 
chased at  the  present  time,  due  to  the  excessive  prices  asked  by  the 
owners.  Options  for  the  pieces  of  land  available  at  appraisal  price  are 
being  filed  with  the  Department  of  Registration  and  Education.  Unless 
owners  of  other  areas  change  their  attitude,  it  is  likely  that  condemna- 
tion proceedings  must  be  used  to  obtain  title. 

3.  An  Associate  Architect  has  been  appointed  for  drawing  the  plans 
of  the  Laboratory  School.  Those  plans  have  already  gone  through 
three  preliminary  drafts,  and  should  be  well  along  towards  completion 
by  early  autumn. 

4.  Contracts  have  been  let  for  the  installation  of  acoustic  tile  ceil- 
ings in  the  gymnasiums  of  the. Health  Education  Building  and  in  the  col- 
lege Business  Offices.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

It  would  be  an  unpardonable  omission  not  to  place  on  record  in  this 
report,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  in  par- 
ticular, to  the  fact  that  both  the  first  and  the  "special"  second  awards 
in  the  recently  conducted  Quiz  Kid  Radio  Program,  seeking  "The  Best 
Elementary  Teacher  of  1946"  by  national  nomination  and  selection  by 
a  committee  of  prominent  educators,  were  given  to  graduates  of  Illinois 
institutions  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board. 

Mrs.  Edith  Brinker    of   Somerville,    New   Jersey,    recipient   of   the 
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first  award,  with  a  value  of  $2500,  is  a  diploma  graduate  of  Southern. 
Miss  Mildred  Mills  of  Paris,  Illinois,  recipient  of  the  "special" 
second  place  award,  with  a  value  of  $1500,  is  a  diploma  graduate  of 
Eastern.  Miss  Mills  will  use  her  award  to  attend  Eastern  in  1946-47, 
and  hopes  to  complete  the  work  required  for  the  bachelor's  degree  in 
June,  1947.

6.  Miss  Lauretta  J.  Robinson,  seventh  grade  critic  in  the  training 
school,  requests  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  the  first 
summer  term  of  1946  in  order  to  study  toward  the  doctorate 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Miss  Robinson's  salary  is 
$265  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $397.50  for  the  term. 

7.  Mrs.  Lera  Burgess,  elementary  principal  of  Canton,  Illinois, 
will  replace  Miss  Lauretta  J.  Robinson  as  seventh  grade  critic 
for  the  first  summer  term  at  a  salary  of  $250  per  month,  or  a 
total  of  $375  for  the  term.  Mrs.  Burgess  received  the  B.Ed, 
degree  from  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  and  the 
M.A.  degree  from  Northwestern  University. 

8.  Mr.  Oliver  W.  Beimfohr,  who  was  employed  to  teach  in  the  De- 
partment of  Geography  the  second  summer  term,  reauests  that 
he  be  released  from  his  contract  in  order  to  study  toward  the 
doctorate  at  Ohio  State  University. 

9.  Mrs.  FredoniaM.  Pruitt  will  be  employed  to  replace  Mr.  Beim- 
fohr as  Instructor  in  the  Department  of  Geography  the  second 
summer  term.  She  will  receive  $250  per  month,  or  a  total  of 
$375  for  the  term,  the  same  salary  Mr.  Beimfohr  was  to  re- 
ceive. Mrs.  Pruitt  received  the  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees  from 
Columbia  University  and  has  done  work  toward  the  doctorate 
at  that  institution.  She  is  a  staff  member  in  the  Department  of 
Geography  and  Geology  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

10.  Miss  Marjorie  Rich,  who  was  employed  on  April  22,  1946,  to 
teach  the  first  six  weeks  in  the  summer  of  1946,  wishes  to  be 
released  from  her  contract.

Dr.  Olga  Sirola  Foreman,  college  physican,  has  requested  a 
maternity  leave  of  absence  for  the  fall  quarter  of  1946,  She  will 
receive  no  salary  for  this  period. 

3.  Mr.  Clifford  Julstrom,  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of 
Music,  requests  a  leave  of  absence  on  half  pay  ($145  per  month 
for  nine  months)  to  study  toward  his  doctorate.  Mr.  Julstrom 
returned  to  the  United  States  in  May  from  service  with  the  Army 
in  Europe,  and  thus  his  request  for  the  leave  of  absence  could 
not  be  presented  in  our  April  22  report. 

4.  The  leave  of  absence  for  Mr.  Allan  Laflin,  which  was  approved 
by  the  Board  on  April  22,  for  the  period  September  1,  1946,  to 
June  1,  1947,  should  be  for  the  period  October  1,  1946,  to  June  1, 
1947.

2.  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Fritschel  will  be  employed,  effective  September 
1,  1946,  as  Assistant  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Music  at  a 
salary  of  $290  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $2,610  for  the  college 
year.  His  degrees  are:  A.B.,  Colorado  State  College  of  Educa- 
tion and  M.A.,  Northwestern  University.  He  has  completed 
twelve  hours  work  toward  the  doctorate  at  Colorado  State  College 
of  Education.  Mr.  Fritschel  comes  to  Western  from  Kewanee 
where  he  was  band  director  in  the  public  schools. 

3.  Mr.  Bernard  J.  Young  will  be  employed,  effective  September  1, 
1946,  as  Instructor  in  the  Department  of  Geography  and  Geology 
at  a  salary  of  $290  per  month,  or  a  total  of  $2,  610  for  the  college 
year.  Mr.  Young  received  the  B.S.  degree  from  State  Teachers 
College,  Bloomsburg,  Pennsylvania,  M.S.  from  Bucknell  Univer- 
sity, and  has  done  graduate  study  toward  the  doctorate  at  New 
York  University.  Mr.  Young  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  at 
Bloomfield  Junior  High  School,  Bloomfield,  New  Jersey.

2.  Miss  Betty  Weaver  was  employed  as  Clerk-Stenographer  II  in  the  office 
of  the  Business  Manager,  effective  June  10,  1946  at  a  salary  of  $180 
per  month.  Miss  Weaver  enlisted  in  the  WAVES  on  September  1,  1944. 
She  worked  in  the  business  office  for  two  years  prior  to  her  enlistment. 

C.  Changes  in  Affiliated  Schools  Faculty  List 

1.  Mr.  Cecil  Kipling  will  replace  Miss  Mary  Hinman  as  teacher  at  the 
Fairmount  School  in  1946-47.  He  will  receive  $50  per  month  from  the 
college,   the  same  salary  Miss  Hinman  was  to  receive. 

2.  Mr.  Chellis  Young  will  replace  Mr.  Frederic  Ketchum  as  principal  and 
teacher  of  the  upper  grades  in  the  Bardolph  Grade  School  in  1946-47. 
Mr.  Young  will  receive  $55  per  month  from  the  college.  (Mr.  Ketchum 
was  to  receive  $60  per  month. )

V.    CURRICULUM 

In  1941  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  given  per- 
mission to  give  two  years  of  general  college  work.  Bulletin  Volume 
XXVI,  No.  IB,  which  was  mailed  to  all  State  Teachers  College  Board 
members  and  the  other  four  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  presidents, 
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sets  forth  what  we  did  and  are  doing  the  first  two  years  as  general  col- 
lege work. 

Authority  to  permit  Western  to  do  general  college  work 

"The  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was  established  April  24, 
1899,  under  the  name,  Western  Illinois  State  Normal  School.  In  the 
language  of  the  law,  its  purpose  is,  'to  qualify  teachers  in  the  common 
schools  of  the  State  by  imparting  instruction  in  the  Art  of  Teaching  in 
all  branches  of  study  which  pertain  to  a  common  school  education,  and 
such  other  studies  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe.' " 


Under  this  type  of  law  or  a  similar  law  in  other  states,  four  years  of 
liberal  arts  work  is  being  carried  on  in  state  teachers  colleges  in  the 
neighboring  states  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  Michigan,  and  Missouri,  and  is 
under  consideration  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  and  New  York. 

We  believe  the  Illinois  State    Teachers     College    Board  has  authority  to 
permit  Western  to  do  four  years  of  general  college  work. 

Need  for  general  college  work 

1.  We  now  have  100  general  college  students  in  our  college,  64  of  whom 
would  remain  at  Western  to  complete  four  years  of  work  if  offered, 
according  to  a  survey  made  by  Dr.  H.  Glenn  Ayre,  director  of  the  gen- 
eral college  work. 

2.  We  have  daily  requests  from  G.I.'s  for  general  college  work.  This 
is  especially  urgent  as  there  is  no  place  for  many  G.I.'s  to  obtain  an 
education  at  the  present  time.  According  to  Mr.  C.  Hostetler  of  the 
Veterans  Administration  of  Chicago,  out  of  14,000  G.I.'s  processed  to 
attend  college  in  Illinois  8%  want  English,  11%  commerce,  and  14%  lib- 
eral arts;  thus,  33%  of  the  G.I.'s  want  liberal  arts  or  general  college 
work.  We  could  serve  such  a  group  at  Western  as  we  have  excellent 
Commerce  and  English  Departments  staffed  by  well-qualified  teachers. 

3.  The  University  of  Illinois  held  a  meeting  in  Springfield  on  May  29, 
1946,  at  which  time  they  pointed  out  that: 

a.  Twenty-three  thousand  students  would  seek  admission  in  the 
fall  of  1946.  The  University  can  accommodate  only  15,000; 
thus,  there  are  8,000  students  who  must  be  taken  care  of  in 
some  other  education  institution. 

b.  There  also  is  a  backlog  of  700,000  recent  high  school  gradu- 
ates in  the  United  States  who  seek  a  college  education. 

c.  "The  veterans  are  in  a  hurry.  They  have  given  their  time  and 
energy  to  the  nation  for  the  purposes  of  war  and  now  they  are 
anxious  for  an  education."  The  state  public  educational  insti- 
tution should  provide  these  facilities.  The  veterans  have  a 
right  to  such  an  opportunity.

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d.  The  situation  is  so  urgent  that  the  University  is  even  recom- 
mending that  1,500  high  school  students  do  postgraduate  work 
in  their  respective  high  schools. 

We  at  Western  have  the  facilities  to  meet  the  demands  of  a  general  col- 
lege education  without  additional  courses  as  set  for  teacher -education. 
We  would  eliminate  the  required  professional  courses  such  as  methods, 
practice  teaching,  educational  psychology,  school  administration,  etc. 
These  would  be  replaced  by  a  field  of  concentration  wherein  students 
could  do  intense  study  in  their  chosen  fields. 

I  do  not  wish  to  give  a  false  impression  relative  to  faculty  and  funds. 
It  would  mean  additional  faculty  and  additional  funds  in  the  future.  This 
coming  year  a  release  of  the  $15,000  emergency  income  reserve  would 
meet  our  needs. 

We  believe  it  is  more  efficient,  economical,  and  sound  educationally  to 
use  these  facilities  at  Western  than  to  establish  new  educational  institu- 
tions to  meet  the  needs  of  the  demands  for  general  college  work. 

Teachers  colleges  in  many  states  have  been  doing  four  years  of  general 
college  work  as  well  as  teacher -education  work  without  digressing  the 
quality,  emphasis,  and  importance  of  the  preparation  of  teachers. 

President  Frank  D.  McElroy  of  Mankato  State  Teachers  College  of  Min- 
nesota for  many  years  opposed  the  giving  of  general  college  or  liberal 
arts  training  in  teachers  colleges,  but  recently  he  appeared  before  the 
State  Teachers  College  Board  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  and  urged 
that  all  teachers  colleges  in  Minnesota  become  four-year  general  col- 
leges as  well  as  teachers  colleges  due  to  the  urgent  need  for  such  edu- 
cation. 

Another  item  to  consider  concerning  the  offering  of  general  college  or 
liberal  arts  work  at  Western  is  that  we  are  one  hundred  forty  miles 
from  the  University  of  Illinois  as  compared  with  fifty  or  sixty  miles  as 
is  the  case  in  the  other  teacher-education  institutions  in  the  state.  This 
makes  the  demand  at  Western  greater  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  that 
section  of  the  state  than  may  be  true  in  other  sections. 

We  are  herewith  submitting  a  curriculum  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science  in  the  General  College  Division: 

The  curriculum  in  the  General  College  Division  has  two  major 
aims:  (1)  General  education  is  emphasized  in  an  attempt  to  pro- 
vide the  student  with  a  broad  cultural  education  for  enriched  liv- 
ing as  a  citizen  and  upon  which  to  base  specialized  education.  (2) 
In  order  to  provide  breadth  and  depth  of  learning  the  student  is 
required  to  complete  a  well-planned  and  intensive  study  in  an  area 
of  concentration. 

The  following   diagrammatic    scheme    gives  a  general  idea  of 
the  structure  and  flexibility  of  the  program.

During  the  first  two  years  the  emphasis  is  on  general  education, 
thus  giving  the  student  an  opportunity  to  sample  the  areas  of  learning 
and  build  a  broad  background.  There  is  also  opportunity  during  the  first 
year  to  begin  specialization.  As  the  student  progresses  in  his  college 
program  the  emphasis  gradually  shifts  from  general  education  to  inten- 
sive study  in  an  area  of  concentration.  At  the  same  time  general  educa- 
tion extends  vertically  through  the  entire  program  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  continuous  process. 

I    CURRICULUM  AREAS 

The  curriculum  is  divided  into  four  areas  with  the  subject-matter 
fields  grouped  as  follows: 

Area  1  -  Humanities 

English  (oral  and  written),  Fine  Arts,   Foreign  Language,  Lit- 
erature, Music,  General  Psychology,  Education  100. 

Area  2  -  Social  Science

Area  4  -  Practical  and  Applied  Arts 

Agriculture,    Commercial    Education,    Home  Economics,  In- 
dustrial Arts,  Library  Science,  Physical  Education. 

It  is  realized  that  few,  if  any,    courses  in  our  curriculum  are  de- 
signed to  meet  the  philosophy  of  general  education.     However,  it  seems 
advisable  to  initiate  this  program  with  the    existing  courses  rather  than 
to  attempt  a  sudden  reconversion  of  courses    to  meet  the  aims  and  phil- 
osophy of  general  education.

IV  AREA  OF  CONCENTRATION  (at  least  60  hours) 

This  requirement  is  in  addition  to  courses  taken  under  the  Basic 
Curriculum.  In  selecting  courses  for  concentration  at  least  24  hours 
shall  be  devoted  to  each  of  two  departments  within  a  given  area,  or  each 
of  two  subject-matter  divisions  within  one  department  of  a  given  area, 
except  those  whose  concentration  is  in  Area  4  may  select  24  hours 
from  a  related  area. 

V  ELECTIVES  TO  TOTAL  198  QUARTER  HOURS 

These  should  be  chosen,  with  the  advice  of  the  counselor,  to 
broaden  the  student's  education  or  to  give  intensive  study  in  another 
area  or  subject.  Also  foreign  language  requirements  for  graduate  or 
professional  study  may  be  met  through  these  electives. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  student  working  toward  the  B.S.  degree 
complete  approximately  54  hours  in  general  education  the  first  two 
years  and  elect  the  balance  to  make  a  total  of  78  hours  during  the  junior 
and  senior  years. 

Note  1.  A  Flexible  Advisory  Program.  It  will  be  noted  that  of  the 
198  hours  for  the  bachelor's  degree  in  the  General  College  Division  only 
46  hours  are  definitely  prescribed,  12  more  are  confined  to  a  specific 
area,  and  certain  minimum  requirements  are  set  with  regard  to  the 
student's  area  of  concentration.  This  plan  allows  the  student  a  maximum 
amount  of  freedom  and  flexibility  in  arranging  his  program.  Set  rules 
and  regulations  are  a  minimum.  The  student  and  faculty  counselor 
must  realize  that  as  the  flexibility  and  opportunity  for  choice  increase, 
likewise  the  responsibility  for  intelligent  planning  and  guidance  increases. 
It  is  believed  that  the  revised  counseling  and  guidance  program  at  Wes- 
tern is  adequate  to  assist  the  student  in  selecting  a  course  which  will 
furnish  him  with  a  cohesive  educational  experience. 

Note  2.  All  students  in  the  General  College  Division  will  first 
register  with  the  director  of  the  division  who  will  serve  as  counselor 
(or  name  a  counselor)  for  (1)  those  who  are  in  the  four-year  program 
and  have  not  chosen  an  area  of  concentration,  (2)  those  who  expect  to 
pursue  the  two-year  curriculum  in  general  education  or  any  pre- 
professional  curriculum  not  definitely  designed  for  some  particular  de- 
partment. 

Students  who  have  already  decided  upon  an  area  of  concentration, 
or  at  such  time  when  an  area  of  concentration  is  chosen,  will  be  assigned 
to  a  counselor  from  the  student's  area  of  concentration.

VI.  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

The  three  C.C.C.  barracks  obtained  from  Camp  Custer,  Michigan,  have 
been  erected  as  temporary  men's  dormitories.  Twenty-five  houses  for 
married  veterans  are  in  the  process  of  being  erected  on  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  campus. 

Building  plans  for  the  swimming  pool,  girls'  dormitory,  and  the  training 
school  gymnasiums  are  practically  ready  for  bids.  These  buildings  are 
urgently  needed,  and  we  hope  contracts  may  be  let  for  these  buildings  in 
the  near  future. 

Options  on  land  purchases  are  progressing  very  satisfactorily  through 
the  joint  efforts  of  Mr.  Thompson,  Mr.  Downing,  and  members  of  the 
Post-War  Planning  Commission. 

VII.  AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES 

A  Gold  Star  Scholarship  Fund  has  been  established  to  commemorate  the 
memory  of  the  men  and  women  who  sacrificed  their  lives  in  World  War 
land  World  War  II.  To  date  nearly  $1,500  has  been  received  from 
gifts  by  individuals,  sororities,  fraternities,  and  clubs.  Governor  Dwight 
H.  Green's  backing  of  the  project  aided  the  fund  a  great  deal. 

A  new  student  loan  fund  for  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  was 
established  on  June  6,  1946,  in  honor  of  the  graduating  class  of  1906.  Dr. 
Henry  E.  Hoagland,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1906,  established  the  fund 
with  an  initial  contribution  of  $250.  Dr.  Hoagland,  now  professor  of  bus- 
iness finance  at  Ohio  State  University,  announced  the  donation  and  loan 
fund  establishment  while  he  was  at  Western  to  speak  at  the  forty -fourth 
annual  commencement  exercises.  Dr.  Hoagland,  in  establishing  the  fund, 
returned  to  the  college  his  expense  check  for  the  trip  and  address  here 
and  then  wrote  out  an  additional  amount  to  bring  the  total  to  $250.  Three 
persons    have   been   named' to   administer    the  fund,    which  will  provide 
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loans  to  needy  college  students.  They  are:  Oscar  Champion,  business 
manager,  Postmaster  T.  L.  Roark,  and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Thompson,  both  of 
Macomb,  and  both  members  of  the  graduating  class  of  1906.  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  class  that  additional  contributions  will  be  made  to  the  fund. 
This  makes  ten  loan  funds  available  to  Western  students.

IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.    Increase  in  Student  Activity  Fee 

The  Student  Activity  Fee  at  the  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers 
College  is  $5.00  at  the  present  time.  This  fee  is  used  to  pay  for 
the  operation  of  such  activities  as  student  athletics  for  men  and 
women,  the  Courier  (college  newspaper),  music,  extracurricular 
activities,  dramatics,  speech,  Y.M.C.  fi .,  Y.W.C.A.,  etc.  All  of 
these  activities  require  more  funds  than  are  available  due  to  in- 
creased cost  in  commodities  and  operation.  We  wish  to  obtain 
permission  to  increase  the  Student  Activity  Fee  to  $6.00  per  Quar- 
ter. This  would  put  Western  on  a  par  as  to  the  amount  of  the 
Student  Activity  Fee  with  the  other  four  state  teacher-education 
colleges  and  universities.

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The  current  summer  ouarter  of  eight  weeks  opened  Monday,  June 
10,  1946.  The  total  enrollment  of  University  students  as  of  June 
25,  1946,  is  1572,  as  compared  to  684  students  in  the  first  sum- 
mer quarter  of  1945.  This  represents  an  increase  of  129  per 
cent.  There  is  a  total  of  670  veterans  enrolled  this  quarter. 
Only  29  veterans  were  registered  last  summer. 

C.    Teachers  College  Scholarships 

A  list  of  students  in  attendance  for  the  spring  quarter  at  Southern 
Illinois  Normal  University  on  Teachers  College  Scholarships  and 
who  are  to  be  refunded  certain  amounts,  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  30-4  of  "The  School  Code",  was  mailed  on  June  26,  1946, 
to  Mr.  Edwin  McDonald,  Coordinator,  Teachers  College  Division, 
Department  of  Registration  and  Education,  Springfield,  Illinois.

II.    FACULTY 

A.    Deaths  and  Resignations 

1.  I  regret  to  report  the  death  on  May  18,  1946,  of  Miss  Gladys 
Potter  Williams,  Associate  Professor  of  Art.  Emerita,  and 
former  Head  of  the  Department  of  Art.  Miss  Williams  ren- 
dered long  and  valuable  service  to  the  University  from  1917, 
to  1942.  She  was  known  not  only  for  her  work  developing  our 
Department  of  Art  but  also  for  her  own  ability  as  an  artist, 
her  paintings  having  been  fremiently  exhibited. 

2.  Dr.  Fred  R.  Cagle,  Assistant  Professor  and  former  Curator 
of  the  Biological  section  of  the  Museum,  resigned  his  position 
effective  May  14,  1946.  Dr.  Cagle  has  been  on  leave  since 
February  1,  1946,  as  lecturer  in  Zoology  at  Tulane  Univer- 
sity, and  intends  to  remain  on  the  staff  at  Tulane.

IV.    ORGANIZATION 

A.  In  the  report  to  the  Board  of  April  22,  1946,  we  proposed  using  the 
services  of  certain  members  of  our  staff  during  the  month  of  Aug- 
ust, 1946,  for  workshops  and  for  tutorial  and  seminar  courses,  pri- 
marily to  serve  the  needs  of  veterans.  Because  of  the  greatly  in- 
creased enrollment  of  veterans  and  the  heavy  demand  for  addition- 
al courses,  we  find  it  necessary  to  plan  still  further  courses  in 
conformity  with  this  policy. 

B.  The  offices  of  the  Director  of  Placements  and  the  Director  of  Ex- 
tension have  been  combined,  at  least  for  the  present;  and  Mr.  Ray- 
mond H.  Dey  of  Carbondale  has  been  appointed  as  the  new  Director 
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of  Extension  and  Placements,  effective  July  1,  1946.  Dean  T.  W. 
Abbott,  who  has  been  carrying  a  heavy  burden  as  part-time  Direc- 
tor of  Extension  and  Acting  Director  of  Placements,  will  now  de- 
vote his  full  time  to  his  deanship  and  professorship.  Dean  Abbott 
deserves  the  highest  praise  for  his  effective  promotion  of  adult 
education  in  Southern  Illinois,  and  it  is  expected  that  Mr.  Dey  will 
continue  and  augment  this  trend.

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This  list  includes  32  courses  in  11  different  departments  for  124 
hours  credit,  as  compared  with  16  courses  in  5  different  departments 
for  59  hours  credit,  which  were  offered  in  the  summer  term  one  year 
ago.  The  registration  for  the  first  term  last  summer  included  30  grad- 
uate students  and  55  class  registrations  of  graduate  students  in  graduate 
courses.  The  June  10  registration  for  the  present  summer  term  in- 
cluded 95  students  and  225  class  registrations  of  graduate  students  in 
graduate  courses.  These  statistics  indicate  the  growth  of  the  graduate 
program  at  Southern. 

2.  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences.  Special  attention  is  being 
given  to  teaching  the  understanding  of  Latin  American  relations. 
This  emphasis  is  implemented  through  two  courses  in  Latin  Ameri- 
can History. 

The  University  will  have  a  Department  of  Philosophy  for  the  first 
time  the  fall  quarter,  1946. 

The  English  Department  has  been  instrumental  in  bringing  to  the 
campus  a  poet-in-residence  for  the  summer  term. 

3.  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions.  The  curriculum  of  the  De- 
partment of  Business  has  been  divided  into  three  parts:  accounting, 
general  business,  and  secretarial  science  training.  A  student  may 
take  major  work  in  any  one  of  these  three  areas. 

A  need  long  recognized  will  be  met  with  increased  offerings  in 
Journalism.  A  separate  Department  of  Speech  will  be  in  operation 
the  fall  quarter. 

During  the  year  the  Curriculum  Committee  has  been  hearing  and 
discussing  reports  on  curricular  changes  in  other  colleges  and  univer- 
sities. The  Committee  was  asked  to  make  such  a  study  so  that  informa- 
tion concerning  current  happenings  elsewhere  might  be  available  and 
also  that  there  might  be  a  better  basis  for  possible  recommendations 
to  the  President  and  Deans  on  Southern's  curriculum.  The  Committee 
has  also  recommended  that  Honors  work  be  continued  and  encouraged 
at  Southern.

VIII.  STUDENT  LIFE 

The  presence  ofmen  in  greater  numbers  than  women  has  made  a 
liveliness  not  previously  experienced  by  the  students  of  this  college  gen- 
eration. Giving  direction  to  and  supervising  the  social  life  on  the  cam- 
pus has  again  become  one  of  the  major  functions  of  the  personnel  deans. 

Campus  life,  however,  is  not  altogether  a  replica  of  pre-war  years. 
A  number  of  the  veterans  are  striving  to  build  concern  for  what  seem  to 
them  to  be  the  more  significant  problems  of  the  campus  life.  Getting  an 
education  has  to  them  become  a  serious  business.  A  "Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Club",  started  on  the  campus  this  spring,  has  created  social  opportuni- 
ties for  some  of  the  married  veterans. 

The  work  of  counselling  returning  veterans  on  problems  pertaining 
to  curriculum  and  various  veteran  legislation  has  continued  at  an  in- 
creased rate. 

The  classified  system  of  student  employment  continues  to  operate 
successfully. 

Crowded  living  conditions  make  for  some  students  studying  and 
staying  in  school  a  difficult  struggle.  Obtaining  temporary  housing  will 
do  much  to  alleviate  the  acute  housing  situation.

Two  years  ago  this  September,  we  enrolled  432  college  students.  Last 
year  (1945)  we  enrolled  582  college  students.  The  enrollment  today  is 
1435.  This  tremendous  enrollment  has  disturbed  the  entire  organiza- 
tion at  the  college.  Not  only  are  the  numbers  excessive,  but  the  de- 
mands for  courses  have  shifted  because  the  population  now  has  reversed 
itself  in  the  ratio  between  men  and  women.  V  e  now  have  nearly  twice 
as  many  men  as  women.  Shortages  in  staff,  in  books  and  in  other  ma- 
terials for  instruction,  classrooms  large  enough  to  hold  the  classes, 
make  the  problem  of  conducting  an  adecuate  college  experience  for 
these  people  ouite  a  challenge.

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

In  this  board  report  I  plan  to  make  just  two  or  three  statements  about 
our  buildings  and  grounds  since  the  Board  is  to  meet  at  DeKalb.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board  will  have  a  chance  to  see  for  themselves  the  present 
conditions  on  the  campus. 
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Since  I  explained  to  the  Board  at  the  last  meeting  that  there  was  some 
possibility  that  the  FpHA  building  program  would  not  produce  the  de- 
sired housing  by  the  time  college  opened,  I  want  to  report  that  none  of 
these  buildings  is  ready  for  occupancy  and  as  nearly  as  I  can  now  state, 
they  will  not  be  ready  for  the  better  part  of  a  month!  In  fact,  at  the 
time  this  report  is  being  written,  there  has  not  been  a  single  plumber 
on  the  grounds.  The  failure  of  these  112  spaces  for  veterans  to  be 
ready  at  the  opening  of  college  has  worked  a  serious  handicap  on  the 
entire  college  organization. 

The  postwar  plans  for  a  new  library  building,  a  women's  dormitory,  and 
the  rehabilitation  of  our  heating  and  power  distribution  are  now  practi- 
cally complete,  However,  building  costs  are  such  that  there  is  consi- 
derable likelihood  that  no  one  of  these  will  be  able  to  be  put  into  opera- 
tion except  by  piecemeal.  The  purchase  of  our  land  has  been  completed 
and  the  checks  for  that  have  been  delivered  to  the  owners  in  every  case. 
The  college  has  in  this  fund  a  small  amount  from  which  it  was  planned 
we  could  buy  some  farm  land  adjoining  the  property  on  the  north.  How- 
ever, the  price  of  this  land  has  jumped  from  200%  to  300%,  making  it 
necessary  to  condemn  it  if  we  are  to  buy  it.  I  expect  to  make  one  fur- 
ther effort  to  negotiate  with  the  Ellwood  estate  on  this  farm  land  before 
recommending  condemnation  proceedings.  I  shall  be  glad  to  show  this 
property  to  members  of  the  Board  who  care  to  see  it. 

I  should  like  to  call  attention  again  to  the  desirability  of  backing  legis- 
lation to  make  it  legal  and  feasible  for  these  teachers  colleges  to  erect 
on  the  campuses  self-liquidating  buildings  such  as  dormitories,  union 
buildings,  cafeterias,  etcetera.  A  number  of  colleges  in  a  number  of 
different  states  are  already  using  such  a  procedure  and  you  will  recall 
that  in  the  postwar  appropriation  made  by  the  last  general  assembly, 
similar  permission  was  given  to  the  University  of  Illinois.

III.    STUDENT  LIFE 

The  members  of  the  college  faculty  are  conscious  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  real  challenge  on  the  campus  this  year. 

Our  present  enrollment  differs  materially  from  any  previous  enrollment 
we  have  had  on  the  campus,  both  in  size,  sex  ratio,  and  in  maturity. 
They  are,  taken  as  a  whole,  a  fine  group  of  young  people.  They  know 
quite  definitely  what  they  want  and  most  of  them  understand  that  it  re- 
ouires  some  effort  on  their  part  to  get  it.  Their  presence  on  the  cam- 
pus has  multiplied  many  of  our  problems  and  much  of  our  expense. 
Their  presence  also  produces  an  entirely  different  pattern  for  the  regu- 
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lar  college  activities.  This  college  is  moving  directly  toward  an  exten- 
sion in  its  counselling  and  guidance  program  and  in  the  development  of 
a  two-year  program  of  general  education  upon  which  all  professional 
training  is  based.  It  will  recuire  several  years  for  us  to  work  this  out 
in  its  most  effective  manner  but  we  are  certain  we  are  heading  in  the 
right  direction.    The  influx  of  new  students  has  accelerated  the  need.

RESOLUTION  FOR  VETERANS'  EDUCATIONAL  FACILITIES  PROGRAM 

At  the  State  Teachers  College  Board  meeting  on  Monday,  October  14,  the 
following  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  the  report  from  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS 
STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE: 

Dr.  Adams,  President,  presented  the  report  for  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS 
STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE.    A  copy  of  this  report  is  attached. 

Mr.  Nickell  moved  the  adoption  of  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege report. 

Under  IX.    MISCELLANEOUS  should  be  added: 

"2.  Resolution  for  Veterans' Educational  Facilities  other  than  Housing." 
This  resolution  is  as  follows: 
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"WHEREAS,  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  (herein  called 
the  'Applicant'),  acting  by  and  through  its  governing  body,  upon  the  basis  of 
available  date,  has  found  that  there  exists  or  impends  an  acute  shortage  of 
educational  facilities  reauired  for  persons  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  courses 
of  training  or  education  under  Title  II  of  the  Servicemen's  Readjustment 
Act  of  1944,  as  amended,  and  to  relieve  such  shortage  proposes  to  request 
the  United  States  of  America  through  the  Bureau  of  Community  Facilities, 
Federal  Works  Agency,  (herein  called  the  'Government'),  to  provide  educa- 
tional facilities,  pursuant  to  Public  Law  697,  79th  Congress,  (Section  504  of 
the  Lanham  Act,  as  amended),  and  in  connection  therewith,  has  examined 
and  considered  such  law,  the  Regulations,  the  Information  for  Applicants, 
the  form  of  application  and  the  form  of  proposed  agreement: 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Illinois  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege Board  of  the  Applicant  (herein  called  the  'Governing  Body')  that  a  jus- 
tification of  need  and  that  an  application  or  applications  be  filed,  in  such 
form  as  may  be  reauired  by  the  Government,  to  provide  such  educational 
facilities  as  are  reauired  to  alleviate  such  acute  shortage,  and  that  the 
Applicant  will  comply  with  the  various  reouirements  and  conditions  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  Government  to  provide  such  facilities;  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Karl  L.  Adams  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  Appliaant's  Representative  and  is  authorized  in  his  capacity  as 
such  Representative  to  file  with  the  Government  a  justification  of  need  and 
an  application  or  applications  to  negotiate,  execute,  and  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment or  agreements  with  the  Government  in  substantially  the  form  of  agree- 
ment considered  by  the  Governing  Body,  to  negotiate,  execute  and  enter  into 
such  other  agreements  and  instruments  and  to  perform  and  do  any  and  all 
acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  site  and  site  preparation, 
streets,  or  roadways,  sidewalks,  landscaping,  utility  mains,  technical  or  en- 
gineering data,  architectural  or  engineering  services,  necessary  rights  of 
entry  and  rights  of  way  for  Government  operations,  to  accept  on  behalf  of

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"Permission  to  organize  a  four -year  General  College  Curriculum,  and 
to  graduate  persons  completing  such  a  curriculum  with  the  appropriate  A.B. 
or  B.S.  degree." 

Under  IX.    MISCELLANEOUS  should  be  added: 

"2.  Resolution  for  Veterans'  Educational  Facilities  other  than  Hous- 
ing."   This  resolution  is  as  follows: 

"WHEREAS,  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  (herein  called  the 
'Applicant'),  acting  by  and  through  its  governing  body,  upon  the  basis  of 
available  data,  has  found  that  there  exists  or  impends  an  acute  shortage  of 
educational  facilities  required  for  persons  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  courses 
of  training  or  education  under  Title  II  of  the  Servicemen's  Readjustment 
Act  of  1944,  as  amended,  and  to  relieve  such  shortage  proposes  to  request 
the  United  States  of  America  through  the  Bureau  of  Community  Facilities, 
Federal  Works  Agency,  (herein  called  the  'Government'),  to  provide  educa- 
tional facilities,  pursuant  to  Public  Law  697,  79th  Congress,  (Section  504  of 
the  Lanham  Act,  as  amended),  and  in  connection  therewith,  has  examined 
and  considered  such  law,  the  Regulations,  the  Information  for  Applicants, 
the  form  of  application  and  the  form  of  proposed  agreement: 

"NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Illinois  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege Board  of  the  Applicant  (herein  called  the  'Governing  Body')  that  a  justi- 
fication of  need  and  that  an  application  or  applications  be  filed,  in  such  form 
as  may  be  required  by  the  Government,  to  provide  such  educational  facilities 
as  are  reauired  to  alleviate  such  acute  shortage,  and  that  the  Applicant  will 
comply  with  the  various  reouirements  and  conditions  necessary  to  enable  the 
Government  to  provide  such  facilities;  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Robert  G.  Buzzard  is  hereby  desig- 
nated as  the  Applicant's  Representative  and  is  authorized  in  his  capacity  as 
such  Representative  to  file  with  the  Government  a  justification  of  need  and 
an  application  or  applications  to  negotiate,  execute,  and  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment or  agreements  with  the  Government  in  substantially  the  form  of  agree- 
ment considered  by  the  Governing  Body,  to  negotiate,  execute  and  enter  into 
such  other  agreements  and  instruments  and  to  perform  and  do  any  and  all 
acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  site  and  site  preparation, 
streets,  or  roadways,  sidewalks,  landscaping,  utility  mains,  technical  or  en- 
gineering data,  architectural  or  engineering  services,  necessary  rights  of 
entry  and  rights  of  way  for  Government  operations,  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the 
Applicant  ownership  and  possession  of  such  facilities,  to  assure  the  Govern- 
ment that  such  facilities  will  be  utilized  by  the  Applicant  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  such  law,  and  to  do  or  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  that  are 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  Applicant's  application,  to  per- 
form the  Applicants'  obligations  under  its  agreement  with  the  Government, 
and  to  obtain  the  provision  of  such  facilities."

The 
analysis  of  the  1946-47  student  body  showing  29.3  per  cent  enrolled  in  this 
type  of  curriculum,  evidences  the  degree  of  interest.  Eastern  again  re- 
quests the  Board  for  authorization  of  such  a  curriculum.

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.  Contract  has  been  made  with  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority 
for  the  gift  of  ten  metal  buildings  20'  x  54'6",  to  be  used  for  recreational, 
office,  food  supply,  laundry,  or  other  uses  involving  war  veterans.  These 
buildings  were  shipped  by  rail  from  the  Engineer  Depot,  Baton  Rouge, 
Louisiana,  on  October  2.  Eastern  must  assume  the  cost  of  transportation 
and  installation,  but  has  applied  for  funds  for  this  use  from  the  Federal 
Works  Agency. 

2.  Negotiations  for  cafeteria  eouipment  from  the  Federal  Public  Hous- 
ing Authority  was  almost  completed,  when  the  University  of  Wisconsin  with- 
drew its  agreement  to  turn  over  surplus  equipment  at  the  Badger  Ordnance 
Plant.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Federal  Works  Agency  for  a  cafe- 
teria building  and  equipment. 

3.  The  barracks  providing  dormitory  ouarters  for  96  single  veterans 
and  72  two-bedroom  apartments  for  married  veterans  are  progressing 
slowly.  Some  delay  has  been  due  to  the  attitude  of  owners  from  whom  the 
land  needed  is  in  process  of  purchase.  October  29  is  completion  date  on 
this  project- -but  December  1  is  a  more  likely  date. 

4.  Ten  expansible  trailers  and  one  bath-toilet  utility  trailer  have  been 
secured  from  George  Field  near  Lawrenceville,  for  use  in  housing  new 
faculty  families.  These  trailers  are  secured  by  a  contract  from  FPHA 
whereby  the  college  bears  all  transportation  and  installation  expense.  This 
addition  gives  "Trailerville"  a  total  of  59  dwelling  units  under  college  ren- 
tal from  FPHA. 

5.  Some  difficulty  is  being  met  in  securing  materials  and  contract  for 
installation  of  the  sewer  lines,  water  lines,  electric  lines,  walks  and  drives 
by  college  expense,  for  the  Veterans  Housing  Project,  due  to  dislike  of 
accepting  any  except  a  "cost  plus"  type  of  contract. 

6.  The  acoustic  tile  ceiling  in  the  men's  gymnasium  has  been  installed, 
and  the  influence  when  the  room  is  used  for  College  Assembly  is  particularly 
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appreciated.     Work  of  installation    in   the   women's  gymnasium  and  certain 
classrooms  is  almost  completed. 

7.  Change  in  plans  for  the  addition  to  the  Heating  Plant,  as  a  part  of 
the  Postwar  Building  Program,  brings  the  bid  for  construction  within  the 
amount  of  funds  available,  and  it  is  likely  that  contracts  will  be  let  soon.

3.    Attendance  for  the  Summer  Session  1946 

The  wisdom  of  operating  our  summer  work  on  the  basis  of 
including  an  intersession  of  three  weeks  seems  to  be  justified 
in  terms  of  the  constantly  increasing  enrollment  and  the  re- 
cord number  of   persons    in   attendance  during   this  period  in 

1946.  The  fact  that  there  were  801  students  in  campus 
classes,  aside  from  177  in  four  off-campus  workshops  and  47 
in  two  conservation  clinics,  or  a  total  of  1025  students  obtain- 
ing work  for  credit  during  the  three  weeks  period  of  June  10 
to  June  28,  seems  to  warrant  the  continuation  of  this  type  of 
summer  calendar  and  program. 
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Of  special  interest  will  be  the  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  graduate  students  with  57  in  the  intersession  as  compared 
with  15  a  year  ago  at  the  corresponding  time  and  113  in  the 
regular  summer  session  as  compared  with  43  in  the  1945 
summer  session.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  offering 
of  graduate  work  in  the  teachers  colleges  is  meeting  a  real 
need  in  teacher  education  in  Illinois. 

The  figures  for  the  regular  summer  session,  also  represent- 
ing an  increase  over  last  year,  probably  need  no  explanation. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  tabulation  on  the  next  page 
the  totals  of  1946  as  compared  with  those  of  a  year  ago.

4.    Attendance  for  the  First  Semester,  1946-1947 

The  report  of  attendance  for  the  current  semester  in  final  and  tab- 
ulated form  is  not  due  at  this  time,  but  it  may  be  of  interest  to  ob- 
serve the  enrollment  situation  at  the  present  time. 

As  of  September  30  the  total  enrollment  is  1801,  composed  of  861 
men  and  940  women.  Of  this  total  enrollment,  there  are  800  be- 
ginning freshmen,  635  veterans,  and  54  graduate  students.  These 
figures  include  campus  classes  and  are  entirely  separate  from  the 
enrollment  of  the  off-campus  extension  courses  and  the  Veterans 
School  with  30  additional  veterans. 

Illinois  State  Normal  University  was  recently  accorded  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  the  unioue  position  of  probably  being  the  only  college 
or  university  in  the  country  that  did  not  break  all  previous  records 
in  enrollment  this  fall.  Our  figure  of  1801  is  less  than  the  enroll- 
ment of  at  least  five  previous  years  and  certainly  far  under  the 
highest  enrollment  of  1974  in  1938-1939.  There  is  no  auestion  but 
what  we  would  have  surpassed  our  highest  enrollment  except  for 
the  decision  to: 

(1)  Limit  the  freshman  class  to  800  students. 

(2)  Admit  as  new  students  only  those  expecting  to  teach,  ex- 
cept for  100  persons  living  in  Bloomington  and  Normal 
who  were  accepted  for  this  year  on  a  special  (non-teach- 
ing) basis  as  an  accommodation  to  them  and  because  they 
already  had  their  own  living  quarters. 

(3)  Establish  ouotas  for  departments  based  upon  available 
classroom  and  library  facilities  and  the  probability  of 
placement  four  years  hence.  For  example,  it  appears 
that  over  150  men  sought  to  enter  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Physical  Education  and  60  was  set  as  the 
quota  for  that  department.  A  few  accepted  admission  in 
other  departments  but  many  of  them  went  elsewhere. 

(4)  Keep  the  total  enrollment  within  the  available  housing 
(living  ouarters),  classroom  space,  faculty,  and  text- 
books. It  was  believed  that  by  taking  800  freshmen,  the 
total  enrollment  might  be  about  1800,  which  was  the  num- 
ber of  students  it  was  thought  could  be  handled  in  a  satis- 
factory manner. 

Illinois  State   Normal    University    may   have  been  criticized  on  the 
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basis  of  denying  or  discouraging  admission  to  a  number  of  stu- 
dents, including  some  planning  to  teach,  but  there  certainly  was  no 
criticism  when  it  was  found  that  rather  good  living  ouarters,  ade- 
auate  classroom  space  (including  rental  space  in  a  church  within  a 
block  of  the  campus),  an  adequate  supply  of  text  books,  and  suffi- 
cient faculty  provided  better  working  conditions  than  found  in  many 
of  the  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  country. 

5.  Extension 

A  report  on  the  details  of  off-campus  extension  service  will  be 
provided  in  the  next  Board  Report.  At  the  present  there  are  nine 
classes  in  eight  centers,  with  320  students  enrolled,  handled  by 
seven  faculty  members  as  a  part  of  their  regular  teaching  load. 

6.  1946  Summer  Session  Graduates

14  of  the  Board  Report  of  July  8,  should  be  changed  to  $330 
per  month  or  $2970  for  the  school  year  of  nine  months,  since 
he  now  finds  it  apparently  impossible  to  accept  the  leave  of 
absence  for  the  second  semester  of  the  present  school  year. 

c.  At  the  Board  meeting  on  July  8,  1946,  Dr.  G.  Harlowe  Evans 
was  elected  to  the  position  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical 
Science  at  a  salary  of  $3375.  The  salary  indicated  is  one  that 
would  entitle  him  to  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor  and, 
since  he  has  the  qualifications  for  that  rank,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  rank  be  changed  to  that  of  Associate  Professor, 
no  other  change  in  the  appointment  being  necessary. 

4.  New  Positions  Recommended. 
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Authorization  is  reouested  for  the  following  positions  in  addition  to 
those  authorized  in  the  July  8,  1946,  Board  Report. 

a.  English,  covering  the  appointment  of  someone  to  handle  large- 
ly freshman  classes.  The  position  may  be  considered  as  one 
that  was  absorbed  during  the  time  of  the  war  and  formerly 
filled  by  Miss  Evelyn  Rezek  who  resigned. 

b.  Business  Education,  covering  classes  in  shorthand  and  typ- 
ing, this  position  probably  being  one  that  includes  the  work  of 
Mr.  Albert  Fries  who  resigned  several  years  ago  and  whose 
position  was  absorbed  during  the  time  of  the  war. 

c.  Health  and  Physical  Education  for  Women,  to  care  for  an  en- 
tirely additional  teaching  load  due  to  an  unusual  increase  in 
enrollment  of  women  in  September.  The  person  for  this  posi- 
tion would  in  reality  take  the  place  of  Miss  Esther  Hume  who 
resigned  a  few  years  ago  and  whose  position  was  never  filled. 

d.  Faculty  Assistant  in  Elementary  Education,  covering  assist- 
ance to  Dr.  E.  A.  Lichty,  Principal  of  the  Metcalf  Elementary 
School  in  handling  the  eighth  grade  in  order  that  Dr.  Lichty 
may  be  released  for  the  teaching  of  a  class  or  two  in  educa- 
tion, because  of  increased  enrollment,  and  to  handle  additional 
administrative  duties  in  the  enlarged  Metcalf  Elementary 
School.  This  position  should  be  handled  by  a  graduate  assist- 
ant giving  part  time  to  the  necessary  duties. 

e.  Science,  covering  work  in  chemistry  and  natural  science  sur- 
vey courses,  due  to  increased  enrollment.

6.    Affiliated  Schools 

a.    Illinois  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens  School 

This,  the  largest  of  the  affiliations  with  the  University,  re- 
presents an  organization  of  kindergarten,  grades  one  to  six, 
and  junior  high  school  (grades  seven  and  eight),  with  the  boys 
and  girls  of  high  school  age  attending  University  High  School 
on  the  University  Campus.  There  are  twenty-two  teachers  at 
the  Childrens  School  with  the  salaries  of  all  but  the  Principal 
and  two  other  teachers  paid  by  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare, but  with  the  selection  and  control  of  these  teachers 
handled  by  Illinois  State  Normal  University. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Director,  Deputy  Director, 
and  others  in  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  with  Mr. 
James  R.  Cretcher,  Superintendent  of  the  Illinois  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  Childrens  School,  taking  a  lead  in  the  movement,  have 
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made  possible  an  advance  to  almost  maximum  in  salaries 
under  the  schedule  at  the  Childrens  School.  The  initial  sal- 
ary for  new  teachers  is  now  $250  a  month  with  work  available 
for  eleven  or  twelve  months,  depending  upon  the  nature  of  the 
position.  The  listing  of  staff,  positions,  and  salaries  is  in- 
cluded in  this  report  as  a  matter  of  record,  since  all  of  these 
salaries,  aside  from  the  three  noted,  are  paid  through  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare.

a.  Storekeeper  at  the  gymnasium  to  be  in  charge  of  the  towel 
and  equipment  cage  and  to  aid  in  the  repair  of  athletic  eauip- 
ment,  to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  athletic  field,  and  to  assume 
other  duties  for  which  there  is  very  urgent  need  at  this  time. 
This  position  would  be  paid  for  from  available  funds  at  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $150  per  month  or  $1800  for  the  year 
of  twelve  months.  This  non-teaching  position  has  been  clear- 
ed through  Springfield. 

b.  Maintenance  Plumber.  The  excessive  amount  of  plumbing 
work  that  needs  attention  and  the  demand  of  those  concerned 
that  this  be  done  by  a  qualified  plumber,  and  because  of  the 
high  cost  as  well  as    the    difficulty    of    getting  a  plumber,  all 

c  combine  to  make  necessary  the  establishment  of  the  position 

of  Maintenance  Plumber  at  a  rate  of  $225  per  month  for 
twelve  months.  This  position  is  a  non-teaching  position  and 
is  being  cleared  through  the  proper  channels  in  Springfield. 

c.  Trades  Helper.  In  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  vast  amount 
of  carpentry  that  is  necessary  on  the  campus  in  connection 
with  the  regular  program,  as  well  as  expansion  demanded  by 
excessive  enrollment,  it  is  recommended  that  an  additional 
position  of  Trades  Helper  be  created  at  a  salary  of  not  to  ex- 
ceed $175  per  month.  This  is  a  non-teaching  position  and  is 
being  cleared  through  the  proper  channels  in  Springfield. 

4.  New  Appointments  Recommended 

All  of  the  following  appointments  have  been  cleared  through  regular 
and  designated  channels  and  have  been  approved  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. These  positions  are  all  of  a  twelve  months  nature  and  are 
effective  from  the  dates  indicated  until  July  1,  1947. 

a.  Mr.  Don  Karr,  Maintenance  Painter,  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$240,  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $2880,  effective  September 
1,  1946. 

b.  Mr.  Richard  J.  Parido,  Storekeeper  in  McCormick  Gymnasium, 
at  a  monthly  salary  of  $150  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1800 
effective  September  1,  1946. 

c.  Mr.  A.  C.  Schroeder,  Watchman  I,  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$135,  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1620,  effective  September 
20,  1946. 

d.  Mr.  Roy  R.  Farmer,  Stationary  Fireman,  at  a  monthly  salary 
of  $185  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1920,  effective  Septem- 
ber 20,  1946. 

e.  Mr.  Robert  E.  Bigger,  Stationary  Fireman,  at  a  monthly  sal- 
ary of  $185,  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1920,  effective 
October  1,  1946. 
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f.  Mrs.  Nellie  Fritzen,  Janitor  I,  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $120, 
or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1440,  effective  October  7,  1946. 

g.  Mr.  Chester  R.  Holmes,  Janitor  I,  at  a  monthly  salary  of 
$135,  or  an  annual  salary  rate  of  $1620,  effective  October 
10,  1946. 

5.    Positions  Unfilled

IV.    THE  ORGANIZATION 

1.    Affiliated  Schools 

\t  the  present  time  the  status  of  the  affiliated  school  situation  is 
as  follows: 

a.  The  continuation  of  the  affiliation  of  the  Illinois  Soldiers  and 
Sailors  Childrens  School  through  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  with  Illinois  State  Normal  University  continuing  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  principal  and  two  teachers  and  the 
other  19  members  of  the  staff  paid  through  the  Department  of 
Public  Welfare. 

b.  Bloomington  Public  Schools,  where  there  is  a  continuation  of 
the  student  teaching  work  in  the  field  of  special  education 
with  the  salary  of  one  teacher  in  work  for  the  mentally  re- 
tarded paid  by  Illinois  State  Normal  University  but  all  other 
expenses  cared  for  by  the  Bloomington  Board  of  Education. 
Teaching  in  other  areas  of  special  education  is  provided  in 
rooms  where  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  and  operating  ex- 
penses are  paid  by  the  Bloomington  Board  of  Education. 

c.  Normal  Public  Schools,  where  there  is  a  continuation  of  stu- 
dent teaching  in  certain  special  areas  on  elementary  and  high 
school  levels,  this  student  teaching  being  without  expense  to 
Illinois  State  Normal  University.  Such  areas  as  agriculture, 
art,  music,  and  health  and  physical  education  are  used  at 
times  when  there  is  need  for  extra  student  teaching  facilities. 

d.  Off  Campus  Home  Economics  Centers  located  at  Farmington, 
Morton,    Metamora,    Eureka,    and    Lexington,    where  student 
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teachers  live  for  certain  periods  of  time  and  do  their  teach- 
ing under  the  supervision  of  approved  local  home  economics 
teachers  for  which  Illinois  State  Normal  University  pays 
these  instructors  at  the  rate  of  $12.50  per  month  per  student 
teacher  for  a  two  months  period  for  each  teacher. 

e.  Rural  Schools  used  in  the  past  are  not  being  continued  at  the 
present  time.  It  was  hoped  to  maintain  the  affiliation  with 
the  vValker  Rural  School  but  we  were  unable  to  get  a  teacher 
with  proper  qualifications  even  though  the  total  salary  offered 
by  the  University  and  the  local  board  was  $300  per  month 
plus  automobile  maintenance.  It  was  finally  necessary  for 
the  school  board  to  take  a  teacher  who  was  a  two-year  nor- 
mal graduate  and  who  was  not  oulaified  to  handle  music  and 
with  whom  student  teachers  could  not  be  placed.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  this  teacher  is  paid  $250  per  month.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  and  possibly  other  rural  affiliations  may  be 
re-established  in  the  near  future. 

2.    Graduate  vVork 

a.  Prior  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  a 
formal  reouest  with  supporting  materials  and  other  evidence 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Graduate  Committee  of  the  Teachers 
College  Board  and  at  the  Board  meeting  a  request  will  be 
made  for  the  addition  of  the  Departments  of  Physical  Science 
(physics-chemistry)  and  Health  and  Physical  Education  for 
Women  to  aualify  for  graduate  work.  It  is  felt  that  these  de- 
partments and  since  there  is*a  demand  for  such  teachers  that 
cannot  be  met  at  the  present  time,  it  is  hoped  that  favorable 
consideration  may  be  given  to  including  these  departments  in 
the  approved  list  for  graduate  work,  effective  in  the  summer 
of  1947.

VI.    BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

1.    Old  Main 

The  work  on  the  removal  of  the  third  floor,  roof,  and  tower  of  Old 
Main  was  completed  in  very  satisfactory  manner  prior  to  the  open- 
ing of  school  on  September  9,  1946.  Most  of  the  work  was  com- 
pleted a  few  weeks  ahead  of  schedule  and  before  the  opening  of 
school,  but  the  redecoration  of  the  classrooms  on  the  second  floor 
continued  until  September  9.  The  building  is  now  considered  safe 
for  use  and  classrooms  and  offices  have  been  returned  to  the  second 
floor.  The  handicap  from  the  loss  of  classroom  space  and  offices 
from  the  third  floor  is  severely  felt  and  has  made  necessary  the 
renting  of  off-campus  auarters. 

Many  alumni  and  local  citizens  have  become  exceedingly  interested 
in  the  final  disposition  of  Old  Main.  A  committee  has  been  appointed 
from  interested  local    citizens    and    alumni    and  this  committee  has 
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requested  Mr.  Dunn  to  inouire  of  Director  Thompson  as  to  the 
possibility  of  having  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering 
determine  the  cost  of  restoring  the  outside  of  the  building  with 
necessary  and  probable  complete  changes  on  the  inside.  It  is  un- 
derstood that  these  requests  have  been  carried  out  and  that  the 
Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  will  check  over  the  situa- 
tion very  soon.  Since  their  first  question  will  be  as  to  the  use  that 
will  be  made  of  the  building,  a  local  committee  of  staff  members 
has  been  appointed  by  the  President  to  study  the  situation  and  make 
recommendations  as  to  the  best  use  of  a  newly  constructed  Old 
Main.  When  this  committee  has  completed  its  work,  the  informa- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering. 

2.  Building  Program  (Portion  Already  Approved) 

a.  Auditorium,  Music,  Speech,  Administration  Buildings.  Plans 
for  these  structures  are  not  much  further  advanced  than  at 
the  time  of  the  last  Board  meeting,  even  though  it  has  been 
decided  temporarily  to  concentrate  on  the  auditorium  and  ad- 
ministration buildings.  It  seems  that  the  Chicago  office  of 
the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering  has  been  de- 
luged with  other  requests,  especially  from  Natural  Resources, 
but  they  are  now  promising  to  push  these  plans  to  completion. 

b.  Special  Education  Building.  The  detailed  work  for  this  build- 
ing is  in  the  hands  of  associate  architects, --two  local  firms 
in  Bloomington.  Their  first  or  preliminary  blueprints  have 
been  prepared  for  discussion  with  those  responsible  for  the 
use  of  the  building  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  move 
along  very  rapidly.  *    , 

c.  Heating  Plant.  The  first  preliminary  plans  have  been  pre- 
pared by  associate  architects  from  Decatur  and  this  part  of 
the  work  will  keep  ahead  of  any  of  the  actual  work  to  be  done 
involving  changes  in  the  heating  system. 

It  is  very  evident  that  additional  funds  are  going  to  be  needed 
to  complete  all  of  these  projects.  It  is  presumed  that  this 
will  be  a  part  of  a  general  discussion  on  the  part  of  the  Teach- 
ers College  Board,  the  Post  V,  ar  Planning  Commission,  and 
others  concerned,  since  the  situation  at  Illinois  State  Normal 
University  is  very  similar  to  that  of  other  projects  for  which 
there  are  insufficient  funds. 

3.  Immediate  Needs  (Beyond  Present  Projects  Approved) 

a.  President's  Home.  President  Beu  has  made  a  complete  and 
excellent  presentation  of  the  situation  regarding  presidents' 
homes  at  state  teachers  colleges  throughout  the  country.  The 
need  at  Illinois  State  Normal  University  is  increasingly  great 
and  begins  to  present  a  very  serious  situation.  I  would  like  to 
join  With  President  Beu  in  reauesting  consideration  of  the 
building  of  houses  for  presidents  during  the  next  biennium. 
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b.  Fell  Hall  Addition.  The  most  economical  method  of  adding 
to  our  housing  for  women  is  to  give  consideration  to  the 
utilization  of  the  fourth  floor  or  attic  area  of  Fell  Hall,  pre- 
sent women's  residence.  There  is  ample  space  to  include 
rooms  that  will  house  60  additional  women,  the  cost  of  which, 
as  estimated  by  the  Division  of  Architecture  and  Engineering, 
would  be  $93,000.  This  would  include  all  carpentry,  plumb- 
ing, wiring,  and  other  work  necessary  to  make  the  rooms 
completely  available. 

For  some  years  there  has  been  talk  of  adding  a  wing  to  the 
south  end  of  the  building  that  would  correspond  with  the  wing 
originally  constructed  at  the  north  end  of  the  main  structure. 
This  would  take  care  of  approximately  75  additional  students. 
The  general  facilities,  such  as  dining  room,  kitchen,  and  liv- 
ing room,  are  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  additional 
students  included  in  these  proposed  additions. 

c.  High  School.  As  one  of  the  next  steps  in  the  post  war  build- 
ing program,  a  University  High  School  should  be  included  not 
only  to  adeouately  house  high  school  facilities  for  an  enroll- 
ment sufficient  to  meet  student  teaching  needs,  but  also  to 
make  available  ouarters  now  occupied  by  the  high  school  over 
the  campus  and  much  needed  by  other  departments. 

d.  Elementary  School.  A  university  elementary  school  should 
be  built  at  an  early  date  to  free  the  present  Thomas  Metcalf 
Building  for  classroom  purposes.  This  building  should  be 
used  first  to  accommodate  the  activities  now  in  Old  Main  in 
order  that  work  could  be  done  in  restoring  that  building. 
There  should  also  be  an  elementary  school  of  adeauate  size 
to  meet  student  teaching  needs  and  this  should  be  a  part  of 
our  student  teaching  area,  which  is  being  started  at  the  pre- 
sent time  with  the  Special  Education  Building. 

e.  Old  Main.  The  reconstruction  of  Old  Main  should  be  under- 
taken at  the  earliest  possible  moment  that  classrooms,  offices, 
and  other  activities  can  be  removed  temporarily  to  other 
ouarters  on  the  campus. 

4.    Self-Liouidating  Program 

a.  Residence  Halls.  Aside  from  the  additions  to  Fell  Hall,  it  is 
hoped  that  provision,  by  legislative  enactment  and  later  by 
arrangements  with  proper  organizations  for  financing  the  pro- 
ject, may  be  made  in  order  to  provide  much-needed  residence 
halls  for  men  and  women.  If  the  regular  building  program 
could  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  such  provision  and  this 
handled  through  a  satisfactory  self-liouidating  program,  it 
would  hasten  the  construction  of  these  buildings  and  move  for- 
ward, in  order  of  building  schedule,  some  of  the  proposed 
other  buildings  on  the  campus. 

b.  Student  Union.  In  order  to  hasten  the  construction  of  a  much- 
needed  Student  Union  it  is  hoped    that    this  may  be  worked  out 
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through  some  self-liouidating   plan    such  as  was  used  at  the 
University  of  Illinois 

VII.    AUXILIARY  ENTERPRISES 

1.  Cafeteria 

One  of  the  best  projects  established  at  I.S.N. U.,  at  least  in  recent 
years,  has  been  that  of  the  University  Cafeteria,  located  tempora- 
rily on  the  ground  floor  of  Eell  Hall,  until  such  time  as  a  new 
cafeteria  is  provided  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  proposed  auditori- 
um. The  lack  of  eating  places  in  Normal  and  the  ability  to  provide 
excellent  food  at  very  reasonable  cost,  has  resulted  in  the  use  of 
the  cafeteria  by  a  large  number  of  students.  It  will  be  noted  with 
interest  that  the  report  for  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
cafeteria  shows  an  excess  of  income  over  expenditures.

2.  Fell  Hall  (Women's  Residence) 

Fell  Hall,  as  in  recent  years,  has  shown  a  slight  deficit  despite  all 
possible  economies  within  reason  in  a  program  calling  for  certain 
standards  of  food  service  and  living  conditions.  It  is  the  cost  of 
food  and  the  low  figure  of  $7.25  per  week  charged  last  year  that 
have  produced  the  deficit.  Beginning  with  July  1,  1946,  the  rate  on 
meals  was  changed  from  $7.25  to  $9.00  per  week.  This  change, 
with  the  $3.00  per  week  for  rooms,  makes  a  total  of  $12.00  per 
week  charged  each  resident  of  the  Hall.  This  additional  charge, 
plus  the  housing  and  serving  of  51  additional  girls,  should  result  in 
a  balance  rather  than  a  deficit  for  the  present  year,  despite  decided 
advances  in  the  cost  of  food.

3.    Smith  Hall 

Although  the  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  Smith  Hall 
is  dated  from  July  1,  1945  to  June  30,  1946,  we  did  not  get  into  the 
Hall  until  approximately  January  1,  1946,  following  complete  rehab- 
ilitation left.  Navy  V-12  left.  The  relatively  small  deficit  during 
that  period  of  time  should  be  eliminated  and  some  profit  shown  on 
the  present  year,  since  the  cost  of  board  has  been  raised  from 
$7.25  to  $9.00  per  week  and  the  cost  of  rooms  from  $2.75  to  $3.00, 
with  52  rather  than  42  men  in  the  Hall  this  year.

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4.    University  Farm 


The  University  Farm,  like  any  single  department  of  the  University 
that  operates  as  a  laboratory,  in  this  instance  for  the  Agriculture 
Department,  is  certain  to  show  cost  in  excess  of  income.  This 
would  be  true  of  chemistry,  physics,  biology,  and  other  laboratories 
is  considered  on  the  same  basis.  However,  the  deficit  this  year  is 
less  than  in  previous  years  and  is  certain  to  become  still  less  with 
the  acquisition  of  additional  fand  now  in  progress.  This  additional 
land  will  enable  the  University  to  produce  more  food  for  stock  and 
will  increase  the  turn-over  in  live  stock  that  will  be  marketed.  It 
is  considered  that  the  finances  of  the  University  Farm  are  in  very 
good  shape,  but  can  and  will  be  improved  with  the  larger  program 
to  be  undertaken  this  present  school  year.

VIII.    STUDENT  LIFE 


1.    Housing 


Illinois  State  Normal  University  has  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
adequately  house  all  students  who  came  to  the  University  this  fall, 
although  approximately  50  men  are  now  housed  in  Cook  Hall  Gymna- 
sium   (high    school    and    elementary    gymnasium)    until  the  federal 
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housing  units  are  completed.  All  other  students  have  been  able  to 
locate  rooms  or  at  least  temporary  living  auarters  of  a  very  sat- 
isfactory nature  near  the  University.  It  is  believed  that  these  hous- 
ing conditions  will  be  conducive  to  better  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
students  and  also  to  their  carrying  on  their  regular  activities,  in- 
cluding satisfactory  classroom  work.  The  federal  housing  units 
will  probably  not  be  ready  much  before  Christmas,  although  some 
of  them  were  promised  as  early  as  July. 

Future  Teachers  of  America 

The  local  chapter  of  Future  Teachers  of  America  has  just  received 
its  charter  from  headquarters  in  Washington,  D.  C.  They  are  un- 
dertaking a  very  definite  program  of  organizing  chapters  in  high 
schools  in  central  Illinois  with  the  thought  of  developing  a  greater 
interest  in  the  teaching  profession  on  the  part  of  high  school  stu- 
dents who  may  later  become  teachers  college  students. 


IX.  MISCELLANEOUS 

1.    Annual  Audit 

The  annual  audit  of  the  books  of  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
was  completed  in  August  and  a  report  as  to  very  satisfactory  condi- 
tions has  been  received  from  the  State  Auditor's  office.

Some  matters    have    arisen    since   the  completion   of  the  Board  Report  that 
seem  to  make  it  desirable  at  this  time  to  supplement  the  information  already 
provided  with  other  items  for  Board  consideration. 

Insert  between  1  and  2  under  II  FACULTY  on  page  5  of  the  Report  as 

1-A.    Retirement 
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a.  Miss  May  Goodwin,  Instructor  and  Assistant  Principal  of  the 
Affiliated  Illinois  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens  School  since 
1920,  has  decided  that  she  would  like  to  retire  at  this  time. 
Miss  Goodwin  is  under  the  Public  School  Retirement  System 
and  not  under  the  University  Retirement  System  and  her  sal- 
ary has  been  paid  by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  For 
a  period  of  forty-six  years,  Miss  Goodwin  has  rendered  ser- 
vice to  the  schools  of  Illinois,  twenty-six  of  these  years  being 
at  the  Illinois  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens  School.  She  has 
earned  the  opportunity  that  she  is  now  taking  for  retirement 
after  many  years  of  work  with  boys  and  girls  who  have  need- 
ed and  appreciated  her  counsel  and  instruction.  As  a  matter 
of  record  and  appreciation  this  retirement  is  made  a  part  of 
this  Report  to  the  Teachers  College  Board,  regardless  of  the 
salary  being  paid  through  other  channels  and  the  retirement 
system  being  other  than  that  under  which  the  University 
operates.  This  retirement  becomes  effective  August  23, 
1946.

(4)  Mr.  Weldon  Watterson,  Assistant  Professor  of  Geography, 
to  fill  a  leave  of  absence  position  resulting  from  a  leave 
granted  to  Miss  Neva  McDavitt.  Mr.  Watterson  has  his 
Bachelor's  degree  from  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
in  1937,  his  Master's  degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  in  1942,  and  is  at  the  present  time  doing  work  on 
his  Doctor's  degree  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  This 
work  can  be  finished  during  the  course  of  any  two  auar- 
ters  at  a  later  date.  His  teaching  experience  has  been  in 
Harrisburg  ^igh  School  and  in  the  University  of  Chicago, 
where  he  has  been  an  assistant  to  Miss  Edith  Parker  of 
the  Geography  Department.  Mr.  Watterson,  through  ex- 
perience as  a  participant  in  an  I.  S.  N.  U.  Geography 
Course  and  in  other  ways,  is  oualified  to  take  over  that 
activity  in  the  summer  of  1947.  The  salary  for  this  posi- 
tion is  $335.  per  month  or  $3015  for  the  school  year  of 
nine  months. 

(5)  Dr.  G.  Harlowe  Evans,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical 
Science  (physical  chemistry),  to  fill  an  existing  vacancy 
that  resulted  from  the  retirement  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Adams  as 
Head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Science  in  August 
1945,  at  which  time  Dr.  R.  U.  Gooding  was  appointed 
Head,  the  position  in  the  department  never  having  been 
filled.  Dr.  Evans  has  degrees  of  B.  S.,  M.  S.,  and  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Michigan.  His  teaching  experience 
has  been  at  Taylor  University  in  Indiana,  where  he  served 
as  Head  of  the  Chemistry  Department,  at  Huntingdon  Col- 
lege at  Montgomery,  Alabama,  where  he  was  Head  of  the 
Physical    Science    Department,    and  at  Illinois  Wesleyan 
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University,  where  he  has  been  Associate  Professor  of 
Chemistry  since  May  1945.  In  addition,  and  prior  to  his 
teaching,  Dr.  Evans  served  for  two  years  as  a  research 
chemist  with  the  DuPont  organization.  This  appointment 
to  the  faculty  of  I.  S.  N.  U.  is  effective  September  1946 
with  the  rank  of  Assistant  Professor  at  a  salary  of  $375 
per  month  or  $3375  for  the  school  year  of  nine  months. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  upon  which  action  is  desired,  the  following 
matters  are  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  without 
being  incorporated  into  the  Report  as  presented. 

1.  Through  Mr.  Preston  M.  Ensign,  Business  Manager  of  the  Univer- 
sity, figures  are  available  indicating  the  imperative  need  of  Illinois 
State  Normal  University  for  legislative  action  that  will  make  avail- 
able the  use  of  money  in  the  Income  Fund  before  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1947.  With  ample  money  available,  as  a 
result  of  unexpected  receipts  and  with  expenditures  having  been 
made  from  Standard  Accounts,  it  is  necessary  that  the  money  on 
hand  be  made  available  as  soon  after  January  1,  1947,  as  possible. 
Action  is  not  recmested  so  far  as  Illinois  State  Normal  University 
alone  is  concerned  but  in  conjunction  with  the  other  teachers  col- 
leges that  may  find  themselves  in  a  similar  situation.  Since  this 
should  probably  be  joint  action,  the  reouest  is  not  made  for  such 
approval  in  the  SUMMARY  of  the  Board  Report. 

2.  Aside  from  the  five  teaching  positions  for  which  persons  have  been 
recommended  under  II-6-c  in  this  report,  there  are  twenty-six 
other  faculty  positions  to  be  filled  including  six  at  the  Affiliated 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Childrens-School.  With  the  newly  adopted  sal- 
ary schedule  for  the  Teachers  Colleges  and  an  upward  revision  of 
salaries  on  the  schedule  at  the  Childrens  School,  through  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare,  there  is  much  more  encouragement 
afforded  in  attempting  to  fill  existing  vacancies.  These  improved 
possibilities  for  the  employment  of  oualified  and  capable  personnel 
are  much  appreciated. 

Special  Note.  At  the  bottom  of  page  10  of  the  July  8,  1946,  Board  Report, 
please  add  the  name  of  Harry  Lovelass  for  the  months  of  July  and  August  at 
$300  per  month  or  $600  for  the  two  months.  This  was  omitted  from  the 
summer  session  listing.

To  the  Members  of  the  State  Teachers  College  Board  of  Illinois: 

The  following  supplemental  report   is  submitted  for  the  Western  Illinois 
State  Teachers  College: 
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I.  STUDENTS 

The  response  of  the  citizens  of  Macomb  to  provide  housing  for  students 
at  Western  was  excellent.  This  made  it  possible  for  us  to  enroll  1,227 
students  on  campus.    Of  this  number  506  are  World  War  II  veterans. 

The  previous  record  enrollment  at  Western  was  1,040  in  1939-40. 

II.  FACULTY 

A.  Resignation 

1.  Mr.  Carl  Nelson,  Assistant  professor  in  the  Department  of 
Music,  resigned  effective  August  24,  1946  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion at  Ball  State  Teachers  College  at  an  increased  salary. 

B.  Leave  of  Absence 

1.  Dr.  Irving  Garwood,  who  has  been  on  leave  of  absence  due  to 
physical  disability  since  September  30,  1945,  will  not  be  able 
to  return  to  duty  this  year  and  will  continue  to  receive  dis- 
ability benefits;  therefore,  his  name  will  not  be  on  the  pay 
roll  for  1946-47  as  indicated  in  our  April  22,  1946  board  re- 
port. 

C.  New  Appointments 

1.  Mr.  Oliver  G.  Boe  was  employed  as  an  instructor  in  the  De- 
partment of  English,  effective  September  1,  1946,  at  a  salary 
of  $275  per  month  or  a  total  of  $2,475  for  the  college  year. 
Mr.  Boe  received  the  A.B.  degree  from  Luther  College  and 
the  A.M.  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  served 
three  years  in  the  U.  S.  Army  as  a  psychological  examiner, 
and  prior  to  that  time  he  served  as  a  civil  service  testing 
officer  for  the  State  of  Minnesota  and  taught  in  high  schools 
in  C a rrollton,  Illinois,  and  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Mr.  Boe  re- 
places Dr.  Irving  Garwood  who  is  on  leave  due  to  physical 
disability. 

2.  Mr.  Norman  Paar  was  employed  as  an  instructor  in  the  De- 
partment of  English,  effective  September  1,  1946,  at^a  salary 
of  $290  per  month  or  a  total  of  $2,610  for  the  college  year. 
Mr.  Paar's  degrees  are:  B.S.,  Valparaiso  University;  M.S., 
University  of  Illinois.  For  the  past  three  years  Mr.  Paar 
served  as  a  USO  director,  and  he  has  taught  in  the  public 
schools  at  Royal  Oak,  Michigan,  and  Warsaw,  Illinois. 

3.  Mrs.  Lila  S.  Linder  was  employed  for  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber, October,  and  November  as  an  instructor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  English.  She  has  the  B.Ed,  degree  from  Western 
Illinois  State  Teachers  College  and  the  M.A.  degree  from 
Teachers  College,  Columbia  University.  Mrs.  Linder  served 
as  a  substitute  in  the  English  Department  in  1945-46,  and  she 
is  employed  this  year  due  to  the  large  enrollment  in  the 
Freshman  Class.    Her  salary  will  be  $250  per  month. 
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4.  Mr.  Leslie  J.  VanEttenwas  employed  as  instructor  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  replace  Dr.  John  Sillivan  who  re- 
signed. Mr.  VanEtten  will  receive  $150  per  month  for  one- 
half  time  work  or  a  total  of  $1,350  for  the  year.  His  degrees 
are:  B.Ed.,  Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College;  M.S., 
University  of  Illinois. 

5.  Miss  Olga  Andersen  was  employed  as  instructor  in  the  De- 
partment of  Geography  and  Geology,  effective  September  1, 
1946,  to  replace  Mr.  Joseph  Kenny  who  is  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  the  year.  She  will  receive  $285  per  month  for  nine 
months.  Miss  Andersen  has  the  A.B.  degree  from  Nebraska 
vVesleyan  University  and  the M. A. degree  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska 

6.  Mrs.  Frances  Ohlson  will  serve  as  an  assistant  in  the  train- 
ing school  at  a  salary  of  $75  per  month  or  a  total  of  $675  for 
the  year. 

7.  Mr.  Francis  J.  Streim  was  employed,  effective  September  1, 
1946,  as  instructor  in  the  Department  of  Music  to  replace 
Mr.  Carl  Nelson,  Mr.  Streim  will  receive  $275  per  month 
or  a  total  of  $2,475  for  the  college  year.  Mr.  Streim's  de- 
grees are:  A.B.,  Milton  College;  A.M.,  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin. Mr.  Streim  served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  taught  in  the 
high  school  at  Elmwood,  Wisconsin. 

8.  Mrs.  Virginia  Stein  Ehringer  was  employed  for  the  months  of 
September,  October,  and  November  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Department  of  Biological  Sciences  at  a  salary  of  $200  per 
month.  Mrs.  Ehringer  received  the  B.Ed,  degree  from  the 
Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College  and  has  had  high 
school  teaching  experience.  Her  employment  was  made 
necessary  by  the  large  enrollment  in  the  Freshman  Class. 

9.  Miss  Geraldine  Trevor  was  employed,  effective  September 
16,  1946,  as  a  faculty  assistant  to  teach  one  class  in  business 
arithmetic  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  to  assist  in 
the  Department  of  English.  She  will  receive  $100  per  month 
for  one-half  time  work.  Miss  Trevor  has  the  A.B.  degree 
from  Coe  College  and  is  enrolled  in  graduate  work  at  Western. 
She  has  had  experience  as  a  faculty  assistant  in  mathematics 
at  Coe  College.

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In  addition  to  the  regular  summer  session  of  eight  weeks,  special 
tutorial  courses  were  offered,  under  authorization  of  the  Teachers 
College  Board  at  the  April  22,  1946,  and  July  8,  1946,  meetings, 
primarily  for  veterans  in  order  to  adjust  their  programs  for  more 
advantageous  registration  in  the  fall  ouarter.  A  total  of  338  stu- 
dents, including  299  men  and  39  women,  took  special  tutorial  work 
in  August.  The  work  was  especially  designed  to  take  care  of  stu- 
dents registered  in  the  spring  auarter  who  wished  additional  pre- 
paration for  the  fall  quarter.  Of  the  338  enrolled  only  18  were 
students  who  were  not  in  attendance  during  the  spring  ouarter  of 
1945-46.  288  veterans  completed  tutorial  courses  in  August.  It  is 
our  belief  that  this  period  of  adjustment  on  a  tutorial  basis  proved 
to  be  very  satisfactory  and  worthwhile,  particularly  for  the  veterans.

D.    Enrollment  for  Fall  Quarter,  1946 

The  current  fall  quarter  opened  Monday,  September  16,  1946.  The 
total  enrollment  of  University  students  is  2708,  as  compared  to  1073 
in  the  fall  quarter  of  1945.  This  represents  an  increase  of  152%. 
The  total  number  of  veterans  enrolled  is  1491  as  compared  to  93  in 
the  fall  of  1945,  representing  an  increase  of  1503%.  There  are  47 
students  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School,  compared  with  26  last  fall. 
This  is  an  increase  of  81%.  The  enrollment  in  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion for  this  quarter  is  1238  as  compared  to  765  in  the  fall  quarter 
of  1945,  an  increase  of  62%.  In  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences  the  enrollment  for  the  fall  of  1946  is  617  as  compared  to 
256  last  fall,  an  increase  of  141%.  The  enrollment  in  the  College  of 
Vocations  and  Professions  is  806  as  compared  with  52  a  year  ago. 
This  is  an  increase  of  1450%.  The  extension  enrollment  for  the  Fall 
Quarter  is  incomplete,  however,  the  total  as  of  October  4  is  871.  Of 
these,  666  are  men  and  205  are  women.  This  is  an  increase  of  47% 
over  the  592  enrolled  last  fall.

Schneider,  Associate  Professor  of  English,  was  appointed  for 
an  additional  month,  effective  August  5,  1946,  to  August  30, 
1946,  inclusive,  at  a  total  salary  of  $400.00. 
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44.  Mrs.  Bernice  Lafoon  Sickman  has  been  appointed  half-time 
Faculty  Assistant  to  serve  as  Assistant  Rural  Critic  at  a 
monthly  salary  of  $105.00  for  eight  months  extending  from 
September  16,  1946,  to  May  16,  1947,  inclusive.  Mrs.  Sick- 
man  received  her  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Education  degree 
from  Southern  and  has  also  studied  at  the  Southeast  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College  and  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University. 

45.  Mr.  Alfred  Morris  Simpson  has  been  appointed  Instructor  in 
the  University  High  School  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $270.00  for 
the  nine  months  of  the  school  year  beginning  September  16, 
1946,  and  ending  June  13,  1947.  Mr.  Simpson  received  his 
Bachelor's  degree  from  Southern  and  his  Master  of  Arts  de- 
gree from  the  University  of  Illinois.  He  has  also  studied  at 
Illinois  State  Normal  University,  Butler  University,  and 
Indiana  University.

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49.  Mr.  Hal  Stone  has  been  appointed  part-time  Instructor  in 
Chemistry  at  a  monthly  salary  of  $100.00  for  three  months 
only  beginning  September  23,  1946.  He  received  his  Bache- 
lor's degree  from  Southern  and  his  Master's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Alabama,  and  has  done  further  graduate  work 
at  Alabama.

52.  To  teach  August  courses  for  veterans,  Mr.  Fount  G.  Warren, 
Professor  of  Education,  was  appointed  for  an  additional 
month,  effective  August  5,  1946,  to  August  30,  1946,  inclusive, 
at  a  total  salary  of  $455.00. 

53.  To  teach  August  courses  for  veterans,  Mr.  Ben  P.  Watkins, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Art,  was  appointed  for  an  additional 
month,  effective  August  5,  1946,  to  August  30,  1946,  inclusive, 
at  a  total  salary  of  $300.00. 

54.  Miss  Irene  G.  Watson  has  been  appointed  part-time  Instructor 
at  a  monthly  salary  of  $65.00  for  the  nine  months  from  Sep- 
tember 16,  1946,  to  June  13,  1947,  inclusive.  Miss  Watson 
will  serve  in  our  affiliated  practice  school  in  Carterville, 
Illinois.  She  received  her  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from 
James  Millikin  University  and  her  Master  of  Arts  degree  from 
the  University  of  Illinois.  She  has  also  studied  at  North- 
western University. 

55.  To  teach  August  courses  for  veterans,  Mr.  John  I.  Wright, 
Associate    Professor     of   History,    was     appointed     for     an 
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additional    month,    effective    August  5,    1946,    to    August  30, 
1946,  inclusive,  at  a  total  salary  of  $330.00. 

C.  Leaves  of  Absence 

1.  Dr.  Thelma  L.  Kellogg,  Associate  Professor  of  English,  has 
been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay  for  the  three 
months  of  the  fall  auarter  beginning  September  16,  1946.  Dr. 
Kellogg  suffered  a  heart  attach  early  in  the  summer  and  is 
still  confined  to  the  hospital. 

2.  Mrs.  Dorothy  M.  Muzzey,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical 
Education  for  Women,  has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
without  pay  for  the  three  months  of  the  fall  Quarter  beginning 
September  16,  1946.  Mrs.  Muzzey  requested  this  leave  on 
the  advice  of  her  physician. 

3.  Miss  Madeleine  Smith,  Assistant  Professor  of  Foreign  Lan- 
guages, was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  without  pay  from  July 
6,  1946,  through  August  2,  1946.  Miss  Smith  was  chosen  as 
one  of  the  one  hundred  French  teachers  in  the  United  States 
to  make  a  two-months  good-will  visit  to  France  under  the 
auspices  of  and  at  the  expense  of  the  French  government. 

4.  Miss  Frances  D.  Etheridge,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical

2.  Dr.  Joseph  Van  Riper,  Associate  Professor  of  Geography, 
who  had  accepted  an  appointment  for  the  present  school  year, 
received  an  offer  from  Syracuse  University  and,  in  spite  of 
his  agreement  with  us,  chose  to  accept  it.  We  therefore  ter- 
minated his  employment,  effective  July  15,  1946. 
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3.  Dr.  G.  M.  Wissink,  Associate  Professor  of  Physics,  who  had 
accepted  an  appointment  for  the  present  school  year,  was  un- 
able to  find  suitable  housing  in  Carbondale  and  decided  to  re- 
turn to  his  former  position  in  Mankato,  Minnesota.  His  em- 
ployment was  terminated,  therefore,  effective  July  28,  1946. 

F.    Adjustments  in  Salary 

1.  Miss  Frances  Barbour,  Associate  Professor  of  English, 
taught  for  one-third  time  at  one-third  salary  during  the  two 
months  of  the  summer  session,  June  10,  to  August  2,  1946, 
inclusive.

4.  The  salary  of  Mr.  Walter  Mazurek,  Faculty  Assistant  in  Phy- 
sical Education  for  Men,  has  been  increased  from  $150.00  to 
$175.00  per  month,  effective  September  1,  1946.

Among  the  new  undergraduate  courses  for  the  fall  quarter  are 
courses  such  as:  a  freshman  agriculture  course  in  Poultry  Pro- 
duction, business  courses  in  Transportation  and  Financial  Manage- 
ment, an  introductory  course  in  Home  Economics  for  freshmen,  a 
freshman  industrial  education  course  in  Descriptive  Geometry, 
Elementary  Greek,  a  music  course  in  Keyboard  Harmony  and  a 
journalism  Laboratory  course.  Courses  in  Latin  and  Journalism 
have  been  restored  to  the  curriculum  this  fall.  A  full  degree  pro- 
gram in  Journalism  is  to  be  opened  as  rapidly  as  students  become 
ready  for  more  advanced  courses. 

Offerings  in  Speech  have  been  expanded  with  the  creation  of  a 
Speech  Department. 

The  Artist-in-Residence  on  the  campus  for  the  1946-47  session 
maintains  a  studio  and  observes  and  counsels  art  students.  Students 
may  also  observe  her  work  and  techniaue. 

B.  Extension  Courses 

Twenty  extension  courses  have  already  been  scheduled  for  the  fall 
in  the  following  centers:  Anna,  Belleville,  Benton,  Carmi,  Chester, 
East  St.  Louis,  Edwardsville,  Fairfield,  Elizabethtown,  Golconda, 
Harrisburg,  Marion,  Metropolis,  McLeansboro,  Mt.  Vernon,  Nash- 
ville, Pinckneyville,  New  Shawneetown,  Waterloo,  and  West  Frank- 
fort. 

Twenty  different  courses,  located  in  eighteen  different  counties,  are 
now  in  session.  Figures  obtained  from  records  in'  the  Extension 
Office,  which  are  given  below,  indicate  that  this  is  the  largest  num- 
ber of  courses  and  the  greatest  enrollment  ever  experienced  by  the 
Extension  Service  during  the  fall  ouarter.

In  spite  of  the  very  critical  shortage  of  instructional  staff,  Southern 
Illinois  Normal  University  is  making  every  effort  to  meet  the  heavy 
demands  for  Extension  work.  These  demands  come  chiefly  from 
three  sources:  teachers  who  have  been  issued  emergency  certifi- 
cates and  are  anxious  for  extension  courses  to  prepare  themselves 
more  adequately  for  their  work,  emergency  certificated  teachers 
who  desire  to  meet  the  provisions  of  the  "five  semester  hour  law" 
which  will  probably  be  enforced  again  by  next  summer,  and  teach- 
ers who  began  their  professional  careers  without  four  full  years  of 
college  training  and  are  anxious  to  secure  as  many  courses  as  pos- 
sible in  order  to  aualify  for  better  positions  with  conseouent  better 
salaries. 

The  Extension  Department  is  not  limiting  its  efforts  to  meeting  the 
needs  of  teachers.  There  are  many  other  needs  in  this  area  which 
we  hope  to  serve  adeouately  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

VI.    BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

A.    Student  Housing 

The  table  below,  prepared  as  of  September  30,  1946,  shows  the 
actual  and  proposed  expenditures  for  veterans  housing  made  avail- 
able through  contracts  with  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority:

Total  $88,396.00 
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To  date,  no  buildings  have  been  occupied.  The  Chautauqua  Street 
Housing  Project,  Contract  Number  ILL-V-11330,  should  be  ready 
for  occupancy  by  105  married  veterans  and  their  families  before 
the  opening  of  the  winter  auarter,  December  9,  1946. 

The  Illinois  Ordnance  Plant  Housing  Project,  Contract  Number 
ILL-V-11329,  which  calls  for  the  conversion  of  five  buildings  at  the 
Illinois  Ordnance  Plant  at  Crab  Orchard  Lake  into  104  apartments 
for  married  veterans,  may  be  ready  during  the  winter  auarter.  A 
total  of  209  family  apartments  for  veterans  should,  therefore,  be- 
come available  during  the  present  school  year. 

At  present,  no  rooms  for  single  veterans  have  been  contracted  for, 
but  a  permit  has  been  secured  from  War  Assets  Administration  to 
enter  and  use  the  Administrative  Area  which  includes  two  dormi- 
tories with  facilities  for  housing  306  single  veterans  at  the  Illinois 
Ordnance  Plant.  For  a  time  it  appeared  that  the  cost  of  activating 
and  managing  these  dormitories  might  be  prohibitive,  but  negotia- 
tions are  going  forward  with  the  vVar  Assets  Administration,  and 
we  expect  to  obtain  for  the  State  of  Illinois  a  reasonable  lease  or 
contract  pursuant  to  our  present  permit  for  use  and  occupancy. 

House-to-house  surveys  of  Carbondale,  Murphysboro,  and  other 
nearby  towns  have  been  made  with  a  view  to  locating  every  possible 
room,  apartment,  and  residence  for  both  student  and  faculty  veter- 
ans. The  home  management  house  is  being  used  temporarily  this 
quarter  to  alleviate  the  critical  faculty  housing  situation.  The  Vet- 
erans Lounge  on  the  campus  will  be  moved  shortly  into  one  of  the 
residences  accuired  by  the  University  in  its  land-buying  program 
and  will  then  provide  more  commodious  recreational  space  for  men. 
In  spite  of  the  delays  of  extended  negotiations,  of  obtaining  priori- 
ties, and  of  locating  critical  materials,  the  Veterans  Housing  Pro- 
gram is  moving  along  and  should  soon  give  us  a  measure  of  relief 
from  our  student  housing  difficulties. 

B.  Land  Acauisition  Program 

Options  on  30  properties  totaling  $283,850  have  been  obtained. 
Deeds  have  been  obtained  to  19  of  the  30  properties  optioned. 

C.  Major  Repairs 

In  the  April  22,  1946,  Report  to  the  Board,  it  was  stated  that  four 
contracts  had  been  awarded  for  major  repairs,  namely: 

(1)  construction  of  a   vault   in  the  Registrar's  Office  and  al- 
terations in  the  President's  Office 

(2)  construction  of  a  tunnel    between    the  Auditorium  and  the 
Allyn  Building 

(3)  installation  of  electric  cable    in   the  tunnel  to  the  gymna- 
sium, and 

(4)  flooring    of    the    third   floor    of    the    Main'  Building  with 
asphalt  tile. 
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All  of  these  contracts  have  been  completed.  Two  other  contracts 
have  been  awarded  for  repairs  to  water  mains,  however,  contracts 
yet  remain  to  be  awarded  for: 

(1)  the  replacement    of    windows    and  window  frames  on  the 
third  floor  of  Main  Building,  and 

(2)  interior  painting  of  the    library    and  exterior  painting  of 
farm  buildings,  and 

(3)  mechanical  work  on  underground  distribution  system. 

D.    President's  House 

The  problem  presented  by  President  Beu,  concerning  residences 
for  the  Presidents  is  almost  a  critical  problem  at  Southern.  1  hope 
the  matter  will  receive  careful  and  full  study  by  the  members  of 
the  Board.  At  Southern  it  appears  to  be  a  matter  small  in  cost  but 
large  in  its  potential  benefits  to  all  on  the  campus  as  well  as  to  the 
head  of  the  institution.

VIII.    STUDENT  LIFE 


During  the  summer  session  student  life  activities  remain  on  a  sort 
of  plateau;  however,  with  the  opening  of  the  University  year  in  the 
fall  student  activities  reach  a  peak  since  a  series  of  events  is  spon- 
sored particularly  for  beginning  students  to  help  in  making  satis- 
factory adjustments  necessary  for  successful  participation  in  Uni- 
versity life. 

Because  of  our  large    enrollment   this   fall    our  registration  period 
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was  increased  by  one  day.  The  Opening  All-School  Dance,  spon- 
sored by  Southern  Veterans  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day  of 
registration,  played  an  important  part  in  the  social  program  of 
orientation  week.  An  "Organization  Hour"  was  arranged  by  major 
organizations  at  which  time  their  plans  and  purposes  were  pre- 
sented. Because  of  the  large  number  of  veterans'  wives  the  South- 
ern Homemakers  Group  was  organized. 

An  effort  has  been  made  by  faculty  and  former  students  at  Southern 
to  help  each  "newcomer"  in  the  creating  of  a  meaningful  and  en- 
joyable student  life  as  a  background  for  his  educational  efforts. 

The  post-war  student  body  at  Southern,  as  in  all  colleges,  at  pre- 
sent is  a  highly  interesting  and  varied  group  which  will  make  for  a 
complex  and  possibly  a  difficult  type  of  student  life.  But  we  have 
invited  whosoever  will  to  come,  and  we  will  work  that  they  may 
have  a  more  abundant  life.  Our  Counselling  and  Guidance  Program 
is  being  expanded  to  meet  these  needs. 

IX.    MISCELLANEOUS 

A.  Tuition 

For  some  years  there  has  been  retained  on  our  campus  $5.00  per 
term  from  tuition  fees  paid  by  students.  This  sum  has  been  the 
sole  financial  support  of  most  student  activities  and  the  primary 
support  for  athletics.  The  funds  so  provided  have  always  been  in- 
adequate, and  presently  are  less  than  those  retained  at  some  of  our 
sister  institutions.  We  desire  to  retain  $8.00  each  quarter  here- 
after, as  a  part  of  the  earnest  attempt  now  being  made  to  increase 
the  duality  and  variety  of  recreational  and  character  building  stu- 
dent activities,  particularly  athletics,  at  the  time  our  young  men 
are  returning  in  such  large  numbers  from  the  military  services. 

B.  Workshops 

During  the  1946  summer  session,  seven  workshops  were  organized 
and  conducted  by  the  College  of  Education.  The  seven  separate 
workshops  were  of  three  distinct  types- -health  education,  rural 
education,  and  conservation.  Both  health  education  workshops  were 
held  on  campus.  One  rural  education  workshop  with  an  enrollment 
of  82  students  was  held  on  campus  and  one  with  an  enrollment  of  59 
students  was  held  at  Mt.  Vernon.  The  three  conservation  workshops 
were  held  off  campus. 

The  eight-week  health  education  workshop  was  staffed  by  members 
of  the  Department  of  Physiology  and  Health  Education  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  and  by  two  visiting  professors, 
Dr.  Eleanor e  Aldworth  of  New  York  and  Miss  Evelyn  McKinley  of 
Wisconsin.  Fifty-five  of  the  sixty-six  students  were  awarded  Fed- 
eral scholarships  in  Public  Health  Education  through  the  Illinois 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  the  amount  of  $100  each. 
Running  concurrently  with  the  last  week  of  this  workshop  was  one 
especially  arranged  for  school  administrators  from  Southern  Illi- 
nois.   Twenty-five  county  and  city  superintendents,  high  school  and 
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elementary  school  principals  attended,  on  expense  allotments  from 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Geography  Department  of  the  College  of  Lib- 
eral Arts  and  Sciences  directed  the  three  one-week  conservation 
workshops  in  August  at  Chester,  Vienna,  and  Belleville  for  teach- 
ers of  Randolph,  Johnson,  Pope,  Massac,  St.  Clair  and  neighboring 
counties.  Approximately  twenty-five  students  were  registered  in 
each  of  these  conservation  workshops,  which  were  arranged  jointly 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  Southern  Illinois 
Normal  University. 

United  States  Veterans  Administration  and  Illinois  Veterans  Com- 
mission 

vVe  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  arranged  for  cooperation  of 
the  Illinois  Veterans  Commission  in  assisting  veterans  to  secure 
their  payments  and  other  rights  under  the  laws  and  regulations.  A 
Southern  graduate,  Mr.  William  R.  V  inkelmeyer,  has  been  em- 
ployed by  the  Commission  to  devote  full  time  to  our  veterans  who 
are  students. 

After  setting  up  the  Illinois  Veterans  Commission  work,  the  United 
States  Veterans  Administration  asked  and  were  allowed  to  send 
''training  officers"  to  clear  the  veterans  applications  for  their  gov- 
ernment pay,  during  registration  week.  We  provided  secretarial 
help  and  two  or  more  staff  members  to  assist  them  for  the  days 
they  were  here.  They  demanded  that  the  Illinois  Veterans  Commis- 
sion workers  subordinate  themselves  to  the  Federal  Workers,  as 
was  done. 

The  Federal  Veterans'  Administration  now  propose  to  have  one  or 
two  of  their  so-called  "training  officers"  regularly  working  on  our 
campus,  and  they  are  asking  for  office  facilities,  which  in  itself 
constitutes  a  serious  difficulty.  I  regret  to  report  action  taken  by 
them  while  here,  which  if  persisted  in  seems  certain  to  foment 
trouble  with  veterans.  They  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  the 
veterans  should  receive  special  services  from  Southern  comparable 
to  the  quarterly  tuition  ($80)  being  paid  by  the  Federal  government, 
as  compared  with  the  regular  tuition  ($17.50  or  $25.00).  The  actual 
yearly  cost  per  student,  however,  is  $556.00,  of  which  only  $293.00 
will  be  paid  by  the  Federal  government;  and  a  loss  of  $263.00  will 
be  incurred  by  the  State  of  Illinois  on  each  veteran.  Moreover,  the 
tuition  paid  for  veterans  is  set  by  contract  with  the  Federal  Veter- 
ans Administration  and  exactly  conforms  to  the  calculation  imposed 
on  us  by  them. 

For  representatives  of  Veterans  Administration  to  demand  of  the 
University  Administration,  as  they  did,  the  supplying  of  unstated 
extra  services  for  veterans,  is  an  attempt  to  substitute  Federal  con- 
trol for  State  control  of  this  University.  I  have  protested  the  matter 
to  their  East  St.  Louis  office,  and  have  received  no  satisfaction.  I 
request,  therefore,  that  the  Board  inform  the  Presidents  as  to  our 
rights  and  our  duty  if  and  when  confronted  with  efforts  by  Federal 
employees  to  interfere  in  educational  processes  with  students,  or  to 
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take  over  regular  functions  of  the  Registrar,  Dean  of  Men,  or  others 
of  the  University  staffs.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE  BOARD 

November  18,  1946 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  was  held  at  9:30 
A.M.  on  Monday,  November  18,  1946,  at  the  Abraham  Lincoln  Hotel  in 
Springfield,  Illinois.  Frank  G.  Thompson,  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Registration  and  Education,  and  Chairman  of  the  Board,  presided.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Thompson  and  roll  call 
was  taken. 

Mr.  Nickell  moved  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  October  14,  1946, 
be  taken  up  later  on  in  the  meeting  and  passed  for  approval.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Guin  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Budget  Committee,  composed  of  Mr.  Dunn,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Pege- 
low and  Mr.  Guin,  gave  their  report  regarding  the  budgets  for  the  five  State 
Teachers  Colleges,  and  that  the  presidents  of  the  teachers  colleges  be  auth- 
orized to  include  in  their  budgets  an  amount  for  presidents  salaries  to  en- 
able the  salaries  to  be  increased  to  the  maximum  of  $10,000.00.  Mr.  Sturgis 
made  the  motion  that  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  be  approved  and 
that  the  revised  budget,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  and  the  Committee,  be 
approved  for  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College;  Illinois  State  Normal 
University;  Eastern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College;  Western  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College  and  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  V  alker  and  carried  unanimously. 

In  connection  with  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  the  following 
motion  was  offered  by  Mr.  Nickell: 

"I  move  that  the  Teachers  College  Board  carry  out  a  thorough  and  com- 
plete investigation  of  the  charges  smoldering  around  Southern;  that  the  date 
be  set  as  early  in  January  as  possible;  that  the  Board  convene  in  Carbondale 
for  this  purpose;  that  we  spend  as  much  time  as  is  necessary  to  make  a  full 
and  complete  investigation,   holding  a  hearing  asking  those  who  have  charges 
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to  present  them  at  this  hearing  or,  if  they  so  desire,  ahead  of  time  to  sub- 
mit them  to  the  President  of  the  Board  in  Springfield  in  writing.  Further, 
that  when  the  Board  convenes,  individuals  will  be  asked  to  submit  pertinent 
facts  regarding  the  situation." 

The  following  suggestions  regarding  this  motion  were  presented  by  Mr. 
Dunn: 

(1)  That  the  Board  invite  all  persons  interested  in  the  welfare  of  South- 
ern Illinois  Normal  University  to  submit  information  based  on 
facts,  pertinent  to  the  welfare  of  Southern,  to  the  Board  by  Decem- 
ber 31,  1946,  in  writing  if  possible,  signed  by  such  persons  and 
that  any  such  persons  should  be  willing  to  confer  and  cooperate 
with  the  Board,  even  to  the  extent  of  submitting  to  an  examination 
by  the  Board  if  the  Board  so  desires. 

(2)  That  the  Board  give  unbiased  attention  to  all  criticisms  and  hold 
such  hearings  as  the  criticisms  indicate  to  be  advisable  or  neces- 
sary. 

(3)  That  until  complaints  are  made  and  investigated,  the  Board  will  ex- 
pect the  undivided  loyalty  of  the  faculty,  student  body,  alumni,  edu- 
cators, and  all  persons  who  are  interested,  to  keep  Southern  on  the 
high  educational  plane  wTiichf  it  deserves. 


Mr.  Davis  moved  that  the  motion  of  Mr.  Nickell  and  the  suggestions  by 
Mr.  Dunn,  in  substance,  be  passed.  Motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Sturgis  and 
unanimously  carried. 

Chairman  Thompson  appointed  Mr.  Dunn  and  Mr.  Davis  to  prepare  a 
statement  for  the  press,  which  was  submitted  as  follows: 

"The  Teachers  College  Board,  in  regular  session  assembled  in  Spring- 
field, Illinois,  by  resolution  duly  adopted,  took  action  inviting  all  persons  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  to  submit  in- 
formation, based  on  facts,  pertinent  to  the  welfare  of  Southern,  to  the  Board 
by  December  31,  1946,  in  writing  if  possible,  signed  by  such  persons  and  that 
any  such  persons  should  be  willing  to  confer  and  cooperate  with  the  Board, 
even  to  the  extent  of  submitting  to  an  examination  by  the  Board  if  the  Board 
so  desires." 

"The  Board  further  took  action  to  give  unbiased  attention  to  all  criti- 
cisms and  hold  such  hearings  as  the  criticisms  indicate  to  be  advisable  or 
necessary.  The  Board  was  very  emphatic  in  demanding  that  until  the  in- 
vestigation is  completed  the  school  should  have  the  undivided  support  and 
loyalty  of  the  faculty,  student  body,  alumni,  educators,  and  all  persons  in- 
terested in  the  school,  to  keep  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  on  the 
high  educational  plane  which  it  deserves."

Lanham  Act,  as  amended),  and  in  connection  therewith,  has  examined  and 
considered  such  law,  the  Regulations,  the  Information  for  Applicants,  the 
form  of  application  and  the  form  of  proposed  agreement; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Teachers  College  Board  of 
the  Applicant,  (herein  called  the  "Governing  Body"),  that  a  justification  of 
need  and  that  an  application  or  applications  be  filed,  in  such  form  as  may  be 
reouired  by  the  Government,  to  provide  such  educational  facilities  as  are 
reouired  to  alleviate  such  acute  shortage,  and  that  the  Applicant  will  comply 
with  the  various  recmirements  and  conditions  necessary  to  enable  the  Gov- 
ernment to  provide  such  facilities;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Chester  F.  Lay,  President,  is  hereby 
designated  as  the  Applicant's  Representative  and  is  authorized  in  his  capa- 
city as  such  Representative  to  file  with  the  Government  a  justification  of 
need  and  an  application  or  applications  to  negotiate,  execute,  and  enter  into 
an  agreement  or  agreements  with  the  Government  in  substantially  the  form 
of  agreement  considered  by  the  Governing  Body,  to  negotiate,  execute  and 
enter  into  such  other  agreements  and  instruments  and  to  perform  and  do  any 
and  all  acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  a  suitable  site  and  site  prepara- 
tion, streets  or  roadways,  sidewalks,  landscaping,  utility  mains,  technical 
or  engineering  data,  architectural  or  engineering  services,  necessary  rights 
of  entry  and  rights  of  way  for  Government  operations,  to  accept  on  behalf  of 
the  Applicant  ownership  and  possession  of  such  facilities,  to  assure  the  Gov- 
ernment that  such  facilities  will  be  utilized  by  the  Applicant  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  such  law,  and  to  do  or  perform  any  and  all  other  acts  that  are 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  Applicant's  application,  to  per- 
form the  Applicant's  obligations  under  its  agreement  with  the  Government, 
and  to  obtain  the  provision  of  such  facilities".

Normal  University.  Mr.  Dunn  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  carried  unan- 
imously. 

Motion  was  made  by  Miss  Mclntire  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned  for 
lunch.    Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Sturgis  and  carried. 

The  afternoon  session  of  the  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers  College 
Board  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Thompson. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  October  14,  1946,  were  read  by  Mr. 
Nickell.  Mr.  Means  moved  that  these  minutes  be  approved.  Motion  second- 
ed by  Mrs.  Pegelow  and  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.  Nickell  presented  the  following  resolution: 

"That  the  requests  of  the  Presidents  of  the  five  State  Teachers  Colleges 
and  Normal  Universities  have  approval  of  the  Board  if  their  reouest  for  a 
supplemental  appropriation,  at  the  earliest  possible  time  upon  the  convening 
of  the  65th  General  Assembly,  is  approved,  said  requests  being  as  follows: 
Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers  College,  $358,077.00;  Eastern  Illinois  State 
Teachers  College,  $185,000.00;  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  $281,662.00; 
Western  Illinois  State  Teachers  College,  $137,500.00;  Southern  Illinois  Nor- 
mal University,  $200,000.00;  that  said  appropriation  be  made  as  against  the 
funds  in  the  Income  Funds  for  each  of  said  institutions  and  not  from  the  Gen- 
eral Revenue  Fund." 

Mr.  Nickell  moved  that  this  resolution  be  adopted.  Seconded  by  Mr. 
Guin  and  unanimously  carried. 

Mrs.  Pegelow  moved  that  the  above  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Governor, 
appealing  to  him  for  his  aid  and  support  in  securing  its  emergency  passage 
in  the  ouickest  possible  time  due  to  the  existing  emergency  in  the  five  State 
Teachers  Colleges.    This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Sturgis  and  carried. 

Mr.  Dunn  moved  that  the  complaint  from  Daniel  L.  Flynn,  with  reference 
to  acceptance  of  credits  at  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  be  referred  to 
President  Fairchild  with  the  understanding  that  his  action  will  be  final.  This 
motion  was  seconded  by  Miss  Mclntire  and  unanimously  carried. 
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
